The Caroline is the name bestowed up- 
on the bandHome new brick block on 
Washington street. West Newton, which 
has jinit been completed and a cut of 
which appears above. It is one of the 
flneat blocks it; the city, and it is the in- 
tenti m of the owner, Mrs. C. J. Barker, 
to oontit ue it to the westward, so that 
it will contain when fully completed, 
seven .Tores and fourteen apartments. 

The fact that all the apartments are 
already rented ought to lead to the build* 
ing of other apartment houses iu the

A communication was received from 
Mary A. Sweet opposing the granting of 
a location for an electric street railroad 
on Eldredge street. 

H. Snider of Boston was granted a 
unk license. A license to keep and sell 
gunpowder was granted to G. N. B. Sher- 
man, Lincoln street. Xewtou Highland*. 

At this point, the hearing 03 the 
municipal ownership of gas and electric 
lighting plants was opened. It relates to 
the authority given under Chapter 370 of 
»he acts of tho Legislature of 1891, per- 
mitting cities and towns to establish or 
purchase existing plauts for the manu- 
facture and distribution of gas and elec- 
tricity. 

The hearing was held in the aldermen’s 
room before both brauches of the city 
government. 

Alderman Roffe said that he desired to 
offer some explanation of the position of 
the street lighting committee in refer- 
ence to the munioipal lighting proposi- 
tion, as it had not submitted any report 
prior to introducing the order, which, if 
passed, places the city council on record 
as favoring the scheme and provides for 
the submission to the people of the 
question for final decision The com- 
mittee, said Alderm in Roffe, has been 
confronted with a very seiious problem 
in arriving at a decision in reference to 
thp exercise of the authority given under 
the statute of 181)1, permitting cities aud 
-towns to manufacture and distribute gas 
aud electricity. There have been a great 
many perplexing features, notably con- 
cerning the taking of portions of exist- 
ing plants, the effect upon the compauv 
now owning those plants and the matter 
of management after the city assumes 
the control of the lighting. It seemed 
expedient, continued Alderman Roffe, to 
reoomraend that the city assume the 
responsibility of both gas and electric 
lighting. It was a hard problem to solve 
and one entirely outside of the engineer- 
ing department, of the city. It has been 
exceedingly difficult to get aoy informa- 
tion bearing on the cost and a great 
many legal questions have been involved. 
The committee has been unable to se- 
cure any tabulated statement of cost ex- 
cept that for electric lighting. The 
property in the city utilized for the dis- 
tribution of gas is assessed for $188,700. 
The whole questing of municipal owner- 
ship and control of gas aud electric 
lighting, the committee considers as one 
out of the general course and in present- 
ing the older providing for the initial 
steps in that direction, the committee 
does not desire to have ir coustiued ■*» a 
;pet scheme of its own. but <»a the con- 
trary rij does that all the members of 
Che city council are lore tonight t<> dis 
enss it acd give to the general subject 
the fullest consideration before the 
question is submitted to the people. 

There have he< n a great many com- 
plaints about the lighting, and endeavors 
to remedy the trouble have not been at- 
tended with the greatest degree of suc- 
<cess. Of course, when there have been 
cases of neglect t * light, bv the company, 
according to provisions <>f contract, do 
ductions have b en made from the bills, 
'Tint that cannot be regaided as satis 
factory to the city, for the nppropria ion 
for lighting was made to me and not to 
save. The company has consented each 
month to make a duduc'ion from its hills 
rather than peifect the system. 

Under these circums‘anccs, it was de- 
cided best to introduce the order upon 
which this hearing was called. If the 
city has a system of lighting i f its own, 
it was thought, that better regulations 
could bo provided. Now, there is an in- 
sttffi dent number of lamps. It would be 
possible to provide more and improve the 
quality of tbe light. There was no de- 
sire on the part of the committee to in- 
jure the business of the company. It 
was willing, in fact, that it should con- 
tinue to furnish tho city witli gas, but 
the law provides that the company shall 
have the option of offering both plants 
to tho city, providrd it takes advantage 
of t lie municipal ownership provisions of 
the statute, hence it st emed desirable to 
rr commend the assuming of coutrol by 
the city of hoih gas and electric lighting 
service. Tho scheme is so hedged iu 
with difficulties, that the committee 
wnuid not have decided to introduce the 
order at tins time, bad it uot been for 
the fact that the question must be sub- 
mitted to the people for a lia&l decision. 
Through discussion aud otherwise, it 
w is thought that some good might come 
out of the introduction of ti e order. 
That such is to be tho fnct teems ob- 
vi >us, for already the comitiy has 
agreed 1 1 take steps to furnish better 
ligl t and better service. 

City Solicitor Slocum at the request of 
Alderman Roffe explained some of the 
provisions of tho statute. He said that 
the law passed iu 1891 had been amended 
several times since. Thu authority for 
establishing a municipal lighting plant 
now stands under the enactments of 
1894. It is required that the order must 
twice pass both branches of the city 
council by a two thirds vote before the 
question is submitted at a municipal 
election for tinal decision. It is pro- 
vided by amendment tint the question 
may be submitted to the volets at either 
a legular municipal or a special election. 
The company, after the vote is passed, 
has the option of getting tbe city to pur- 
chase the portions of its plauts within 
the city limits. 

Hie management of the municipal 
righting plant is placed iu the bauds of 
one officer, who is appointed by the 
mayor and can be removed by the same 
officer. 

Mr. Redpath— How do you get at the 
value of t-xis iug plant*? 

City Solicitor Slocum— That is deter- 
mined under the acts of 1893, whiih pro- 
vides that the city shall pay a fair mar- 
ket price. 

Alderman Flummer— If the power 


houses were located, say in Watertown, 

1 lie city would be absolved from pur 
chasing that part of the plant w .md it 
not? 

City Solicitor Slocum— Yes, sir. 
Alderman Plummer— If it rendered the 
company’s plant iu Watertown valueless, 
would the ol*y ho held for damages? 

Representative Est.abrooks — I have 
looked iotn thin question verv carefully. 
Tho city would only be obliged to pay 
f..r the nines, piles and wires within its 
territuy. It cannot be held for any 
damages 

City Solicitor Slocum— The section 
governing this point provides that if the 
main gas works are outside of tho town 
or city territory, tho town or city shall 
pay for the pipes, etc., within its limits, 
without allowance of damages bee use 
of severance of the plant. 

Following the explanations of the Inw 
by the city solicitor, Mayor Fenno called 
first upon those in f »vor of the municipal 
lighting proposition. 

Mr. E. W. Redpath was the tiist speak- 
er. A few vents ago. he said, I was a 
member <>f the street, lighting committee 
of the citv council and at that time be- 
came considerably interested iu the 
general question of street lighting. I be- 
came convinced that the proper thing 
for the cUv to do was not only to provide 
for furnishing its own light, but to also 
provide for furnishing light to con- 
sumers, citizens of the city. I looked 
into the question very carefully, and it 
seemed to me that more satisfactory re- 
sults would obtain if the city owned and 
operated its own lighting plant. It has 
been shown that it only costs 55 cents per 
one thousand feet to manufacture the 
g:«s and put it into the mains. The 
Brookline Gas Company is selliug gas to 
consumers for $1.00 per one thousand 
feet aud offers as a special inducement a 
gas stove free of cost to the end that its 
consumers will use gas for fuel as well as 
for lighting purposes. 

If the city of Newton establishes its 
own plant, consumers can obtain gas 
here for about $1.00 per one thousand 
feet. That will make the cost so cheap 
that people c »n afford to use it for fuel. 
What a benefit, that will be for the house- 
keepers of Nowton, especially for tbe 
poorer people. If it is a good thiug for 
the city to own its own water works aud 
supply private consumers, I cannot see 
why it would not be an equally good 
thing for the city to manufacture gas 
aud electricity and supply the same in a 
similar way. There is no one who would 
advocate the city giving up its water 
works plant to a private corporation and 
if it should establish a gas and electric 
plant there would be, I think, no one 
who would wish to return to the present 
sys era of supply. 

Judge J. (?. Kennedy was the next 
speaker. This question, said he, is not 
a new one. I remember, he continued, 
in 1S86, when I was a member of the 
street light committee, tbe question of 
street lighting was one to which a great 
deal of attention was paid. At, that time 
Newton was paying more for electric 
lighting than other cities and towns of 
about the same area aud population iu 
the state. It was thought that some 
steps should he tak-n to bring the cost 
down to a lower figure. In 1891 tbe 
trustees of the Newton free library con- 
sidered the question of nutting in elec- 
tric lights to replace gas. The gas bill 
for the proceeding year was $000.00. 
After the electric lights were put in the 
bill for 1891 amouuted to $772.49. In 
1892, with about the same amount of 
light furnished, the bill was $1041.09, 
The trustees had a conference with the 
gas officials an 1 as a result they made a 
discount. Still, tbe cost of the change 
from gas to electricity increased the 
amount of our bills about 35 per cent. In 
addition to that, tbe light is very poor. 
A great deal of the time, we do uot get 
one half the light we should have. The 
trustees finally formulated a report on 
the subject of lighting in which they 
stated that the electric service both as 
regards quality and cost was v rv un- 
satisfactory. It seems to me that it 
would be better, so far as the interests of 
the library are concerned, to make a con- 
tract with ibo compauv bised upon the 
quality and quantity of light furnished. 

I have loug t hought that ir would be a 
wise thing for tbe city to have its own 
plant and to do its own lighting. It 
seems to me that a great benefit would 
result. Th*» service would be much im- 
proved, there would be an additional 
number of lights, providing for more aic 
lamps in public thoroughfares. In my 
judgment, the main streets should be 
lighted all night. 

Alderman Roffe— In your judgment, 
Mr. Kennedy, could the citv establish a 
plant simply to do its own lighting? Is 
it not obligatory for the city to furnish 
light to private consumers? 

Judge Kennedy— I have not followed 
closely the amendments to tbe statute of 
1891 governing municipal lighting, but 
from the explanations in regard to the 
conditions ft’ law given hero tonight by 
the citv solicitor. I should say that it 
was obligatory. 

At this time Councilmau Greeu read a 
clause from the statute which provides 
that any city or town may purchase gas 
or electricity from any adjoining city or 
town, or from any existing corporation. 
Addressing himself to Judge Kennedy, 
be said: ‘Under this provision, if the 
city owned the pip»s through its terri- 
tory, could it not go to Brookline and 
purchase its gm aud electricity if it 
seemed desirable ?” 

Judge Kennedy— I can see uo reason 
why the city could » *t do that. 

Mr. John 3. Goodrich opened the argu- 
ments for the opponents of tiie munici- 
pal lighting scheme. It is a great ques- 
tion. said lie. The municipal ownership 
of gas and electric lighting plants, he 
coi tinued, are always alluded to iu 
public an having rnauy extremely import- 
ant and prrplexing phases for considera- 
tion. Tue chairman of the street light- 
ing committee of the city couucil iu his 
I leporr tonight states that after an ex- 
perience of several years, if the question 
were left to him for decision, be would 
not favor the passage of the order upon 
which this hearing was called. But, he 
says, the people mav form an intelligent 
opinion ou the subject. Now, 1 submit 
that if the street lig' t committee cannot 
iv dorse this proposition, can it be that 
it is ready to a*k the people to pass upon 
this question iu a few weeks, without 
Iriviug an opportunity for a careful cou- 
sideration of the subject? Tbe experi- 
ence that we hive had upon municipal 
lighting furnishes so little that is satis- 
factory that it leaves it entirely iu tbe 
character of an experimental project. 
The people, therefore, are goiug it blind- 
ly. They don’t know what they are 
about and they have no facts or experi- 
ence behind them upon which they cau 
form an intelligent judgment. 

The law governing municipal lighting 
has been on the statute hi oks for four 
years, aud during all that time uot a city 
iu the Commonwealth has uudeilakeu to 
take advantage of i\ Only a few towus 
have undertaken the luik of supplying 
gas to private consumers. The towns of 
M id die boro and Wuk» field have estab- 
lished lighting plauts under the provi- 
sious of the statute, but t he experience 
ol those towus gives us nothing to wuik 


upon because the conditions are entirely 
differrnr. Newton is more unfortunate- 
ly situated for the establishment of its 
own plum, than almost, any other place in 
the state. It is the v<-ry last city in the 
Commonwealth that ought to think of it. 
It cannot go into the business without 
sacrificing large private interests. It 
will affect the interest of the existing 
company greatly, practically taking away 
from it about, nine-tenths of its business. 
Tliero are 2500 shares in this company 
ami of these ovor 1400 are held bv 
trustees, widows and women. If this 
order is passed it will knock the stock of 
the company into smithereens, unless tbe 
company decides to immediately lender 
its property to tho city. In fact, the 
compmv would be obliged to do that. 

The situation in Newton is this. The 
city by paying an indefinite sum. probab- 
ly about one quarter of a million, out 
start iuto the gas and electric light busi- 
ness. This private corporation whose 
interests are affected roust bo sacrificed 
before anything can be done. Now sup 
pose some arrangement could be niado 
whereby the citv could take tho electric 
lighting part of tho business. Well, of 
the electrical business of this corpora- 
tion, at least 40 per cout. of it goes to the 
public. If the city withdriws its patron- 
age, that would leave the private con- 
sumers to maiutain the electric plant. 
If the city does not help to maiutain its 
part. I should like to know how con- 
sumers are to get the benefit of any 
oheuper electrio lighting in Newton? Is 
there any evidence that the city can pro- 
duce electricity any cheaper than the 
company can? The street light com- 
mittee furnishes us with no informatiou 
on that point. About a year ago the 
committee was requested to report in 
print upon this subject. It has not done 
so, neither has it given any facts or 
figures. It merely recommends the 
passage of an order enabling the city to 
go into the business if the decision of 
the city council is ratified at the doIIs. 
The first order relating to this tuijecl 
was passed bv the aldermen, Nov. 27, 
1803. It received concurrent action the 
same night in the common council. It 
will be seen that the first steps were 
taken without any real information bear- 
ing upon tbe subject. Nothing has iven 
said about, tin matter since and why the 
subject has been delayed so long before 
the secoud order was introduced 1 am at 
a loss to understand. 

There is no more information before 
us upon the subject. Where is any in- 
formation to come from if the commit 
tees of the city couueil don’t desire to 
:uroish it? Now, when the legislative 
committee of the city council appeared 
before the legislature on a petition for 
special enactment governing municipal 
lighting, it stated that the city did uot 
intend to go into the gas business at all. 
In my judgment, no city or town will be 
able to secure any special legislation. 
The laws upon this subject roust be 
general laws and what is good euough 
for Waltham and Cambridge must be 
good enough for Newton. Newton can- 
not get any advantage over any other 
citv or town. Brockton and some other 
cities and towns petitioned to have the 
general law changed. Newton was the 
only city in the Commonwealth that 
asked fur special legislation, and, of 
course, it had leave to withdraw. 

I desire to say again that the example 
of any little town is of no use in arriving 
nt an iutelligent judgment upon this 
question in Newton. Tho lighting here 
is spread over sixteen equal e miles. The 
conditions, therefore, are altogether 
different. It costs more to maintain tbe 
schools, fire department and other 
branches of the public service iu Newton 
on account of the great territorial area 
of the city. This would hold true iu re-

paid to liorhttntr. I understood Mr. Red- 
path to imply that experience had shown 
that the city could do its lighting cheap- 
er than a private company. I cannot see 
upon what lie based that opinion. Can 
any one mention any one tiling that the 
city can do cheaper than a Drivate cor- 
poration? Can it buv its wire, or coil or 
supply labor any oheapei? Is the vigi- 
lance of the city nffl ;ials over their sub- 
ordinates nnv (treater than that of thn 
officials of a private corporation conduct- 
ing business to make money out of it? 

The existing company has a firs'-class 
plant and first-class machinery. It has a 
power house equal to the wants of the 
city for years to come. The street light 
committee informed the committee on 
manufactures at, tho Stato House that it 
did not know what the facilities of the 
works of this existing company were. 
The members of the committee bad 
never visited the works, and therefore, 
could not tell from personal observation 
anything about them. It seems to me 
that tne committee should show in what 
direction tLe city can exercise economy 
that a private corporation cannot. 

A great deal has been said in regard to 
compl lints rolative to the quality of light 
furnished and the character of the ser- 
vice, It should be clearly understood 
that the city has no practical system to 
give the company to woi k upon. The 
faulty system now governing the street 
lighting service was laid out by the city, 
and not by the company. The company 
is obliged to work on the city’s plans and 
specifications nnd that is the reason that 
the lighting is so unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Potter— Mr. Goodrich, is the New- 
ton & Watertown Gaslight Company pre- 
pared to establish a plant in Newton and 
to undertake to do the whole ot the 
street lighting by the incandescent sys- 
tem? 

Mr. Goodrich — The company is pre- 
pared to make figures upon anything that 
the citv desires it co estimate on. 

Mr. Potter— It' the city provides proper 
plans and specifications for an efficient 
system of lighting, is the company will- 
ing to make a bid? 

Mr. Goodrich— I have no doubt of it. 

Councilnnti Bullard — The street light 
committee bis had great difficulty iu 
getting answers from the company to 
business requests. 1 know of communi- 
cations that have been sent by tha f body 
that have laid ten months without a 
reply. 

Mr. Goodrich— The company did re- 
ceive a communication from the street 
light committee asking at what figure it 
would light the lamps all night for the 
balance of the year. Some of the officers 
of the company were awny and it was 
therefore impossible to prevent a delay 
in submitting a tepiy, The answer 
would have been forwarded at once had 
it been in the power of the company to 
do so. 

Picking up the thread of his argument 
again, Mr. Gjodrich said, ‘'Let us seo 
how neglectful the compauy has been in 
the matter of contracts. The street light 
committee has uever asked for a decrease 
in price or for a revision iu the con- 
tract.” 

Councilman Green— The superinten- 
dent of the company was asked a year 
ago what figure would be submitted, 
furnishing lights to burn all night. 

Mr. Goodrich — That is quite likely 
true, still that has uothing to do with it. 
The company has never received any 
official communication in reference to 
the subject. The company did receive a 
notice to the effect that the city was will- 
ing to extend its present contract for two 
years. 

Councilman Bullard— When the street 
light committee sent the notice to the 
company of its willinguess to extend the 
contract, it asked to bo informed at what 
price the company would furuish lights 
to burn all night loDg. Up to the pres- 
ent time, the committee has received uo 
reply from the company. 

Mr. Goodrich— I was not aware that 
auy such communication had been sent, 
but it is uot important. The compauy 
has sent several communications to the 
street light committee and has received 
no replies, so honors are easy on that 
score. Tho contract, he coutiuued, pro- 
vided that lights should bo kept burning 
during certain uights of the month and 
on stormy nights, also, without exfra 
charge. Has the gas company ever failed 
to keep lights burning on nights outside 
of the contract when requested to do so? 
For two mouths it received no requests 
at all. The superintendent, without be- 
ing asked, lighted the lamps on stormy 
nights. Since August last, more frequent 
request** have been received and they 
have always beeu attended to. 

The street light committee informed 
the company when it gave it the notice 
of its inteut to extend the cmtraot that 
it hoped ere long to make a new contract 
that would be eutircly satisfactory to 
both parties concerned. Since that time 
the company has been waiting patieutly 
to hear from the street light committee, 
but up to date has heard nothing. As it 
stands today, ihere is uo ooutract be- 
tween the city and the company. The 
company has been waiting patiently to 
hear from the street light committee 
since last February. It is willing to 
make a favorable coutraot and it does 
not expeot to make any mouey out of tho 
city. There never was a street light 
committee that would allow the company 
to make a cent. 

Now, a fow words about gas. The 
company submitted a proposition to the 
street light committee offering to furuish 
gas at $1,00 per one thousand feet, pro- 
vided the city would take the care of the 
lamps off its bauds. No answer has 
beeu received. 

Concerning electric lights, let me say 
that the city imposes a groat burden up- 
on private consumers when it starts a 
plain of its owu and secures its own ser- 
vice at cost. The company can furnish 
electricity at a small profit, as obeaoly, 
it believes, us the city can. Wakefield 
is tli© only town that affords any illus- 
tration of the advantages or disadvan- 
tages of this municipal ligbtiug enter- 
prise. It paid $170,000 for the existiug 
plant and started iu to manufacture gas 
and electricity. The old com pan v 
charged $2 per 1000 feet for gas and $1.80 
for incandescent for prompt payment. 
After a while, it was discovered that it 
would be necessary to raise the price. 
Not wantiug to do that, the legislature 
was petitioned for the right to chaige 
the cost iu excess of $2 to the town. 
That is about the only experience that I 
know of thut furnishes any light upou 
t lie experiment. The town of Wellesley 
bus its owu elootlic lighting plant. It 
nurohases electricity at a cost of $0 per 
light. Add to that the oost of operation 
and the total cost figures up $8.81) per 
light, without allowing auything for the 
depreciatiou ou plant and the interest on 
borrowed mouey. With these factors 
taken into oousidorution, the cost per 
light for inouudusceut lamps is $18.50 
each, the price that the city of Newlou 
is uayiug now. 

Couuoilwun Green — Hus the geutlemnu 
ever noticed the lights in Wellesley? If 
he has, be must have observed that they 


were much more brilliant than those in 
Newton. 

Mr. Goodrich— Are not tho lamps 
nearer together in Wellesley than they 
are in this city ? 

Councilman Gieeue— Yes sir. 

Mr. Goodrich — Now, Councilman 
Greene, if the lamps were put nearer to- 
gether in Newton, wouldn’t the result 
be in getting a be ter light? 

Councilman Greene— Yes, but even 
then the lights here would not ho so 
good ns those in Wellesley. I would like 
to ask the gentleman if lie believes tbat 
it is the tank of Lbe city that lights sup- 
posed to burn all night are pul out at 11 
o’clock? 

Mr. Goodrich — Such c ises ns that re- 
ferred to by the cuiucilmm areex:ep 
tioiial. Tho city should hold the com- 
pany to tbuir contract and the company 
will keep it. 

Councilman Greene— H *w is it, then, 
that the lights are turned on quite fro 
quenMy after going out, say at II o’clock, 
it an alarm of lira is rung iu? Would the 
gentleman have us to understand that 
such cases are purely accidental? I 
should like to kuow, too. why it is that 
when the engine iu the elect, ic light sta- 
tion breaks down that you cannot shift 
to auother engine? 

Mr. Goodrich— Did you ever visit tho 
works of the Newtou Sc Watertown Gas 
Light Company, Councilman Greene? 

Councilman Greene— No sir. 

Mr. Goodrich— If you had, you would 
have discovered that it whs possible to 
do that. Continuing the line of his argu- 
ment Mr. Goodrich said that if Newton 
bad a clear Held to start with, no interest 
to affect and no portion of plants to buy, 
it could not produce electricity for street 
lighting purposes or private supply any 
cheaper than a private company, lc 
stands to reason that the co • pany can 
do it cheaper, because it always has its 
plant. The city has got to buy oue 

It will he remembered that when the 
question of municipal lighting was first 
brought up in the legislature, there was 
some fear expressed of t lie danger that 
might arise through political iutiueiices. 
It was determined to prevent tbat at ail 
hazards, therefore the statute provides 
that the management of the city or 
towns’ gas or ilectiic plant shall he 
placed iu the bauds of a lord high com- 
missioner. He is supreme. He makes 
all the contracts, fixes the prices and 
collects all the hills. The city cnuucil o 
Newton has no more to do with this 
officer than the city of Boston has to do 
with its police department, except so far 
as it may establish regulation as to the 
manner of management by ordiuauce. 
Dees the city of Newton want to put this 
business into the ban 1 b of oue man? 
What constraint is there upou this lord 
high comraissiouet? He will give you a 
plant and it will be a beauty. You must 
pay the bills or there will be trouble. 

If the city votes to do this thing tho 
company will immediately tender its 
property to the city. There is a senti- 
ment ot fair play iu any subject which 
comes up tor consideration aud action. 
It is uot generous or defensible to argue 
that the only point worthy of notice is 
that which determines what the str.et 
lighting of Newton can he done for, re 
gardless of private interests. Is it well 
to get a little good at the expense of so 
much private iujury? The situation of 
the city, with its exteuded territory and 
the perplexing phases of the law, prac- 
tically forbids your eutering upou this 
project. It is said tUat there are a large 
number of people in the community who 
are in favor of this thing. I kuow that 
some of them, at least, are not actuated 
altogether by a disinterested sentiment. 
The capital of the existing company is 
$250,000 The city taxes it for $450,000 
aud the compauy has never entered auy 
protest. It has never watered its stock. 
It paid $80,000 to the former electric 
light company when it bought it out and 
increased the value of the plant $100,000, 
besides spending a large sum for poles 
and wires iD order to do the business of 
the city of Newtou. Notwithstanding 
it has cost the public only the dividends 
on a capitalix itiou of $50,000. The com- 
pany has been saying its surplus, then, 
that you may have a verv valuable plant 
ou a capitalization of $50,000. If that is 
uot in the interests of the people, I 
should like to have somebody remark to 
the coutrary. The pro ts which the 
company makes on its electric lighting 
would uot pay tho interest on the money 
which it haH borrowed to purchase aud 
perfect its plant. You won’t find a com- 
pany in the state with a better record on 
this matter of capitalization or one that 
furnishes better service for the money 
received. As to the quality of the gas 
furnished by the company, which some 
people say is iofeiior to that furnished 
to consumers in other places, I would 
c ill attention to the fact that the gas 
furnished by all companies undergoes a 
system of state iuspectiou aud analysis. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
has given to the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Light Compauy a certificate stating 
that the quality of its gas was up to the 
stundard. If it is really so that it is not. 
then the people must fall back upon the 
state for their redress. 

If the electric lights burn dimly, make 
it a compulsory provision of your con- 
tract that they shall burn well. Ynu cm 
attach to electric lights uow a fixture 
tbat will show the quantity of the cur- 
rent of electricity (lowing into the lamps. 
There are many ways in which the city 
can impose regulations relative to the 
service. 

Judge Keuuedy addressed the chair at 
this point and requested permission to 
stato his posit ou iu appearing at the 
hearing. 1 understood from Mr. Good- 
rich, said he, that the interests of some 
other company were represented here 
tonight. 1 desire to say that 1 am uot 
interested directly or indirectly as coun- 
sel in this matter. The sentiments that 
I have expressed are these which I have 
entertained aud expressed the past teu 
years. 

Mr. Goodrich — Ijdid not meau to imply 
anything of that kiud. If auy here 
thinks that I intended auy reference to 
Judge Keuuedy, allow me to say they 
are mistaken. 

Alderman Bothfeld expressed a desire 
to put somu questions to Mr. Goodrich 
and permission having beeu granted by 
the chair, he first asked if the company 
would be willing to pul in a plant to do 
the street ligbtiug of the city wholly by 
either the arc or iucaudescent systems 
aud if it would agree to have the price 
for the service dependent on the quantity 
aud quality of the light furnished? 

Mr. Goodrich — The • superintendent 
says yes. Perhaps, it would be more 
business like to say that if the city coun- 
cil will meet the gas company, the latter 
will agree to auy fair proposition. If 
the street light committee will submit a 
proposition, 1 am sure it would hive 
reason to leel encouraged by the manner 
iu which the company would uieetull 
reasonable requests. 

Alderman Bothfeld — If the street light 
committee had a conference with ihe 
direotore of the gus company, can you 
give us any assurance that the latter 
would agree to such a proposal aa the oue 
I outlined? 

Mr. Goodrioh— The directors are 
auxious to make a coutraot that will he 


entirely satisfactory to the city. They 
would like to have some definite proposi- 
tion submitted to them. 

Councilman Greene made »n explana- 
tion at this point. lie said that the 
statement offered by Alderman R .ffe on 
the munlciDHl street lighting propod 
tinn was not T lie report of the commit- 
| teo. It was not, he added, consi lered by 
! the committee before it wax presented to 
j the tumid of ahiermen. It seemed neces- 
sary to direct attention t » that fiot, be- 
cause it must, not be understood that the 
other mem tiers of the committee have so 
little cotiiide'o-e m ilie scheme. 

Alderman R dTe in reply stated that 
the report only intended to show that 
tho committee was not rabid on the 
niunicipd lighting proj-ct and that it 
had no pet scheme to foist upon the 
people. 

Mr. Edwin O. Childs spoke in opposi- 
tion. The city, lie said, was under a big 
strain now ou account of various expen- 
sive improvement**. [ doubt the ex 
pediency, lie added, of the city going in- 
to this thing. I do not liko the clause of 
the law. either, telative to the manage- 
ment. Under its provisions we get a 
Czu, an • 111 ;er with superior power to 
that which created him. It seems to me 
that the company is willing to meet the 
street light committee and make a favor- 
able arraugemetr. D. aw up au iron clad 
contract nnd hold them to it. 

The hearing closed at 10.20 o’clock. 

No one appeared in renioim ranee at the 
hearing on Joseph W. Farmer’s petition to 
keep a billiard room in Associates’ block. 
The hearing was closed. 

A draft of a new irdinance relating 
to truant schools was reported and passed 
for enrolment. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
water board to repair the pumping engine 
and appropriating S1000 therefor; author- 
ing Ihe water board to lay 1148 feet of pipe 
In Hillside, Lenox and other streets, nnd 
appropriating 812(55 therefor; requesting 
the mayor to petition the General Court lor 
anthorirv to increase the sewer debt limit 
to 81.000 000 

A petition, presented by Alderman Hunt, 
requesting the extension and widening of 
Oak avenue and the construction of a way 
through Lite Davis estate from Watertown 
street to Webster, to provide for a con- 
tinuous avenue from West Newton to 
Aubnrndnle, was referred to the highway 
committee. 

On a petition of the New England 'tele- 
phone Co. for a location for poles in Wal- 
nut, Harvard and Chestnut streets, a hear- 
ing was ordered for Tuesday evening next 
at 7.50 o’clock. Hearings were also ordered 
for Nov. G before the board of aldermen 
and Nov. 12 before the common council on 
the laying tmt of Oxford road.

’ROM IN ENT AT ONE TIME IN THE CITY 
COUNCIL— SKETCH OF HIS LITE. 


Mr. James F. Edmunds died suddenly 
at his home on Liucolu street, Newton 
Highlands, late Monday evening. 

Mr. Eimamls was apparently in the 
best of health up to a few days of his 
death. He was left alone iu the house 
Monday evening while the other members 
of the household were absent on various 
errands, aud was found lying dead on 
the hearth iu the sitting room on their 
return. 

A deep cut exteuded across his fore- 
head, which was probably received as he 
fell from the chair iu which he had bteu 
sitting. A physician was summoned, 
aud decided that death was caused by a 
shock of apoplexy. 

Mr. Edmands was bora in Newton, nnd 
was GS years of age. He was a member 
of the well kuown Edmands family, 
which was among the first to settle in 
Newton, aud which has been one of the 
most promiuent iu the community, His 
brother was J. Wiley Edmands, who 
donated the Public Library to the city. 

He was educated in the Newton 
school*. and had resided iu Newton dur- 
ing his eutire life. He was for many 
years a wholesale 11 *ur merchant, with 
au office on State street, Boston. 

He was promiuently identified with the 
interests of the city, aud took au active 
part in Newtou affairs. Soon after New- 
tou was incorporated a city ho was elect- 
ed to the board of aldenneu trom Ward 
5, ruuuiug ns au Independent against two 
regular party nominees. 

lie remained in the board for seven 
years. He tilled the position of chair- 
man of the highway committee for 
several years, and inaugurated the policy 
of constructing the tiue streets for which 
Newton has siuce become noted. Some 
of the roadways built uuder his admin- 
istration are still in use without repair. 

Of late years Mr. Eduiauds has lived 
very quietly at his home iu Newton 
Highlands. He leaves a widow.

IN SEARCH OF A CANDIDATE. 


It is not true as chained by some out- 
siders, that the Newton Club desires to 
dictate all Dominations for city politics. 
The Club is not a political organization, 
although it is only natural that a good 
deal of politics should be talked there, 
as the members naturally talk about 
matters they are iuterested iu. and they 
are Newton men and all more or less 
concerned for the welfare of the city.

Among those already called 
out are Mrs. J. R. Leesou. Mr. E. B. Has' 
kell, i«nd Mr. Frederick Johuson. The 
affair is ready becoming quite amusing, 
and people will watch with interest to 
see wno will be the next man to be advo- 
cated by these “disiuteresteu” parties, 
only to have him come out openly and 
decidedly in favor of the Ward Seven 
a dermal).

OPINIONS ON ROUTE. 


WHAT AUIIURNDALK RESIDENTS THINK 
ABOUT THIRD SECTION OF BOULE- 
VARD. 


The final section of the Commonwealth 
avenue boulevard was discussed by resi- 
dents of Auburndnle at a hearing before 
the highway committee In tho City Hall, 
Wednesday eveuing. • 

Tho hearing was givou to obtain an ex- 
pression of opinion as to the best route 
to be followed by the boulevard from its 
presont. terminus at Washington street to 
tho Charles river. 

Threo general plans wero favored — 
one along Auburn street, through tiie 
cen reof the village; one on the line of 
Rowe street, aud one at Berkeb y place. 
All thioe routes emerge nr, the Charles 
river at Weston bridge. Tim rn jority 
of spcakeia favored the Rowe street 
route. 

Frederick Johnson was willing to trust 
the whole matter to the highway com- 
mittee, Lyman A. Snow thought tho 
construction of the boulevard aloug the 
Auburu street route would wipe out a 
number of old eyesores iu Auburndale. 

Mr. C. C. Burr was opposed to anv 
farther extension of the b> nlevard. It 
would entail a great expeuie, which ho 
thought was not warranted by any exis- 
ting necessity. 

E. E. Hardy thought Auburn street 
would be the least expensive and most 
direct route. J. E Tyler thought tho 
grade crossing problem at Rowe street 
a serious one. On Auburn street the 
grades were already separated. 

John Potter thought the improved 
land along Rowe street was the best place 
fo»- the boulevard. Auburn street was 
needed for heavy traffic. Mr. C. T. Far- 
ley favored the Auburn street route, 
while H, R. Turner thought Berkeley 
place the proper route for t tie extension. 
Mr. Tyler thought the boulevard should 
strike at least oue village on its route, 
and that should be Auburndale. 

After several others had expressed 
their views on tbe subject the hearing 
was closed.

Relow in given the report of the com- 
mittee on railroads ot the Garden City 
Improvement Society, presented by 
Chairman LuiRt'ord at ita meeting in 
Eliot Hall Iasi week : 

On the liUh of M »v, 1804, the Garden 
City Improvement Society unanimously 
passed a resolution favoring an amend- 
ment to the grade crossinu law, and re- 
quested our senator and representatives 
to use their influence to secure its enact- 
mant by the legislature. 

THE AMENDMENT. 

The amendment gave to cities and 
towns ttie right to pay a sum in excess 
of the 10 per cent provided uuder the 
liw, “for the purpose of securing such 
plan for separation of grades, or such 
mathod of construction, which, com- 
bined with ‘Security and Convenience’ 
would best promote the public welfare.” 

The amendment further provided (and 
this provision was added by mutual cou- 
sent at the se cond hearing) thatthe com- 
mission appointed by the court, after 
hearing all parties, should set forth a 
plan, and if the plan which under the 
present law they were authorized to 
Relect was not satisfactory, then the city 
or town might within 60 days apply to 
the court for a rehearing ana an oppor- 
tunity to present another plan or a new 
method of construction: and if after due 
hearing the commission decided that toe 
new plan or method of construction 
would, in addition to giving “Sicuiity 
and Convenience” better promote the 
public welfare than the plan first se- 
lected by them, then they should deter- 
mine the difference in cost between the 
two plans and might apportion to the 
city or town any excess cost of the ul.*n 
selected, aud if within (K) days there- 
after, the city or town government voted 
to accept the plaa and pay the excess 
cost, then the court should take action 
upon the new plan, otherwise, tho court 
should take action upon the plan first 
reported by the commission, and the 
city or town should pay the cost of the 
second bearing. 

The amendment was drawn to protect 
the* interests of the cities or towus aud 
their inhabitants, they to pay all excess 
costs for such construction as they might 
desire, so that no complaint could be 
raised, that for their public welfare, 
they were imposing added cost upou the 
railroad or the Commonwealth. The 
plan selected must in the judgment of 
the commission better promote the pub- 
lic welfare, while fulfilling all the re- 
q moments of the grade crossing law, 
and before the plan could be ap- 
proved by the court, the city or town 
must agree to pay all excess cost. 
Under such liberal conditions to the 
railroad and the Commonwealth, why 
should they not be permitted to enjoy 
the plan and the prosperity which it 
would briDg? 

The Boston <£ Albany Railroad 
through its counsel objected, anil con- 
tested step by step the passage of the 
amendment and its succeeding bill, first 
through the railroad committee and then 
through the house of representatives 
and the senate, employing every avail- 
able means to prevent enactment and 
finally accomplished its defeat in the 
senate on tbe 1 ist nigbt of the session. 

In addition to tbe resolution pissed by 
this society the mayor aud aldermen 
passed a like resolution aud requested 
our senator and representatives to urge 
tbe enactment of the bill. 

It will ba instructive to follow the 
amendment and its succeeding bill from 
its introduction until tbe final defeat of 
the bill, so as to know me power of cor- 
porate control in legislation, Ibe means 
employed to accomplish defeat and what 
we may reasonably expect to encounter 
in future legislation where the railroad 
is the opposing party. 

Tbe amendment was presented to the 
legislature in January 1SU4 and February 
7th referred to the railroad committee, 
of which our«seuatoT was the chairman. 
Naturally we expected at his hands 
courteous aud favorable consider itiou. 

At the first beaiiug before the com- 
mittee the counsel of the B. A- A. being 
present, the amendment was approved 
aDd a bill prepared and favorably re- 
ported by tbe committee to the house. 
After it had been reported it was dis- 
covered by tbe couuse! of tbe B. & A. 
that the city of Newton by paying tbe 
excess cost (if any) could, if the bill was 
enacted, obtain depression of tracks. 
At once tbe bill was ordered back to tbe 
railroad committee an 1 tbe long struggle 
began with the counsel ot B. & A. as the 
chief opposing power. If he had oc- 
cupied the seat of our senator in tbe 
senate aud at the head of the railroad 
committee, he could not have performed 
more faithful service for railroad uor 
more completely ignored the r. quest of 
tbe city government and of ibis society, 
thau did our senator. For about four 
months tbe bill was iu tbe hands of tbe 
railroad committee and at lust after 
great pressure the chairman was induced 
to take final action aud make a report: 
tbe report came, it was short but to the 
point: i. e “Reference to tiie next 
General Court.” a polite way of killing 
tbe bill. 

Tbe bouse of representatives at once 
rejected tbe reoort of tbe railroad com 
mittee aud substituted tbe original bill 
therefore aud iheu referred it to the 
finance committee who approved aud re- 
turned it to the house where it was 
enacted and seut to the senate. 

While a majority of the railroad com- 
mittee acted with its chairman, a m u- 
ority, withstanding the pressure of the 
railroad, favored tbe bill aud by voice 
aud vote aided its passage. One of the 
members of tbe committee, after the 
close ot his speech iu favor of the bill, 
said: ‘1 have doue what 1 believed to 

be tuy duty, but l suppose I shall be 
marked for decapitation tor doiug it.” 

It takes courage to oppose eutreucbed 
power. 

Upou reaching the seuate the bill was 
retcrred to the treasury committee anil 
siuce it had beeu approved by the tiuunce 
committee of tbe bouse, who leported 
“That the bill ooutaiuud uo provision 
changing the financial interests of the 
state,” it was expected that the treasury 
committee would at ouce favorably re- 
port the bill for passage; but the frieuds 
of the railroad had au important work to 
perform, tLu bill must be defeated aud 
every art iu legislation, must if neces- 
sary, be employed to accomplish its de- 
feat. The report of the railroud commit- 
tee had beeu rejected by the house and 
ttie bill substituted aud passed against 
tbeir protest, but the senate must not 
have a like opportunity, so the bill was 
retaiued by tbe treasury committee, (a 
majority of whom were frieuds of tbe 
railroad) uutil action could no longer be 
deferred, aud then upon the lust night 
of the seuate (JuueJQ) the bill was re 1 


ported nt sn hour when many of its sup j 
porters were nbsctit from tbe senate. 
The committee fearing that tbe senate I 
like the house might pass the bill, us the | 
senate would hav.- done if fair considera- 
tion had been allowed, reported in sub- I 
stance the following amendments: 

First, that the railroad and the Com- j 
monwedth equally with the city should 
have the right to apply tor ,» second 
hearing; Second, that tbe court should 
exercise discretion in granting a second 
bearing. 

The report closed with the following 
recommendation: ‘‘Ought to puss 

amended.” 

A member of the treasury committee j 
then made this motion, “That tho bill be i 
referred to the next General Court,” a | 
duplicate of the recommendation of the | 
railroad committee, and probably die- I 
tated by tbe same central power. 

Rule 21 of the senate says: “Bills in- 
volving nxpendi are of public money 
shall be referred in course to the treas- 
ury committee whose duty it shall be to 
report on their relation to the finance* 
of tbe Commonwealth or any country 
thereof.” 

House rule 44 says in addition. “New 
provisions shall not be added to such 
bills by the committee on finances, unless 
directly connected with the tiuaucial 
features thereof.” 

It will be noticed that the amendments 
of the treasury committee are without 
reference to the financial interests of tbe 
Commonwealth. If the treasury com- 
mittee did not exceed their authority 
under the rules, they certainly showed 
great favor and performed important 
servico for the railroad* against the 
people, and also against the expressed 
desire of our city government and this 
society whose resolutions had been 
placed before them. 

When a strictly permissive bill framed 
in tbe interests of tbe people and in 
strict justice to tbe railroads aud tbe 
Commonwealth, cannot at tbe request 
ofonreity government receive fair and 
open treatment at the hands of the 
legislature, it is time that tbe people 
knew of it and recorded their protest 
against this abuse of corporate power in 
legislation. 

The report of tbe treasury enmmitteo 
was followed by a remarkable speech 
against tho bill made by our senator, 
after which a vote was taken upon tbe 
amendments which were unanimously 
adopted and then followed a vote upon 
tbe passage of the bill to its third read- 
ing. At the conclusion of this vote the 
president of tbe senate declared tho bill 
passed. Ins r antly our senator challenged 
the voto, asked for the roll call to place 
the senatois upon record, aud aided by 
absentees who recorded their votes after 
tbeir names had once been called, tbe 
bill was defeated by only three votes. 
He later moved tbe suspension of rule 8 
which would allow reconsideration when 
the friends who had promised to vote 
for tbe bill bad returned to tbe senate, 
and thus scaled bis work. 

The B. & A. are to be congratulated 
upon having so fiithful a friend, aud 
the city of Newton is to be congiatu- 
lared that he will no longer occupy tbe 
chair of senator from the second Middle- 
sex District. In marked contrast was 
the action of our represeu f at;ves who 
faithfully complied with the request of 
the mayor and aldermen, and of tuis so- 
ciety, and did everything in their power 
to accomplish enactment. 

The bill, though defeated, had per- 
formed excellent work, it had shown the 
attitude of the B. & A. in legislation, 
and towards our city, the danger that 
lies before us on tbe grade crossing 
question, and tbe necessity for united 
action on tho part of tbe city and its in- 
habitants, in order to obtain such a plan 
for separation of grades as will best pro- 
mote the public welfare. 

This subjeot ot grade crossings should 
be made an issue iu our coming city 
election, that we may kuow tbe plau 
desired by a majority of our people. 
Uuder tbe law tbe commission, after the 
city government and the railroad cora- 
pauy have presented their plans aud 
arguments thereon, are to determine 
“the mauner” in which separation of 
grade shall take place. 

Some plan of separation should be 
adopted at the earliest possible moment, 
as tbe sepai ation of grade is now praci- 
cally limited to these two named ulaus, a 
choice between them, made by our 
citizeus, will euable the city government, 
the commission aud the legislature to 
kuow the will of the majority and to act 
accordingly. 

The trieuds of depression must be 
alive to this issue, for the friends of the 
railroad are ever active. * 

While railroads exercise great power 
iu legislation to the credit of our General 
Court it can be said, that the power of 
the railroads iu the senate and house of 
representatives has been largely over- 
estimated. They have beeu enabled to 
do most effective work in aud through 
the committees, tbe make up of which 
shows favor iu their iuterests, but even 
with the aid of the committees (whose 
reports are sometimes considered as not 
impartial) it will be difficult for the rail- 
road to defeat any just legislatiou which 
the city may especially ask for aud 
desire. 

It will be a matter of general surprise 
that the grade crossing act of 181H) made 
uo provision tor the public welfare, that 
the act was so drawu that the rights of 
the cities, towus aud property owners 
were uot guarded aud protected. 

Our lellow citizen, Mr. Joseph N. 
Bacon, has said, “That tbe elevation of 
the tailroad would damage his propeity 
many thousands of dollars tor which he 
cou'd uot recover a penny,” and all prop- 
erty located along the line uf au elevated 
railroad will be likewise damaged with- 
out compensation to the owners. 

The grade crossing law neglects to 
provide indemnity for such damages, 
and the city before couseuliug to the up- 
poiutmeut of a grade crossing commis- 
siou, should seek such additional legis- 
lation us will protect her interests aud 
the equal rights of her citizeus. She 
should ask that the law as applied to 
Newton coutaiu this provisiou, “That in 
uddiliou to ‘Security aud Convenience,' 
the plan to be approved by the commis- 
sion should best promote the public 
welfare.” Aud also, “That damages 
caused by a change of the railroad 
should be paid for the same as damages 
caused by a chauge of grade of a high- 
way.” 

The legislature of 1864 recognized that 
there was a d image which the elevation 
of a ruilroad would cause estates beyoud 
the damage for the taking of laud, uud 
iu the “Meigs Railway Bill” aud also iu 
the “Boynton Bicycle Railway Bill” 
passed in 1864, it was provided thut those 
damaged by reasop of the locatiou, con- 
struction, maintenance aud operation of 
uaiJ liues of railway coula recover 
reasonable compensation. Here we tiud 
tho legislature providing payment for 
cousequeutial damages caused by one 
class of railroads, why should they uot 
upply the same law to all railroads? Lot 
them insert the cousequeutial damage 
clause iu the grade crossing act and we 
will hear uo more of elevatiou of tracks 
through the city of Newtou. 

There is another defeot iu the grade 


crossing act that need* correction. The , 
railroad is made a competitor of tho city | 
m tho work upon her highways to keep | 
down the price for performing work, but | 
who i* the competitor of the railroad to I 
prevent them from charging excess prices j 
f.»r performing fheir work, which coupled i 
wiilt countless chsrges possible to be j 
m ide for delays for swindling, etc., etc., j 
may enable the R R. Company, under | 
elevation which atT mis the greater op- 
portunity for gain, to make a profit out 
• >f the work large enough to nay all their 
pr q> >rtionnte part of the cost. 

Nominally under the law itin railroad 
company pays sixty- five (06) per cent of 
the total cost of separation, out thero is 
uothing in the law to proveut them 
multiplying that cost to such an amount 
that the actual cash expended may be 
the money tbit the city nnd the Com- 
monwealth pays into the tieasury. 

Can the city proceed uuder such a law 
with any satetytoits treasury or to its 
inhabitants? 

Mark the unjust law which now con- 
trols separation of grades, but let us re- 
member that the railroads are not all 
powerful. 

The city of Chicago had laws enacted 
in spite of the opposition of the com- 
bined railroads that center in Chicago, 
laws which it is said compell* the separa- 
tion of grades iu that city at the expense 
of the railroads who must pay every 
dollar of the cost. Two grade crossing 
bills were prepared for presen ration to 
the legislature of this state in 1804, and 
on account of certain conditions existing 
were laid over until 1865, tbe intent aud 
purpose of the bills being to forco tbe 
railroad* to pay the whole cost for 
separation of guide* in tbe State of 
Massachusetts. 

These bills, it is said, are based upon 
the grade crossing acts as applied to 
Chicago. If they -ire not enacted into 
law undoubtedly through them aud the 
agitation which this subject will receive 
before the legislature of 1805. will come 
some modification of tbe grade crossing 
act of I860 which wil! remove part, at 
least, of the gross injustice which th&t 
la v now contains.

The Street Lighting Issue. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

During tbe week municipal lighting re- 
ceived a new start and as a writer in last 
week’s issue has already stated, it seems 
to be with a desire to rush it through 
just on tbe eve of election. 

The reason foi municipal lighting 
seems so far to have beeu kept in tbe 
dark. Newton’s streets at night are a 
disgrace to tho city and the lighting com- 
pany does not fulfil its eoutract, nevet- 
theless tbe great difficulty with our 
lighting lies with the city. The city doi s 
not do its part. Arc lamps are jumbled 
un with gas, iucaudescent and oil lamp*; 
the shade trees are allowed to hang far 
lower than they should; the arc lamps ou 
the principal streets are placed too far 
apart and then most of all, they are not 
lighted on the darkest aud most dis- 
agreeable (would be) moonlight nights. 
Tbe lighting companies in our neighbor- 
ing cities, Cambridge, Brookline aud so 
forth, are laboring uuder uo such cir- 
cumstances, and tkeiefore tbeir ligktiug 
is better. Tbe arc lamps that we Ipve 
are uot always in order, lamp posts are 
frozen up and the lights extiuquished, 
and often some of the larger lights tail 
to work. Nevertheless municipal light- 
ing will not correct this, there will be 
lights that are not lighted, as now. It 
seems to mo that before undertaking any 
such step as muuicipal lighting, it would 
be far better to give the present com- 
pany a fair chance to make tbe lighting 
what it should be. By placing lights 
nearer, having less obstructive foliage, 
and haviug the lights lighted every night 
iu the year we would thus expend a very 
small Bum in comparison with that re- 
quired for municipal lightiug. No city 
arouud this part of the couutry is light- 
ed on such schedule as ours; certainly 
the resolution of the Huntiewell tiill 
Society is a step in the right direction 
aud it seems far more advisible tliau the 
euoruous expense, especially at this time, 
of muuicipal lighting. Citizen.

A ft ightful accident in West Newton, 
Sunday afternoon, destroyed the peace 
of a humble home aud plunged a con- 
tented, happy family into the deepest 
sorrow and mourning. 

The family consisted of Philip Ray- 
mond, aged 28, and bis wife, aged 20, 
young niece and two children aged re- 
spectively 9 and 0 years. They lived in 
a small one-story cottage of three rooms, 
adjoining Hussey’s greenhouses, and lo- 
cated a short distance from the junction 
of Crafts and Waltham streets. 

There was a hen house a short dis- 
tance from the house, and of late it had 
been visited regularly by a colony cf 
rats that infested the neighborhood. 
Mrs. Raymond had lost several valuable 
pullots and she urged her husband to 
take some steps to get rid of tbe rodents. 

He loaded an old fashioned double- 
barrelled shot gun, several days before, 
and ou Sunday about 4.30 saw the rats 
near tbe hen house, and opened tbe win- 
dow and pulled the trigger. There was 
a deafening report aud the gun exploded, 
sending the fragments in all direotions. 
His hand was severely hurt, one of the 
fragments struck his wife in the side and 
pierced the abdomen, and she only lived 
about an hour. One child and a niece, 
who were in the room, escaped unhurt, 
but his oldest son, Raphael, aged niue 
year*, was hit in the left side above tbe 
hip, aud an iron splinter pierced the roof 
of his mouth, 

The father, horrified at the fearful re- 
sults of the shooting, with tbe blood 
spurting from his wounded arm and 
hand, rushed from the house and across 
tbe field to the neighbors, who hastened 
in search of a physician. He returned 
quiokly with assistance and, faint Irom 
loss of blood, staggered to the door of 
his home and tiied to open it. He had 
not strength to lift the latch and sank 
down upon the threshold completely ex- 
hausted. Some of the neighbors broke 
open the door, which bad closed and 
locked itself and carried tbe sorrow- 
stricken man within. A crimson trail of 
blood led from the kitchen to the 
chamber where Mrs. Raymond lay cold 
in death. The boy was found lyiug on 
the iloor. He was breathing laboredly 
and the blood wrs slowly oozing from 
his lips. Dr. Curtis, who arrived soon 
after the accident, rendered every assist- 
ance possible. His efforts were ably 
seconded by Capt. Davis and several 
officers from police headquarters, who 
were notified and came at once to the 
scene of the accident. The father aud 
son were taken to the Cottage hospital. 
The former, after having his wounds 
dressed, returned to his home. The boy. 
whose injuries proved to be more seri- 
ous, remained in the hospital and had 
the advantage of skilful treatraout aud 
nursing. It is thought that he will re- 
cover. 

Medical Examiner Swau of Cambridge 
arrived about 8 o’olock. and after view 
ing the body of Mrs. Raymond oidered 
the relatives to procure the services of 
au undertaker. 

Philip Raymond was employed in tbe 
Newton higbwny department, and had 
steady woik at good wages. 

H« had built his homo with his own 
hands after hiB regular days’ work was 
done, and had furnished it neatly. 

The injured boy is a regular attendant 
at the Newton school, and is a fair 
scholar and a lad of tbe best disposition. 

The Rayraouds have always been 
thought well of by their neighbors, and 
as the news flew from house to house the 
people gathered round till the police 
ambul.iuce bad to pass through quite a 
crowd. 

The window near which the accident 
happened faces north, and all around 
could be seen traces of the explosion. 
The floor and walls were spattered witli 
blood, aud iu places in the woodwork 
there were jagged holes tnado by tbe 
fragments of steel. 

It is not believed that any of the pieces 
of the gun or any of the shot went out of 
the room. 

The remaining barrel of the weapon 
was bandied tenderly by the police, for 
in that rusty, time worn tube still re- 
mains a charge like the oue that worked 
such havoc in t ho Raymond home. 

Philip, the father, was boru iu Italy 29 
years ago, of au Americau father and 
Italian mother. He was married to 
Catherine when he was but 10 and Bhe 15 
years old, aud Raphael was their first- 
born.

Most of the fires 
have also been in the same se. tlon of the 
ward, the Gunnison house, the Speare 
house and the Fennessey bam and now the 
Colby stable, ail being within a short dis- 
tance of each other.

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 


The finance committee of tbe Newton 
Hospital now ask tbe churches of New- 
ton to take active measures on Hospital 
Sunday, Nov. 2."*tb,to obtain an increased 
collection.

Also the contagious wards have 
been in constant use throughout the 
year, and the number of cases treated in 
tbe general Hospital has been greater 
than ever before. 

In the past nine months forty-eight 
Contac t us cases have been treated, aLd 
nineteen typhoid fever patients. 

It will bo readily seen that more money 
must be rais d to meet this large outlay, 
and we have entire confidence that the 
citizens of Newton, through tbe Hospital 
Sunday collections, will meet our Deeds, 
Iu addition to tbe usual method of tak- 
ing up a contribution, if each church 
would choose a committee of oue or 
more, to make personal application to 
some of its members, asking them to 
name an amount they would pay, by 
check or otherwise, when the contribu- 
tion was taken up, the result would be 
far more satisfactory.

QUESTIONS RELATIVE TO PAYMENT OF 
WAGES TO SEWER LABORERS.

The moral and legal obligations of tbe 
city of Newton to tbe laborers employed 
iu the consti uctiou of its sewers in 1891 
were considered by the sewer committee 
of tbe city government Wednesday even- 
ing. 

A beariug was given tbe legal repre- 
sentatives of tbe assignees of Janus 
Killian, contractor, aud of tbe 000 Italian 
laborers employed by him. 

Tbe question at issue involves tbe 
payment of a sum by the city variously 
estimated at from $43,000 to $7*>, OOO. 
Tbe case is of loug staudiug aud is re- 
garded as of great importance to tbecity. 

When Contractor Killian failed Nov. 2, 
1801, $38,000 was due tbe Italian laborers 
in hit employ, and the turn wee not paid 
bv the city. The bondsmen of Killian 
aiso claim that several other sums were 
due Killian at that time. The citv 
ordered the contractor to stop work, nud 
duisbed sees. 1, 2 aud 3 of the sewer 
system. 

Tire representatives of tbe claimants 
claim that tho city is under moral and 
legal obligations to pay these laborers, 
who were turned ou the streets, starviug, 
and the fruits of whose labor the city 
has enjoyed for two years. 

The cluimauts were represented by 
Judge Kenuedy, John Lowell, Jr., Jes*e 
C. Ivy aud II. L. Sawyer. They were

ALDERMEN RECEIVE ELECTION RETURNS 
— ORDER FOR PURCHASE OF LAND FOR 
MEST NEWTON SCllOOLHOUSE SITE 
PA -SED — HEARING ON TELEPHONE 
COMPANY’S PETITION FOR LOCATIONS— 
ROUTINE MATTERS. 


The board of aldermeu met Tuesday 
evening to receive the election returns. 

The session was inaugurated with 
regular business. Mayor Feuuo an- 
uounced the appointment of Frank II. 
Humphrey as assistant euginoar of the 
lire department. He was confirmed. 

The drawing of live jurors to serve in 
the Superior Court was uext proceeded 
with, resulting in the choice of George 
A. Ward, Ballard avenue; Harry J. 
Brewer, Institution avenue; Heury B. 
Little, Ilenshaw street; Gtorgo W. 
Torrey, Woodbine street, and WilraotS. 
Johuson, Grove street. 

A petition that came up from the com- 
mon council relative to furuishiug the 
ball of the New Clafliu scboolbouse was 
referred iu concurrence. 

The time for the heaiiug on the peti- 
tion of the New Euglaud Telephone Com- 
pany for location* for poles on Walnut, 
Chestnut aud Washiugtou' streets having 
arrived, it was declared opened by the 
chair. Mr. Blauey asked for informa- 
tion as to the object of the liue of poles 
petitioned for on Chestnut street. The 
representative of the company was not 
present at the time, but gave the desired 
facts later. 

Alderman Runjery presented the peti- 
tion of J. T. Bailey opposing the location 
on Walnut street. Mr. W. C. Boyden, a 
resident of Walnut street, appeared iu 
remonstrance. He said that there were 
52 poles ulready located on Walnut street 
between Watertown uud Washington 
streets. The residents were oj>posed to 
any additional poles. It was felt that 
the wires should hereafter be placed 
underground. Kx-Aldertuan Chadwick, 
Mr. Boydeu stated, iuformed him that be 
utuuded to appear iu opposition. 


Mr. Horton S. Allen, representing the 
telephone company, said that the loca- 
tion on Waluut htreet was not wanted for 
the purpose of adding to the number of 
poles already there. Toe idea was to re- 
place the old poles with higher ones to 
preveut contact of the telephone, street 
railway and electric light wires. It was 
intended as far as practicable to unite 
with the street railway company iu the 
use of the same poles. 

Alderman RolTe said that the chief of 
the fire department thought that the ar- 
rangement would afford relief for the 
street iu decreasing the number of poles 
there. 

Mr. Alleu said that the same idea was 
to be carried out ou Washiugtou street. 
The location petitioned for on Chestnut 
street was, be understood, to provide for 
municipal service. 

Mr. Blaney said that he thought it 
would he well to put all wires under- 
ground gradually. It would, ho thought, 
obviate much of the danger from over- 
head wires aud the impairing of the tele- 
phone service through storms. The tele- 
phone company, lie continued, have 
secured locations, hut have not always 
proceeded with the work of putting up 
poles aud wires after securing that privi- 
lege iu certain thoroughfares. I recall, 

! especially, a case of that kind iu West 
Newton and I now give uotice that I 
| shall petition this hoard to revoke a per- 
, mit to locate poles ou Highlaud street 
granted last June and not taken advau- 
j tagu of by the petitioners up to the pres- 
| ent time. The telephone compauy also 
! secured permit aud constructed an 
i underground conduit through a portion 
of Che*tuuc street, hut so far as I am 
l able to learn have not placed any wires 
underground or decreased the uumher 
of poles on that thoroughfare. Before 
any more locations are granted, it seems 
io me that the compauy should he ru- 
' qmred to keep its promises concerning 
. those already granted. 

Ex-Alderman Chadwick — I trust that 
! no more locations for poles aud wires 
will bo granted for Waluut street, Per- 
haps one needs no stronger argument 
than that afforded by Tuesday's storm 
and its damaging results. The board, 1 
hope, will iusiHt upon putting the wires 
underground. This arrangement for 
combination use of poles may mean a 
largely increased number of arms aud an 
i additional groupiug of overhead wires. 

I It is a serious matter deserving of care- 
I ful consideration. 

Mr. Boydeu, iu reply to Alderman 


RolTe, said that there would be less 
objection if it was not planned to in- 
crease the number of poles. Ho favored, 
however, putting the wires underground. 
The hearing was closed. 

The heating on the petition of the 
Newton * Boston Stioet Railway Com- 
pany for permit to extend its tracks and 
to cross the Boston A Albany railroad at 
grade over Walnut street was next 
opened. Mayor Fenno read acommuni. 
cation from Mr. Hoar, general counsel of 
the B. A A., stating that a previous en- 
gagement. prevented his bring present on 
election night and requesting Ilis Honor 
to have the hearing postponed. Mayor 
Feuno stated that ho replied to Mr. Hoar 
to the effect that, he had uo authority to 
postpone tbo hearing, but that be would 
make the request to ttio board in his be- 
half. 

On motion of Alderman Ruffe, it was 
voted to postpone the hearing until Mon- 
day evening, Nov. 12. 

More papers at this point came up 
from the common council. One, an 
order authorizing the water board lo re- 
pair the engine at the pumping station 
and appropriating $1000 therefor, to be 
charged to the water construction ac- 
count, was passed in concurrence. Au- 
otber, an order calling for an appropria- 
tion of $700 for finishing the third story 
of the Claflin scboolbouse. brought up 
Alderman Bothfeld with an inquiry. He 
wanted to know who was responsible for 
tho order. Has it been passed upon in 
committee, said he? 

Alderman Rumery stated that the 
order originated with the master of the 
school and was to provide for what was 
regarded as a necessary piece of work. 
Following that explanation, it was passed 
in concurrence, six votiug in the affirma- 
tive, one member absent. 

Petitions from W. II. Rogors for a 
street lamp on Edinboro street and from 
Johanna Deady for two street lamps on 
Cherry place wero referred to the com- 
mittee on fuel and street lights. A peti- 
tion for better water supply from resi- 
dents of Brookline, Dedham aud Dudley 
streets was referred to the water board 

Aldermau Hunt offered au order 
authorizing the city messenger to employ 
a night watchman in the City Hall until 
Jau. 1, and providing for au appropria- 
tion of $100 to he used for payment of 
that service. He said that the order was 
introduced at the request of the city 
tteasarer who would have large sums in 
the safes up to that time. 

Alderman Plummer— Is this necessary 
with a police station in tho same build- 
ing? 

Aldeiman Hunt— The services of one 
of the officers might bo obtained, but it 
would necessitate taking a patrolman oft' 
his .route. 

After some further discussion, the 
order was passed. 

Patrick Cunningham was granted a 
liceuse as a sewer layer. 

A petition of residents pointing out the 
inexpediency of extending the Auburn- 
dale section of the central boulevard at 
present was referred to the highway 
committee. 

Aldermau Bothfeld presented the re- 
port of the committee on the ordinance re- 
lating to truants and neglect of ohildren ; 
also orders which were passed providing 
for the enrolment of the ordinances rela- 
tive to truants and neglect of children. 

Au order was passed authorizing the 
mayor to enter into an agreement io be- 
half of the city with abuttors and owners 
of land on Appletou street, in couformity 
to the provisions of deeds of gift and 
contributions of money for tho wideuiug 
and extension of that thoroughfare. 

At this point, a recess was Lakeu. 

Upon reassembling Alderman Ruffe 
presented the report of the liceuse com- 
mittee on the petition of Joseph VV. 
Farmer to conduct a billiard room in the 
uew Associates’ block, aud upon its 
recommendation the peticiouet was 
granted leave to -withdraw. Aldermau 
Rode said that the committee did not in- 
tend to reffect in any way upou the char- 
acter of Mr. Fanner whom it believed to 
he a very worthy geutlemao, hut that in- 
vestigation had shown that tho locatiou 
of a pool room in the place named, (in 
Newtonville iu fact), was contrary to tho 
wishes of residents. 

Orders were adopted authorizing tho 
laving of water pipe iu Leuox, Williams 
Hillside streets and Glen wood avenue 
and appropriating $0S5 therefor; giving 
uotice to A. W. Adams, et. ah. of the 
city’s intent to take land for the wideu- 
iug of Washington street aud appointing 
a hearing thereon for Nov. 2(1, befoio 
both branches of the city council. 

At this point, the election returns from 
the vai ious wards wore receive I. They 
ate given iu detail elsewhere iu this 
paper. 

Following the receiving of election re- 
turns, an order was passed giving uotice 
to Washington street residents of the 
city’s intent to take laud for the im- 
piovetneut of that thoroughfare in ac- 
cordance with the plan on which a hear- 
ing had already been held. This relates 
to that portion not changed under the 
scheme which departs from the original 
proposition ot the highway committee iu 
wideuiug largely ou the uoi tb side ot the 
B. &. A. tracks. 

Leave to withdraw was granted to 
Elizabeth Stanley and Thomas Riley on 
claims for damages. 

On motion of Alderman Koffe, the city 
clerk was authoi ized to have slight errors 
iu the electiou returns corrected. 

On motion of Aldermau Hunt, order 
17,012 relating lo purchaso of laud, corner 
of Elm aud Webster streets, fora Bchool- 
house site, was taken from the table. 
Alderman Hunt then moved its passage. 
It provides for the purchase of about 
108,000 feet of land and an appropriation 
of $20,000 therefor to be provided for by 
20-year notes. 

Alderman Turnery — Is that the lot 
containing a much larger amount of land 
than is actually requited for the school? 

Alderman Hunt— It is. 1 am informed, 
however, that the city solicitor, after 
looking into the matter, gives it as his 
opinion that the city can sell the laud not 
needed. 

Aldermau Plummer — We should go 
slow iu this matter. There isdoubt con- 
cerning the desirability of the location, 
it having been argued that the laud is 
uot iu the geographical ceutre of the 
school district. 1 am uot quite prepared 
to vote for it. 

Alderman Hunt — It is necessary to 
take action now, if at all, for the owner 
has had overtures for other parties for

the purchase of the land. The school 
board is unanimously in favor of the 
location and it ia tlio opinion of that body 
that the lot is in the geographical centre 
of the school population of the district. 

Alderman Thompson— Tho public 
property committoe considered this 
matter very carefully and decided that 
the lot for which this order provides was 
altogether desirable. How long, Alder- 
man Plummer, do you desire to wait be- 
foro voting on it? 

Aldarmtn Plummer— I don’t want to 
wait unnecessarily. 1 simply desire to 
know if it is the best thing to do before 
action is takon. 

Alderman Thompson — I have a com- 
munication from the superintendent of 
schools. He states that seven rooms in 
tho proposed 12 room building could be 
filled at once. Its location is planned to 
save a salary of an additional master and 
there is really not an argumonr. that cau 
bo advanced in opposition to tho locating 
of the structuie on the north side of tlio 
tracks. This matter should bo settled 
at once and the responsibility for further 
delay put whore it belongs. It does not 
pertain to tho public property commit- 
tee. It caunot bo disputed that many of 
the old school buildings are unfit for oc- 
cupancy and that there is an urgent 
demand for bettor accommodations for 
school children in ibis city. Soouer or 
later this demaud must be met. It is 
not creditible to tho city to allow further 
delay in providing for the relief of the 
Pierce district. 

Alderman Plummer— I don’t wish to 
be understood as opposing the erection 
of a 12-room building. I had some 
doubts about the desirability of the loca- 
tion and as to what use was to be made 
of the land over nnd above that required 
for the school. If we can sell what land 
we don’t want, 1 should withdraw my 
objection. 1 had the impression that wo 
could not legally arrange a loan on the 
land if tlio city contemplated selling any 
part of it. Tlio city solioitor says that 
we can. 1 presume he is a competent 
authority on that point. 

Alderman Tnompsou— It has been done 
in a similiar case, consequently [ don’t 
think there can be any ground for objec- 
tion on that score. 

Alderman Hunt iu reply to Alderman 
RoiTe stated that only 70,000 feet of land 
was required for school purposes. 

Aldermau Ruffe— Does the committee 
desiie to retain the remaining portion of 
the land for park purposes? I would 
like to know just wbat £ am voting for. 

Alderman Thompson— My only desire 
is to get enough land for the sclioolbouse 
and to sell the rest. 

Alderman Botbfe’d, who bad been 
called to tho chair, in reply to an iuquiiy 
of Alderman Plummer, stated that a 
loan could be arrauged legally if part of 
the laud was intended for safe. 

Alderman Hunt — The committee only 
desires to retain the land intended for 
school uses. 

After some further discussion the 
much discussed order was passed. 0 
yeas. 1 absent. The board theu, at 10.10 
o’clock adjourned.

WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 


LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE PLAN OF 
THE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 


The highway committeo has come to a 
decision in regard to the much discussed 
Washington street widening. The mat- 
ter has been before the committee for 
some time, aud it is generally felt that 
urgeut action is neoded, as the street 
which is the nrtin thoroughfare, is 
dangerously uarrow, and poorly con- 
structed, aud is iu part occupied by 
street car tracks. 

The committee has abandoned the 
plan of wideuing on the north side th e 
entire distauce, in view of the valuable 
property which would lie seriously in- 
jure! by such action. The plau which 
the committee will report to the city 
council in two weeks will vastly improve 
Wasbingtiiu street. In places the street 
will widen almost into a boulevard, with a 
reservation for electric oar tracks. The 
average width will be 85 feet, but as iu 
places it will be necessary to take all the 
laud lyiug between the present roadway 
aud the railroad tracks in order to settle 
the question of laud damages, the street 
will be much wider through a great por- 
tion of its length. 

Iu the course of the improvement the 
street is to be straightened, aud several 
sharp and dangerous curves done away 
with. As far as possible all laud needed 
for the wideuing will be takeu on tile 
south Hide, where it is of comparatively 
small value. 

The plau is substantially as follows: 
From the square at Newton to Chauning 
street the roadway will be 85 feet wide. 
From Cbanuiug to Adams street the entire 
strip to the railroad will be takeu, mak- 
ing the street over 100 feet wide. A small 
portion will be taken at Church street on 
the uorth side in order to straighten the 
curve. From Harvaid street to tho hook 
aud ladder house at Nowtonville all the 
laud between the street aud the B. A A. 
tracks will be taken except at Newtou- 
ville square. West of the hook and 
bidder house the widening will be recoin- 
mended after the preliminary survey. 


The city was storm-bound Tuesday 
morning. Not for years has so much 
damage resulted from a blizzard here. 

Before 10 o’clock Monday evening, the 
electric lights wore ordered out as a 
measure of safety, and tho city was in 
darkness all night. 

Tho first train out of Boston for New- 
ton did not reach its destination until 
near 0 o’clock. 

The street railway service was serious- 
ly affected. 

The trackH of tho Boston «& Albany 
railroad were blocked below Faueuil and 
between West Newton and Auburndale. 
Hundreds of telegraph poles were 
toppled over. 

Tho express and freight tracks of the 
Boston A Albany railroad through the 
Newtons, numbered 1 and 2, were com- 
pletely blockaded. The tracks utilized 
for tho passenger service, numbered 
aud 4, were in better shape. Track 4, 
over which all the inward bound pas- 
senger trains journey to Boston, was 
olear. The through inward bouud pas- 
senger trains were, therefore, able to get 
over tho irons through the Newtons and 
beyond Allston. 

At the latter point they were hung up 
for a time, as all the tracks there were 
littered with telegraph poles. 

Although the through passenger trains 
had clear way, the general service was 
badly crippled as the outward trains, 
bound around the circuit through Brook- 
line and back through t lie Newtons, were 
hung up until the tracks could be cleared 
below Cottage Firm. 

The first passouger train, inward 
bound, reaobed Newton at 7 35 It was 
from Baxouville, aud was only six min- 
utes late. About an hour later a Fram- 
ingham train passed along on track 4. 
The iuward trains passed after that 
rather irregularly uutil toward noon. 
The first train out from Boston reached 
Newton nearly two hours late. It 
brought the morniug papers, for which 
hundreds of belated passengers had been 
eageily awaiting to obtain the latest 
election news, aud such imormatiou as 
had been procured about the storm and 
ita work of devastation throughout the 
New Eugland states. 

The delay in the train service, of 
course, interfered with Uncle Sam’s 
postal business, aud for tho first time in 
years tdere was no early morning mail. 
With neither mail nor morning papers, 
Newton indeed seemed an isolated place. 

Tho very appearance of the streets 
was dubious. Huge branches of trees 
littered the highways and sidewalks, 
wires were piled about ou every hand, 
telephone, telegraph and Ore alarm poles 
were toppled over throughout the city, 
and the evidence of the destructive 
character of the early November blizzard 
were to be seen ou every hand. 

An apple tree on tho estate of Mrs. 
Dr. Reed, Centre street, was pulled up 
by the roots, fruit trees everywhere 
about .the city suffered much damage, 
fences were knocked down, and, alto- 
gether, the storm scatteied devastation 
along its path. 

The telephone service was practically, 
knocked out, and the compiey will sus- 
tain a heavy loss. Reports front tlire« 
exchanges showed a serious condition of 
affairs. Only two truuk lines wore 
spared, those running from Newton to 
West Newton and from Newton to Wal- 
tham. The lines to Bostdn and beyond 
Newtou to Wellesley aud Natick were so 
badly crippled that they were rendered 
unavailable for service. The work of re- 
pairing wires, clearing the tracks and 
the highways was prosecuted with great 
vigor during the forenoon. The city put 
ou an extra gang of men, aud every 
available lineman was kept busy. 

The local street car service w is pretty 
well knocked nut. No cars wore ruu 
over the lines of the Newton Street Rail- 
way to Waltham uutil after 10 o’clock, 
and the service ou the Newtouville & 
Watertown line was completely suspend- 
ed for a while. 

There was a heavy damage to fruit and 
shade trees. Iu ail parts of the city 
treos which were but partially stripped 
of their foliage wore broken down, and 
the owners of orchards suffered great 
losses. 

The wires of the fire alarm service were 
shut down in various parts of the oily, 
ami on Watertown street a line of five 
poles was piled across the roadway. 
Pearl street was blocked by fallen poles, 
aud several poles were knocked dowu on 
CeiPre street. 

Of the polioe sigual system several cir- 
cuits wero crippled and a number of 
patrolmen cut off from communication 
with headquarters.

The railroad commissioners continued 
uud coucluded the hearing on the peti- 
tion of the selectmen of Wellesley, Mon- 
day, for a more equitable system of rail- 
road fares on the Boston & Albany rail- 
road between Boston aud the Welles- 
leys. 

Counsel Samuel Hoar made the clos- 
ing argument for the respondent com- 
pany, insisting that the tares charged 
the residents of Wellesley Farms, Welles- 
ley aud Wellesley Hills wero not ex- 
cessive, aud not peouliar, as had been 
contended. Mr. Hoar proceeded to 
show, by muaus of comparison, that the 
people of those towns had been dealt 
with. fairly by the railroad at all times, 
aud hud no just cause for oomplaint. 
The petitioners, he said, were aimiug at 
hut oue tiling, aud that wus to have tho 
bourd of commissioners declare in favor 
of a rate per mile of 2 cents. The single 
ticket was at the bottom of the whole 
question. Successive Legislatures iiad 
refused to declare iu favor of the 2 cents 
per mile rate. It was iu reality a legisla- 
tive matter, aud not au exeeutive one. 

Thu petitioners ask, he continued, that 
they be included iu the suburban limit, 
aud that Newton be excluded. But if 
the prayer of the petition were granted 
Natick would have the same right to 
oouie iu here, and the same right to buvo 
a like petitiou granted us the selectmen 
of SVellesley. 

Linus M. Childs closed for the peti- 
tioners, udheriug to the sluud taken dur- 
ing the hearings, aud insisting on the 
claim that Wellesley suffered from ex- 
cessive lutes. He urged the board to 
gruut the petition. 

The heariug was then closed uud the 
mutter was takeu uud or advisement.

Politics! nnd Otherwise. 

Three or four booms in the interests 
of securing sn opposition candidate to 
Alderman H. E. Bothfeld for the mayor- 
alty have been launched only to explode 
without, attaining the object, desired. It 
seems, however, that there is likely to tie 
a contest over tho bend of the municipnl 
ticket and it is, of course, beyond riispu e 
that considera te of a fight is inevitable 
over the election of members of botli 
branches of the city government. Quiet 
elections are not much in favor ucro 
when local matters ate at issue. There 
is al ways a Hurt of spoiling for political 
warfare, although tlio expenses incurred 
in the past in providing for the heelers 
and incidental payments connected witli 
a campaign has blunted a tendency to 
coutnimte toward the fund for that 
purpose. In some contests, it has cost 
both successful and vanquished candi- 
dates a good round sum to run for mayor 
to say nothing of tho work involved in 
the management of the campaign. The 
Non-Partisan movement a year ago at- 
tracted many wearied with hustliug and 
anxious for the initiation of that sort of 
a campaign, classified as strictly legiti- 
mate, where the expenditures are merely 
nominal. Whether the scheme will live 
long enough to be perpetuated, the 
future aloue can determine. There are 
so many perplexing questions involved 
that one cannot figure it out with any 
very satisfactory results. The latest re- 
port that comes to me concerning the 
nnyoralty is that the very numerous 
friends of Alderman Rumery are en- 
deavoring to secure his consent to run. 
Should ho decide to do so, there is suie 
to be a lively light and one that will be 
likely to furnish considerable entertain- 
ment for the friends of rival candidates. 
*•***# 

Lillian Russell, quite often alluded to 
in the flatering press notices as the 
queeu of comic opera singers, has re- 
turned to this country, according to a 
New York dispatch, more beautiful and 
bewitching than over. The fair Lillian 
seems to have a cold cinch on tho press 
She is always the most chirming and 
lovely of prim i donnas. Still, there are 
others. Laura Schirmer Mapleson, for 
instance, was a far more beautiful wo- 
m.iu and although, perhaps, not Miss 
Russell’s equal iu perfect stage presence, 
had, to my mind, a moie sympathetic and 
better trained voice.

Possibly time may 
have its effect in disabusing him of the 
notion of haying attained the ideal of 
perfection. It is the goal that all liter- 
ary workers strive for, but it requires uo 
small degree of modesty combined with 
rare ability and persistence to get there.

Election morning found the city in a 
state of uncommon dreariness. The 
walks were covered with slush and 
obstructed by the fallen limbs of trees 
unable to stand the strain of theciiugiug, 
wet and heavy suow that came dowu 
during the night, altogether unex- 
pectedly, doing great damage aud bring- 
ing little comfort to the early visitors to 
the polling places. It was not a Repub- 
lican day according to tradition and yet 
it did not prove as advantageous to tho 
Democrats as might ho anticipated, judg- 
ing from weather’s influence in the past. 
The followers of the low tai iff party did 
not turn out with surprising alacrity and 
for ouce. at least, the utility of the con- 
veyance adopted to bring the voters to 
the ballotiug rooms, was rendered al- 
most futile. There was a great, deal of 
apathy, probably due to the feeling that 
Republican success in this state was as- 
sured and th it the ouly point not settled 
was that of the size of the plurality that 
its candidates would receive oyer op- 
ponents. Tho balloting was light during 
the forenoon hours aud dropped off to a 
scattering vote in the afternoon.

A correspondent interested in the 
Nowton High school foot ball eleveu be- 
lieves that iusullicient attention is heiug 
given to team work. The players are 
light iftid, therefore, it is particularly es 
sential that they should play well to- 
gether. The imoressiou seems f^uite n 
general oue that the men are working on 
independent lines, each playing after his 
own way, rather than by the rules aud 
directiou of thoughtful leadership. The 
best result, experieuco proves, are not 
obtained iu that manner. Perhaps, a 
tiicudly suggestion may not be, there- 
fore, amiss, and If taken advantage of 
may result in strentheuing the team in 
its general and defensive work.

“What did Degen do to him?” “What, 
little Johnuy Degeu?” “No! Not little 
Johnuy Degen, but rather Counciimau 
Degeu, who is being opposed by oue of 
the promiueut politicians of Newton 
Centre for promotion to the upper 
branch. Some think it looks rather 
chilly lor this member of the lower 
branch from Ward Six. but he may not 
get frozen out after all, and coitainly 
would prove a good man to succeed 
Alderman Roffe.

Still, it must be remembered 
that the monkeying with legislation and 
tlio corruption shown up iu New York 
under Tammany rule had much to no 
with the big sweep made by the Repub- 
licans. Aud I suspect, too, that some of 
those Democrats who stayed lit home 
were a bit disgusted witli the work of 
their repieseutatives iu Washington.

THE TIERCE SCHOOL. 


The Board of Aldermeu had quite a 
discussion over the purchase of what is 
known as the West Newton Common for 
a site for the new Pierce school house, 
but Anally passed an order appropriat- 
i -iff $20,000 therefor. The land is bounded 
by Elm and Webster streets and Oik 
avenue, and there are 108.000 feet, of 
which the public property committee 
say they propose to take 70,000 feet for 
the school bouse and sell the rest. The 
price has been reduced to a little over 11 
cents a foot, and perhaps the city may 
get out of the transaction without much 
loss, especially as small lots of land in 
that neighborhood are reported to have 
been sold recently for 10 cents a foot. 
Of course the city is expected to pay 
more thau an individual would, and the 
asual story was brought up to hasten 
action, that other parties were after the 
land. It would be interesting to koow 
what those other parties proposed to 
pay, and if they are “after it” any more 
than they have been for the 1 1 st twenty 
years. The intention is, we understand, 
to locate the building on the corner of 
Webster street and Oik avenue, and as 
the south side will frout the streot, t«* 
have the entrance doors iu the rear of 
the building. This would mike an at- 
tractive structure! It is still proposed to 
"build a twelve room building, the reason 
therefor being stated to be that the 
Superintendent says that five rooms can 
be filled at once. The site will be very 
inconvenient for the ohildren on the 
south side of the track and those east of 
'Waltham street, but it was claimed that 
dt is iu the centre of school population, 
which shows what a large number of 
school children there are in the triangle 
formed by the railroad aud River street. 
To bring this site in the centre of popu- 
lation, the children in that section must 
largely outnumber those in all the rest of 
the district, and iu spile of the seeming 
absurdity of this assumption, it must be 
true, as the sohool committee have so 
stated. Parents in the hill section of 
West Newton are not at all pleased at 
baviug the school located so far away, 
but it is probably reasoned that they all 
keep carriages or ought to, aud so the 
distauce does not matter. It may be 
asked what has become of the scheme to 
use the balance of the laud for a play- 
ground, but as this is a matter which 
cau be brought up at any time, it is per- 
haps better to say nothing about it until 
after the deeds have been passed.

Newton bus had for years, which was 
partly due to the storm, but mostly to 
rh« general lack of interest, neither 
party .having made any special effort to 
.arouse the voters, because this year 
(neither party had any campaign funds to 
tspare. 

Lieutenant Governor Wolcott ran con- 
siderably ahead of the ticket, but the 
other Republican candidates kept about 
-even with the vote for governor. 

Messrs Hollis aud Harwood are 
•elected reDreseutatives as was expected, 
by large pluralities, and Gen. Draper for 
Congressman ran ouly six votes behind 
*} ivernor Greeuhalge, aud 140 bebiud his 
vote two years ago. 

Judging from the vote the Dem jo rats 
•very generally refrained fiom voting, 
while the Republicans went to the polls 
about as usual. 

The center of interest iu this election 
was iu New York State, aud all interest- 
ed iu good government will rejoice at j 
the crushing defeat given to Hill aud 
Tammany, who represented the worst I 
elements in the Democratic party, Mr. 
Hill evideuily hoped that tha Djtnocrats 
in his stale had forgotten his record iu i 
lie Senate, where he fought his own 
party with all his great ability, but the ! 
people have long memories aud his fel- j 


low citizens wero glad of a chance to 
repudiate him and his following. His 
defeat was as thorough as that of tbs 
Republican cindiiatn in the year that 
Mr. Cleveland was elected governor by 
such a phenomenal maj irity, and it 
ought to remove Hill and Ids following 
from future election contests. Tho 
revolt against Tumminy was also an 
overwhelming one. and for a few years 
now New York city ought to be less cor- 
rupt. But Tammany has been as badly 
beaten before, so that it is not wise to 
assumo too hastily that the cause of good 
government has met with a final victory. 

There promises to be some lively con 
tests over the nominations for aldermen 
in all the Wards except Ward One, where 
it is hoped to have Alderman liamiltou 
consent to serve another year. In Ward 
Two tho men talked of aro ex-Couucil- 
mau E. P. Hatch and Councilman Green, 
with the chances iu favor of the former, 
which would be an excellent choice. In 
Ward Three the nomination really be- 
longs to Councilman Bullard, who has 
done excelieut work in the lower branch, 
but there is some talk of Mr. James T. 
Allen as an opposing candidate. In 
Ward Four it is understood that Alder- 
man Plummer would accept a renomina- 
tion and also that Councilman Knapp 
would not object to being a candidate. 
In Ward Five, Councilman L. A. Ross 
and Mr. Thomas E. White are both 
favored. In Ward Six, as stated else- 
where, there is a contest between the 
friends of Councilman Degeu and Coun 
oilman Parker. In Ward Seven one 
hears both Councilmen Tolraan and 
Weed mentioned, so that there will be 
some excitement, even if we have only 
one candidate for mayor. 

There promises to be a contest over 
alderman from Ward Six. between the 
friends of the two councilmen. The nomi- 
nation belongs by custom and for faithful 
service to Mr. Djgen, as he is the senior 
councilman, and the city needs such men 
iu the board of aldermen. All who have 
watched his course in the city council 
would be glad to hear that the caucus has 
declared iu his favor, aud the voters of 
Ward Six cau generally be depended on 
to do the right thing in city affairs. Mr. 
Degen would oever solicit auy man’s 
support, or do anything to secure the 
nomination, as he is not that kiud of a 
mao, but now that his friends know the 
real condition of affairs, they will wake 
up to the necessity of some active work 
before the caucus. There is every reason 
why the old custom of nominating the 
senior councilman for alderman should 
b» followed in Mr. Degen’s case, and 
Councilman P irker can afford to wait. 

Tuesday’s election shows the great 
number of independent voters in the 
nation. The great mass of intelligent 
voters no longer vote blindly for their 
own party, without regard to the charac- 
ter of the candidates or the doings of the 
party leaders, but they judge for them- 
selves and vote as they please. Accord- 
ingly we have one party successful one 
year and the other the next, and when 
the political leaders learn that they can 
no longer reckou with confidence on the 
unreasoning loyalty of their party, 
politics will become much more respect- 
able. 

The Republicans nave been critici/.id 
for calliug their convention on the last 
possible date for nominating candidates 
for the city election. But why should 
uot the Citizens, or N >u-P <rtisaos, or 
whatever they are going to call them- 
selves this year. call theirs for the same 
eveuiug, but for a later hour, say 1) 
o'clock. By that time the Republicans 
would be through, aud if their DOtnin i- 
tious did not suit, others could be made, 
and all would be happy. 

We shall now have prosperity iu full 
force. The Djmocrats claimed that we 
had it already, aud the Republicans 
argued that a Republican victory would 
give it to us; heuce the wail of the 
cilamity politician will be heard no 
longer in the land, and everybody will 
be prosperous aud happy. 

The hearing on the widening of Wash- 
ington street is set for Nov. 20th, and it 
will be one of the most important hear- 
ings ever held at City Hall. Next to the 
abolition of grade crossings, this is the 
most important question now before the 
city.

HIS TANNERIES AT PHILLIPS. 5VI8. 

The following appealed recently in the 
Milwaukee (Wis.) Sentinel, concerning 
the tire which destroyed the tanneries of 
Mr. Fayette Shaw, located there. It was 
from iho pen of the Phillips correspon- 
dent of that, paper: 

“I was in this fair city on that fatal 
night when the devouring liiniesctme 
in upon her citizens. For twelve fearful 
hours l saw blazing blocks, burning 
homes, and womeu and children Heeiug 
for their lives. In twelve hours near a 
score had met death by fire or were 
drowned in v tin attempts to escape. A 
prosperous city and thousands of acres 
of valuable timber had been destroyed in 
a day. Brave hearts faltered, courage 
failed, all were destitute and thousands 
ate the bread of charity, who were pros- 
perous the day before. 

•‘Among the business men of Phillips, 
there was at least one man who never 
faltered. That man is Fayette Shaw, 
from Boston, the sole leather manu- 
facturer. In company with Mr. Shaw I 
surveyed the ruins of his large tannery 
the morning following the lire. Mr. 
Shaw said: ‘L am 70 years old; I have 
been actively engaged in tanning sole 
leather for more than fifty years. This 
is the seventh tannery I have had purified 
by tire, but I have never yet in all my 
experience seen such complete destruc- 
tion.’ 

••Will you attempt to rebuild? I asked. 

“The bright eyes flashed with a uew 
fire; the erect form seemed to expand, 
and I was greeted with: ‘By the eternal, 
I am too old a man to be beaten »u this 
way. The tannery will be rebuilt.’ 

“Today I am looking over that part of 
Phillips known as “Tan Town,” and 
what do I find? Verily a city in thirty 
days, complete with steam heat and 
electric lights iu all the principal build- 
ings. Nearly forty dwellings have been 
constructed exclusively for tannery em 
ployes; a boarding house over one hun- 
dred feet long to accommodate oue hun- 
dred men; a store 30x80 feet, large 
storage above and warehouses adjoining; 
ofii :es, public and private, witu vaults 
and safes; a hundred foot barn for sixty 
horses and their feed; a bark mill and 
beach house, 40x2o6 feet, using forty 
cords of hemlock bark daily; a sweat 
house, 60x84 feet, entirely under ground; 
a beam and yard bouse, 45x490 feet, with 
vats of tan liquor to receive the seven 
hundred sides daily, through which they 
pas3 in their various stages towards 
finished leather; a roll house and dry 
loft 60x250 feet, several stories high, 
from which 60,000 pounds of finished 
sole leather are shipped to Boston every 
week; a number of other buildiugs, 
sheds, pump houses, etc., are a part of 
the great new construction. 

“The Phillips tanuery is only oue of 
four of the same capacity in Price and 
Taylor counties, owned and operated by 
Mr Shaw. These tanneries consume 
50,000 cords of hemlock bark yearly, giv^ 
coustant employment to over four buu-

BUSINESS PICKING UP. 


AT TUB LITTLE POSTOFFICF IN AUBURN- 
DALE. 

The plea was put forth that the loss 
of patronage at the Auburnd.de post 
office was due to Miss Gainey’s two St. 
Bernard dogs, whuff kept people away, 
aud so the sales fell off. For the credit 
of Auburudale, everyone hoped this was 
the explanation, biu Miss Guiuey told a 
reporter that oue of the dugs had uever 
been to the post office, and t he other had 
only beeu there once for five minutes, so 
that story is exploded. Things are im- 
proving, however, for Mies Guiney 
says: 

“Since Auburudale people have be- 
come euiighteued in regard to the staie 
of affairs many have c one forward aud 
made a point ot getting their stamps 
here, aud business is pickiug up. 

“There are in this town, as you may 
know, many clergymen, missionaries, 
heads of societies, etc., besides Lasell 
Seminary, and they are all eager to help 
me.

Miss Quiuey has won public respect 
by her course, as she has not sought 
sympathy, ami said as little us possible 
about the matter, and that iu the kindest 
way, always making excuses for the 
people utid depiecatiug any public notice 
of the matter. She says it is a very 
small matter, anyway, and not worth 
the attention of the world, aud she does 
not mind. Many friends from outside 
have offered to buy their stamps there, 
but Miss Guiuey wants only legitimate 
business, aud it is gratilyiug to know 
that business at the office is pickiug up, 
aud the sale of stamps is swelling in 
volume. The affair has given Auburn- 
dale some unenviable advertising, which 
all regret, and none more so than the 
postmistress herself. It does not seem 
possible that there should be people iu 
Newton so intolerant of a difference iu 
religious beliefs as to persecute a wo 
man, aud any other explanation would 
be more palatable to the great majority 
of people.

AU Liituralizsil citizens must present the 
final papers when they register. 

If the lather of au applicant was naturalized 
before he (the sou) became 21 years oi age, the 
son is naturalized thureby, and must present the 
father’s naturalization papers. 

Every male citizen of 21 years of age and u 
wards, who has resided in the Sta’e one year, 
and in the city of Newton six mouths next pre- 
ceding December 4, 1MH, and who shall lie able to 
read aud write, shall have the right to vote at the 
City election to be held December 4, 1891. 

All women whose nayies are not on the lists as 
posted and who wish to register mast ay/tcar in 
person before the Registrars of Voters, to be 
qualified as required l>y hue. 

“Every female citizen of tweuty one years of 
age or upwards, not lining a pauprr or person 
under guardiuiiship, who is able to read (lie con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth in the English 
language and ti write her name, and who has 
resided within Iho Commonwealth oue year aud 
within the oily or town in which she claims a 
right to vote six calendar mouths next preceding 
an election for school committee, muy have her 
name entered upon the list of voters for school 
committee, in nu h city or town, and shsll have 
the right to vote therein iu every such election 
for meuibeis of the school committee, upon com- 
plying with the requirements hereinafter set 
forth; and, except as aforesaid, no leuiale person 
shall have her name entered upou the list of 
voters or have the right to be ulluwtd to vote, 
exerpt that no female persou who is prevented 
from readiug or writing us aforesaid by a physi- 
cal disability shall, if otherwise qualified, be de- 
prived of the l ight to vote by reason of uot be 
able to read or write,”— Seo. 14, Chap. 417, Acts

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CITY COUNCIL PEfCIBOINGS. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1895 TAKEN UP 
AND PASSED UPON BY THE LOWER 
BRANCH — THE AOGRKOATK RECOM- 
MENDED WILL GIVE A TAX RATE NOT 
EXCEEDING $15.60— WEST NEWTON 

SCHOOLHOU8E SITE ORDER AGAIN 
HUNG UP— SPECIAL MEETING OF THE 
ALDERMEN. 

An important mooting of the common 
council was heM Monday evening, the 
principle topic for consideration being 
that of the appropriations for 1805, The 
famous West Newton school house order 
also camo up and brought out consider- 
able discussion, the hoard voting to non- 
concur with the aldermen in passing tho 
appropriation for the purchase of the 
lot situated on Elm and Webster streets, 
and Oak avenue. 

Couucilmau Tolmau initiated the dis- 
cussion on the school house lot. Ho 
said that tho public property committee 
was not a unit in regard to tho desirabili- 
ty of the site selected. I think, said he, 
that the lot is altogether too large, It 
was offered to the committee originally 
for $16,000. Tho offer was not taken up 
at tho time and later a formal offer was 
made to the city, the price being then 
fixed at $13,000. As the city did not 
take action towards securing the land 
when it could be purchased for that 
figure, tho price has since been raised to 
$20,000. It seems to me that the com- 
mittee had in mind the purchase of so 
large an area of land with the view to 
utilizing a portion of it for park pur- 
poses. If that was the idea, said Mr. 
Tolmau in conclusion, it seems to me it 
should be so represented. 

Councilman Hatfield— I understand 
that the impression seems to be that if 
the city takes this entire lot and uses 
75,000 square feet, say, for school pur- 
poses that the balauce would not be 
sold, but would be retained for park 
purposes, Iu order to meet that difficul- 
ty and to show that the pablic property 
committee aud school committee are not 
desirous of acquiriug the lot for park 
purposes, I desire therefore, to introduce 
an order providiug that the balauce of 
the land not taken for school purposes, 
consisting of 93,000 square feet, be sold 
at public or private sale. It is my desire 
to submit this as an amendment to the 
order now before us, which has come 
down from the upper branch. 

Councilman Degen thought the amend- 
ment was hardly germaue. The chair- 
man ruled that the amendment was in 
order and it passed, 12 voting in the 
affirmative, 1 in the negative, 1 absent. 

Wheu the order, as amended, came up 
for passage, Councilman Bullard 
claimed the attention of the chair. Said 
tie, I was very much surprised wheu I 
learned that the aldermen had passed the 
order which is now before us. It is, 
however, not the first example of unwise 
legislation that has come down to us 
from the upper branch. One of the rea- 
sons that led them to vote for this mea- 
sure unanimously, I learn from the local 
papers, was that the lot selected web 
stated to be in the centre of the Bchooi 
population in the Peirce district. It is 
not a fac', said Councilman Bullard. 
The locatiou is not iu the centre of the 
school population aud if the new school 
buildiug is located there a large number 
of children will be compelled to walk 
more thau a mile to aud from school to 
their homes. It is said, coutmued Coun- 
cilman Bullard, in the discussion of this 
order hy the aldermen that no argument 
could be presented against a new 
building on rhe north side of the Boston 
& Albany Iiiilroad tracks. It is uot a 
question of auy great significance to me 
whether the city sells a portion of the 
lot or uot. The point with rue is simply 
whether the city intends to put up a 
building at an expense of $85 000, out 
side of the cost of the land. It seems to 
me that it would be u most unwise ex- | 
penditure. In the Peirce school distt ict 
there are 700 children. Of that number, 
over 300 are located ou the south side of 
the rracks. The north side is provided 
with a total of 14 rooms for its school 
children, while the south side has only 
4 rooms. The centre of population of 
the district is changing rapidly toward 
the south side. It is a well known fact 
that the section between tho Boston & 
Albany Railroad and the uew boulevard, 
on the south side, is rapidly tilling up. 
It dees uot seem right to ask parents 
located on the south side to send their 
children more than a mile hack and 
forth to the schoolhouse I believe that 
the south side people have rights in this 
matter woitby of consideration. They 
pay the larger proportion of the taxes, 
and that, I think, should have some in- 
fluence. The amount of tax ible property 
ou the north side of the Peitce district 
is $1,723,000; amount of taxable property 
ou the south side, $3,000,700. The 
amount paid in taxes hv residents of the 
north side is $31,953.57; amount paid iu 
taxes by residents of the aoutb side $00,- 
801.51. 

This matter of taxation is not so im- 
portant. In my rain • the strong argu- 
ment is that there are 300 children in the 
south section for whom the city should 
provide. If $85,000 is expended for a 
building ou the north side, that means 
that no new school house tor the gram- 
mar grades will be erected on the south 
side for at least 15 years. It is for that 
reason that I am opposed to the passage 
of tho order and because, as I have previ- 
ously stated, of the belief that the loca- 
tion selected is uot a good one. The 
laud is too far away, is situated on the 
wroug side of the street aud will cost too 
much money. In my judgment, it would 
be unwise to build a 12-room school- 
house there or anywhere else. Because 
of sanitary aud other reasons, I don’t 
believe in herding a large number of 
children into a great 12-room structure. 
1 would very gl oily vote lor an order ap 
propriating $50 (MX), that sum to provide 
for the purchase ot toe lot and the elec- 
tion then-on of an 8 or 10 room building 
that could b« made ready for occupiucy 
at the beginning of the erhool year in 
1895. Such an order would have my 
most heartv support. 

Couucilmau Wing— Tho question of 
who pays the larger or smaller 'ax has 
nothing to do with the question of deter- 
mining the locatiou for a schoolhouse. 
The schools are for childreu of all classes, 
the rich aud the poor, aud the size of 
parent’s tax bills cau have no legitimate 
place iu this discussion. 1 hope that 
the order as amended will pass. 1 be- 
leive that it will bo a move in the inter- 
est of economy to pass it. We have al- 
together too many school buildings iu 
Newton now. The city of (Quincy, with 
au area of 10 1-2 square miles has 3319 
pupils in its schools; Newton, with uu 
area ot 19 square miles has 3908 pupils. 
The number of scholars to the square 
mile iu Newton and (Quincy, is the sauis 


— 206. There are 24 school buildings in 
Newton; in Qainoy there ere only 10. 
One roeson thet the oost of melntstoing 
the schools in this city is greeter then in 
most other communities of similar popu- 
lation is owing to the large number of 
buildings here utilized for school pur- 
poses. Of course, the very large number 
of pupils in our high school tuoreases 
educational expenses in Newton. It is 
true, howeve r , that the expense is added 
to, owing to the method which has been 
adopted here of scattering tho pupils all 
about in small and frequently very poor 
building*. I am not so very particular 
on this matter of location. 1 believo we 
should hivo one largo school bouse and 
that it should be erected as nearly in the 
centre of the school district as possiblo. 

Councilman Hatfield— The remarks 
of the councilman from Ward Oue are ex- 
ceedingly refreshing and L am glad to in- 
dorse them. The condition of the 
schools in the Peirce district is a very 
serious one. Many of tho buildings are 
so unsuitable in every way that parents 
will no longer consent to permit the at- 
tendance of their children and are send- 
ing them to private sonools. It is not 
fair to ask or expect them to do it. Now 
this matter of taxes don’t cut any hay at 
all. There is ouo thing that we must 
contend against and that is anything in 
the nature of class legislation. I heard 
of a gentleman on the hill who said re- 
cently in referring to the school question,- 
“We don’t want to send our children to 
a school where they will be obliged to 
commingle with the children of the 
north side ” It is just that sort of thing 
that we must fight against. There is a 
growing tendency toward class favorit- 
ism; it is one of the evils of the time. 
The proposi tion to erect a 12-room school 
house on the lot recommended by the 
public property committee has been ap- 
proved by many men of education aud 
piominence and. I might add, by all the 
officials iu the city interested iu educa- 
tion except my colleague from Ward 
Three. He seems to have run mad on a 
division plan that provides for two small 
schools rather than for one large, well- 
appointed building where the entire 
school population of the upper grades 
could be taken care of more economical- 
ly and with greater advantage to the 
childreu themselves. I am afraid, if the 
councilman from Ward Three attempted 
to run his own business upon the same 
principle tliAt he asks the city to run it* 
schools, he would be bankrupt in three 
years. The condition of the Peirce 
building is very bad. There have been 
times riuriug the warm weather, owing 
to the miserable sanitary arrangements 
aud lack of ventilatiou, that it has been 
almost unendurable for teachers and 
pupils. The Peirce school, in its present 
condition, might compare favorably with 
tho district school of 50 years ago, where 
they had a stove in one corner to heat 
the master and supplied the master with 
a rod to keep the children warm. I can 
hardly believe that my colleague means 
what he says in this school house matter. 
It seems to me we should throw the 
charitable mantle ov^r bis acts, for he 
seems to have gone astray upon the sub- 
ject and opposes any and- every school 
house project. 

Councilman Bullard— The comparison 
of the Newtou aud Quincy schools is not 
pertinent to this discussion. It has 
absolutely nothing to do with the ques- 
tion of buying a lot of land. It is true 
that parents are sending their childreu 
to private schools, but it is because they 
do not wish to walk long distances to 
the public school houses. My colleague 
has intimated that there was something 
lacking iu my application of busiuess 
principles to this school house question. 

I believe that my fellow members of the 
finance committee will agree that I was 
as earnest as one could be to ascertain 
whether the school board was managing 
the schools on business principles. Some 
reference has been made to the serious 
condition of the Peirce school. 1 admit 
that it is true. I am aware that the 
building should be replaced, and it 
would have been long ago bad it not 
been for an attempt to secure a much 
larger lot of land than was required aud 
the proposal to locate in a snot, in ray 
judgment, uot iu the centre of ihe school 
population. What I said origiually, L re- 
peat now. There is a large population 
upon the south side of the Boston & Al- 
bany tracks that will be greatly incon- 
venienced by the location of a buildiug 
in the place recommended by the public 
property committee. It is for that rea- 
son, as much as for auy other, that I 
hope this board will defeat the passage 
of the order. 

Councilman Tolman — It seems to me 
that Elm street is too narrow a thorough- 
fare for a school house. I understand 
that the main entrance to the building 
will be located on Elm street. Ic was 
not so very long ago, I remember, that 
Alderman Hunt argued the necessity of 
wideumg Elm street, partly on account 
of the fact that the electric cars were 
ruuuing there. It seems to me that the 
electric cars on a narrow street would 
render the locating of the main entrance 
of the school house at that point ex- 
tremely hazardous. 

Ci uuciiiuau Hatfield — The highway 
committee will report a plan, it is said, 
for the widening of Elm street. It will 
provide for the placiug of trucks on oue 
side of tho thoroughfare, aud that will, 
of course, greatly obviate the danger. 
There is a possibility, too, of the exten- 
sion of Oak avenue through to Washing- 
ton street, and iu that event, the street 
railway tracks would be removed lrom 
Eltn street. 

Couucilmau Wiug claimed the atten- 
tiou of the board at this point for the 
purpose of explaining that his compari- 
son of the Quincy aud Newton schools 
was for the purpose of showing the 
great expense of the public educational 
system in this city. He thought that if 
a small building was erected on the north 
side of the tracks in the Peirce district 
now, that it would be only a question of 
time when the city would be compelled 
to build auother grammar school on the 
south side. That, m his judgment, 
would simply meau increasing the cost, 
bee iusb requiring the services of addi- 
tional masters aud assistants. There 
are too many grammar schools in New- 
tou now, said Councilman Wiug. There 
are eleven, all told, he added, and there 
is no city outside of Boston aud Worces- 
ter in the commonwealth that has such a 
large number. 

Councilman Bullaid— It seems to me if 
we follow Councilman Wing’s argument 
to a logical oouclu»ion that we shall pro- 
vide only one grammar school buildiug 
for the city, ou the same principle that 
we provide only oue high school. 

Councilman Wing— It the school build- 
ings are so located iu the districts that 
the greatest distance to be travelled is 
uot more thau a rnile, it seems to ine it 
cannot be cons'riiud as much of a hard- 
ship for the pupils. Wo should put up 
our school buildings iu such a way here- 
after that they will uot be needlessly ex- 
pi ntive, t 

Counoilman Hatfield— 1 understand 
that this twelve room school house cau 
be constructed for $05,000 above the cost 
of laud. There wouhi be a difference iu 
the expense of running two grammar 
schools against our of $<1000 per annum 


for salaries. 

Councilman Tolman— Alderman Hunt 
told me that the cost would be $70,000 
for the 12-room building. That, I under- 
stood, did not take in the architect's 
fees or provide for beating and ventilat- 
ing. 

Councilman Hatfield— I got my figures 
from Alderman Hunt. 

Councilman Tolman— Well, he’s come 
down rapidly then. He quoted the price 
to me that I have mentioned. 

Councilman Hatfield— Mine was a re- 
vised edition. 

Couucilman Weed— I nm in favor of 
buying the lot and putting up one large 
building thereon, because 1 believo it is 
in the interest of economy. No child 
will be compelled to walk more than a 
milo and many of them less, hence they 
can get to the building without much in- 
convenience. One large school is better 
than a number of schools spread out. 
The pupil gets more benefit in a large, 
perfectly organized grammar school than 
under a system whero the teaching force 
is limited. Scholars in smnll buildings 
get less than they would in a large one. 
Tho ideal is to concentrate into largo 
buildings with the best possiblo equip- 
ment of teachers. 

Councilman Bullard— Notwithstanding 
all that has been said, more than 100 
children would be over a mile from the 
school provided it is located on the lot 
bounded by Elm and Webster streets. 

Councilman Degen— One objection 
that I have to the passage of this order 
is that it provides for a much larger lot 
than is required. Tho provision for tho 
sale of a portion of the land, in my 
judgment, amounts to nothing. I don’t 
mink the city ought to go into the roal 
estate business; I don’t think it will. 
The land will not be sold, but will be re- 
tained for a play ground or for park pur- 
poses and the city will pay the bill. In 
other wards, where park spots have been 
laid out.citizens have contributed toward 
the improvement. This will be au ex- 
ceptional case and will be a bad prece- 
dent to establish. If it is really such an 
easy matter to dispose of the land, why 
are not the owners willing to sell what 
the city requires and then dispose of the 
rest? I don’t know that I object so very 
strongly to a 12-room building, but I do 
object to the purchase of this large lot. 

Ou the vote for the passage of the 
order, as amended, 7 voted iu the affirm- 
ative, 0 in the negative. It failed of 
adoption, not securing the necessary two- 
thirds vote. 

Following the discussion and defeat 
of the school house order, the council 
proceeded with routine business. Ordi- 
nances relative to truants and neglected 
children were passed to be enrolled. A 
petition for concrete sidewalks on Berk- 
ley street was referred to the highway 
committee. The council at 8.45 o’clooic 
went into committee of the whole to 
consider the appropriations recommend- 
ed by the committee on finance for 1895. 
Each item was taken up seriatim and 
passed upon. Very few changes weie 
made and the aggregate amount recom- 
mended by the finance committee was

Tho first item to wn ich objection wns 
offered was th.it relating to provision for 
Reven assistant t^sessors. Councilman 
S.iynKfl Raid that there had been consid- 
erable increnRo in tho work and that ho 
understood that tho amount recommend- 
ed by tho committee on assessors’ de- 
partment was really required. That was 
$1000. Councilman savage moved to 
make the item stand at $1000. 

Councilman Dogen said that the fi- 
nance committee had cut off $‘200 from 
the sum originally recommended. It 
has been necessary, said he, to keep 
down the items in order to avoid an in- 
crease in the tax rate. It is hoped, he 
added, that the rate will be not more 
than $15.50 per $1000. The committee 
on flnatioe has endeavored to keep the 
various appropriations within that possi- 
bility. It had to be very conservative 
and, although recognizing the justice of 
requests for larger sums for department- 
al uses, feel compelled to trim. There 
may be some items, perhaps, that it will 
be best to add something to, but wo 
must pare down at near to the limit of 
the aggregate amount tecommended ns 
possible if wo intend to keep tbo rate 
down to the figure above named. I, 
therefore, hope tho amendment to in- 
crease this item will not pass. If the 
department actually requires more than 
the sum recommended by the flnanco 
committee, it will be an easy matter to 
make up the difference from any un- 
expended balance. 

Counoilmin Knapp— The estimate of 
the finance committee is baser! on a tax 
rate of $15.50. It allows little opportu- 
nity for increase. 

Councilman Bullard — Tho finance com- 
mittee-lic ured on an increase in valua 
tion of $2,000,000. We must exorcise 
great care, for every increase of $10,000 
means an addition of 20 cents to the tax 
rate. 

After some further discussion. Coun- 
cilman Savage’s amendment was voted 
upon and lost; also an amendment offered 
by him to mcrease the item for clerical 
assistance iu the assessors’ department 
to $1)200. 

The next item calling for discussion 
was that providing an appropriation of 
$17,000 for the board of health. Coun- 
cilman Parker asked the reason for giv- 
ing tho lump sum. Did tho finance com- 
mittee, said ho, consider the various 
items? 

In reply. Councilman Degen stated 
that the items bad been submitted to the 
committee by the board of health. 

Ageut Brimblecom of the board of 
health stated by way of explanation, that 
the health board’s appropriation was 
lumped, because the statute provided 
that it should h ive the power to fix the 
salat icB of its agent and clerks, the city 
council not having authority to deter- 
mine the amount to be paid for the ser- 
vices of these department employes. 

The fire department committee was 
heard from in relation to the item for 
new hose wagons which had been struck 
out by the finance committee. Council- 
men Parker and Savage both stated that 
wagous were needed. The latter said 
that thoy were intended to replace hose 
carriages that were worn out. The old 
hose carriages, said he, are horse killers 
and it is in tho interests of the city to re- 
place thorn by the more modern and use- 
ful wagon as fast as practicable. 

On motion of Councilman Parker, it 
was voted to provide an appropriation of 
$1)50 for the purchase of two new hose 
wagons. 

The salary of the inspector of build- 
ings was next discussed. Councilman 
Bullard thought it should be increased. 
He said that tho incumbent of the oflico 
held a sort of three-headed position. 
One of the postions was that of superin- 
tendent of street 1 imps and his duties 
seem to be increasing. Had Mr. Elder 
made an application for an increase. I 
think the finance committee would have 
voted for it. I, therefore, move that the 
salary of building inspector be increased 
from $1200 to $1500. 

Council man Knapp— I think the salary 
of the building inspector should remain 
at $1200 and that a salary of $>'100 should 
be provided for the services of inspector 
of lights. 

After some further discussion it was 
voted not to inciease, but to provide for 
an item of $ff00 for street light inspector, 
to be taken from the appropriation for 
street lights. 

On motion of Couucilmau Bullard, the 
item of $1200 for salary of inspector of 
buildings was transferred to the list of 
salaries for various city officials. 

A splendid effort was made in behalf 
of the Newton Hospital, but an endeavor 
to increase the special appropriation for 
that valued institution from $7500 to 
$9000 proved futile. It was stated that 
$9000 was no more than the city should 
pay iu lieu of the cue of the city’s cases. 
From the figures of the treasurer of tho 
hospital, it appeared, that the city’i 
obligations for treatment of poor patients 
the past year was about $11,000. 

Councilman Degeu was in favor of 
making the appropiiation $9,000. He 
spoke of the large number of laborers 
that had been sent to the hospital as a 
result of injuries sustained while work- 
ing in the sewers. This city, he thought, 
should pay approximately near the 
amount it iucurred for the care aud 
treatment of its poor patients. 

Counoilman Weed objected to the 
system under which the city voted a 
lump sum for the hospital. It should 
send its patients there, said he, and 
have a bill reuaered for the amount of 
its indebtedness, paying it like any other 
bill. 

Councilman Bullard— Would you sug- 
gest makiug the appropriation large 
euough to provide for the payment of 
the bills that the city would contract? 
Coumilm in Weed — Yes. 

Couucilmau Bullard — Then, it would 
lie necessary to appropriate a larger sum 
thau that asked for. The hospital has 
not asked for a cent more than is re- 
quired to meet the city’s obligations to 
that institution. 

Couuoiliuau Knapp— l agree with 
Councilman Biilluul in this matter. The 
hospital is a valued institution nt.d it is 
the duty of the city to do its full share 
toward its support. It is doing a great 
work. It has treated a large number of 
city cases the past year. The expense 
per patient has been $11.53, There has 
been an increase of 13 pur cent, iu cates 
in 1804 over 1803. The city ought to 
help the hospital along, aud I hope that 
this body will vote for an appropriation 
of $9000. 

Couucilmau Weed— It is true that the 
hospital is doiug a noble work. This is 
not, however, a question ot sentiment. 
It is tbo method of piovidiug the uppru- 
pi iat ion that 1 object to. It seems to me 
u bad precedent binding the oity to help 
any other hospitals iu the future, that 
may put in a claim ou aocouut of treat- 
ment of oity oases. 1 am thoroughly 
oouviuced that tho Newton hospital is of 
the greatest value iu Ihisoommuuity. It 
ought to bo sustained. The city should 
discharge its obligations to the institu- 


tion, paying $10,000 if it incurs that 
amount of indebtedness, 

There was moro or lem talk about the 
necessity of providing for more patrol- 
•non. Councilman Bullard and Tolman 
stated that moro officers wero needed. 
Councilman Sivage said that it was not 
just tbo thing to allow tho officers to go 
off duty at 3 o'clock in the morning. 
The recent flro at Newton Centre, lie 
nddod, shows the necessity of continuous 
patrol servioe. The police department, 
however, received no addition to its re- 
sources for 1805 as a result of the discus- 
sion, and tho force will only be augment- 
ed by the services of two more regular 
men. Its a bit unfortunate, for as was 
very oorreotly stated by Councilman 
Degen, tbo present equipmeut is entirely 
inadequate. 

The requirements of the public proper- 
ty committee wi re touched upon in do- 
tail by Councilman Tolman, who ob- 
j cted to the finance committee’s cut of 
$5000 in tho appropriation item for that 
department. Ho said that $20,000 was 
needed, and that tho committee could 
not get along with a less sum. The in- 
spector of buildings, after giving the 
suhjeor careful thought, reported that a 
sum of $22,000 would be required to pro- 
vide simply for the very necessary re- 
pairs. 

Councilman Bullard- -The finance com 
mit.tee in considering this item, felt that 
it was necessary to economize in every 
possiblo way and hoped that the public 
property committee might be able to get 
along with $15,000. After some further 
discussion it was voted to increase the 
appropriation from $15,000 to $20,000. 

The school appropriation called forth 
Rome inquiries. Councilman Tolman 
wanted to know why the finance com- 
mittee had increased it $5000 ovor the 
amount for 1804? 

Councilman Bullard said that the in- 
troduction of algebra in the lowor 
grades, Latin in the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades and the establishing of kin- 
dergarten had iucreaHed the school ex- 
penditures. The additional $5000, he 
thought, was needed. 

Councilman Dickens tried to provide 
for an irem for conveyance of pupils irom 
the Oak Hill district, hut could not con- 
vince his fellow members that it was an 
imperative necessity, notwithstanding 
the fact that 7 pupils, who attended the 
Mason school, aud resided in the Oak 
Hill district, wore obliged to walk two 
miles every school day. They have been 
promising us an additional teacher at 
Oak Hill for the past 5 years, said Coun- 
cilman Dickens, but it has not been ful- 
filled up to date. 

At the close of the discussion, Coun- 
cilman Weed presented the report of the 
committee of the whole, stating in sub- 
stance that it recommended for tho vari- 
ous appropriation items for 1S95 the sum 
of $S40,010. Following the report, the 
usual older was passed providing that 
amount for the departmental expenses 
of the ensuing year.

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


P Judging from the caucuses, New ton Vis 
to be a very happy family this year. All 
the wards were unanimous for Aldermin 
Bothfeld for mayor, and in most of the 
wards the alder manic contests hnvo been 
so happily settled that ino opposition 
oaudidate will be named. And for the 
candidates for the common council the 
candidates have been carefully ohosen.so 
that but little improvement could be 
made. The Republican caucuses have 
not made such good selections in years, 
and in most instances appear to have 
taken up the work of the late lamented 
Non-Partisan movement. Politics have 
been disregarded and an attempt made 
to secure the best meo. 

There may be a contest over aldermen 
in Ward Two, but iD general it loo ks as 
though the coming oity election would 
bo a very tame and quiet affair, most of 
the contests having been settled before 
the caucuses. 

It is a great complimeut to Alderman 
Bothfeld that he should have no oppo- 
sition this year, aud it is an unusual 
occurrence in NewtoD, as generally there 
is a very lively oontest when a new 
mayor is to be elected. There has been 
a strong effort to get up a contest this 
year, but Mr. Bothfeld appeared to be 
such an exceptionally well-qualified man 
for the office, and also for the time, so 
many important questions with which he 
is familiar are up for settlement, that 
every prominent man who has been asked 
to run has declined in his favor. The 
voters were also found to be so unani- 
mous iu his favor that an opposition can- 
didate would have do chance this year. 

The caucuses settled the coutests iu 
most of the wards so satisfactorily that 
there will be no opposition. In Ward 
One, the old officers, Alderman Hamilton 
ani Councilmeti Wing aud Briston were 
renomiuated without opposition. 

Iu Ward Two, Councilman Greene had 
the most votes for alderman iu the cau- 
cus, but a contest is certain, aud nomina- 
tion papers will be taken out for one and 
possibly more candidates. The friends 
of ex-Councilman Hatch, of Councilman 
Savage aud of Aldermao Ruinery ate all 
said to be contemplating such action. C. 
E. Roberts and C. A. Kellogg are good 
selections for the common council. 

la Ward Three the caucus declared for 
Councilman Ballard for alderman, and 
there will probably be no contest, Coun- 
cilman Hatfield is reuomiuated and F.W. 
Sprague is the uew uomiuee. 

In Ward Four Alderman Plummer was 
renominated, but possibly Councilman 
Kuapp will run against him. F. A. Childs 
is renominated for the oouncil aud C. S, 
Ober is chosen for the new member. 

In Ward Five the caucus declared for 
Thomas E. White, and L. P. Everett and 
Freeman Hutchinson are nominated for 
the council. 

Tire contest iu Ward Six was happily 
settled by the naming of Councilmau 
Dagen for alderman and Councilmau 
Parker was renominated with F. H. 
Butts for the council. 

In Ward Seven Councilman Tolraau 
was nominated for alderman and A. C. 
Sludge aud K. W. Hobart for the coun- 
cil. They were not consulted but it is 
hoped will he persuaded to couseut do 


THE CITIZENS’ CONVENTION. 

The Citizma’ party has not diisolved, 
as its members believe it still Ins a mis- 
sion, after so many successful cam- 
paigns in Newton, aud a convention has 
been called for Siturday evening of this 
week, the call beiug printed in another 
column. All who believe iu uou- 
parns tnalrip iu city i II lira are invited to 
attend aud take part in the doiugs of 
the convention. There is a prospect of 
some exfiteneut as it is said that Al- 
dermau Ruiuery's frieuda will try to get 
him the nomination for M iyor, aud all 
who have the good of the Citizens party 
at heart should atteud ami prevent this. 

Thu Citizens have had au Uouorablu 
record iu city politics, with au unbroken 
succession of victories, but this year it 
would be very foolish for them to put 
up another candidate against Alderman 
Bothfeld. He lias beeu prominent iu the 
Citizen's party and seems certain to re- 
ceive the Kspublicuu nomination, and is 
conceded on all sides to be the best man 
for the office. The Citizens have won 
previously because they have nominated 
the best meu for oity olfijes, aud tbeir 
success iu the future depcudH on their 
following this course. 

This is a Republican year, aud since 
the Republicans are to disregard politics 
.iu their nomination for Mayor, the Citi- 


zens should accept the compliment in- 
volved, and nominate a candidate who 
will ho endorsed by tho Republicans, 
especially ns Mr. Bothfeld is sure to bo 
elected in any event. 

For other nominations the Citizens 
have a chance to improvo upon the Re- 
publican re-elections, if they desiro. and 
probably will do so in Ward Two and 
some of tho othor wards, and give tho 
people a chance to vote for the best 
men. 

It is conceded now that the Citizens 
made a mistake in uot holding a conven- 
tion and making nominations last year, 
hut some of their leaders thought there 
was something in the non-partisan 
movement, and did not wish to place any 
obstacles iu the way of its success. 


The order for the payment of $20,000 
for the purchaso of the four aores of 
vacant laud on the corner of Elm and 
Webster streets failed to pass tho Com- 
mon Council. Evidently the projeot of 
moving tbo Pierce school over to that 
end of the district is not received with 
universal favor. Besides, somo people 
object to haviug the oity engage in real 
estate speculation, while others who 
think they know more about the matter; 
say that to take off such a largo slice for 
the Pierce sohool will spoil tho lot for a 
playground, and therefore they are op- 
posed to the order. The locality has 
been used for a playgrouud for sohool 
children for so many years, and is the 
only large lot in the vicinity of West 
Newton that is both vacant aud suitable, 
that it seems a pity that it could not be 
kept for this purpose. There are also 
sceptical people who doubt the state- 
ment of the sohool committee, that tho 
lot is in the centre of the sohool popula- 
tion of the district, and tbink-tbeie is no 
need of choosing such au out of the way 
location, so inconvenient of access to the 
greAt niaj >rity of the pupils of the dis- 
trict. They think some effort should 
have been made to accommodate the 
pupils on the south side of the track, as 
well as those on River street and vicinity. 
Taken altogether it is a very interesting 
contest, especially as so many complica- 
tions are involved. Judging from Tues- 
day uight’s caucus, the people of West 
Newton do not favor the looation,*as Mr. 
Bullard, who has opposed it, was named 
as the candidate for alderman, aud Mr. 
Janies T. Alien, who represented those 
in favor, was beaten. 


A good deal of sympathy is felt for 
Mr. James T. Allen, who was beaten in 
the contest for alderman at Tuesday 
night’s Republican caucus in Ward 
Three. If Mr. Allen was not such an 
enthusiastic Republican, aud with such 
a well known horror of bolters, he 
might start out as an independent candi- 
date, but to do so would be to violatelbis 
life-long principles, and therefore he has 
to regard his defeat at the cauous as 
final. 


One firm in New York felt so well 
pleased over the election that they im- 
mediately raised the wages of their em- 
ployes to the same rate they paid when 
the McKiuley tariff went into effect. If 
all manufacturers would do this there 
would be no doubt about the return of 
pros perity. 

Members of the school board whose 
terms expire this year are Chas. A. 
Drew and W. G. Brackett of Ward One; 
Mrs. Mary R. Martin and Wallace C. 
Hoyden of Ward Two, and Colon S. Ober 
of Ward Four, who has resigned.

MR. JOSEPH LEES INVENTION. 


NOVEL AXI) VALUABLE DEVICE FOB MIX- 
ING AND KNEADING llltE AD. 


Th9 present is the age of improvement. 
Labor saving inventions spring into ex- 
istence on every hand and old laborious 
methods are relegated to the rear in the 
march , of progress and rapid develop- 
ment from crude conditions toward the 
ideal of m )dern achievement. 

There is one thing, at least, that has 
withstood the changes of centuries aud 
that is the simple art of bread making. 
The batches, gre it or small, have beeu 
manipulated by hand labor and it is 
only within the past few years that in- 
ventive minds liave,been directed to the 
feasibility of introducing machinery to 
perform the work of mixing aud knead- 
ing dough to facilitate a saving in time 
for the bakei. On* hears frequently of 
the various old-style methods of knead- 
ing and mixing. It is said that some 
bakers accomplish it by a treading pro- 
cess, getting fairly into tho troughs to 
work the Dough with their feet. Of 
course, most Lakt-rs employ the hand- 
mixing process, but that has its dis 
agreeable sigulic nice, for it means 
severe minimi labor and the result of 
the exertion produues a vigorous perspi- 
ration, especially in tbo warm months 
and naturally more or less of the mois- 
ture finds its way into the bread. 

Several attempts have been made 
recently to evolve a machine for mixing 
aDd kueidiug dough, with a greater or 
less degree of success. One of them, the 
invention of Mr. Joseph Lee. ot this 
city, proprietor of the Woodland Park 
Hotel has beeu demonstrated as practical 
in every way. It performs its work 
thoroughly and produces a pure, sweet 
aud palatable bread. All the bread 
made for the Woodland Park Hotel table 
is kneaded aud mixed by one of these 
michines aud its quality is said to be 
fully up to the standard of the best 
home-made production. The hotel 
guests have praised it so highly, that 
there has been a demand for it from 
housekeepers and Mr. Lee has decided 


j to furnish it to all patrons who desire it. 
He has established agencies throughout 
the city tor the sale of the bread and tho 
venture, it is said, is meeting with con- 
siderable success. 

j Tne invention was designed for hotels 
and houses where a qu mtity of bread 
! aud pastry dough is made at oue time. 
It is simple in construction and opera- 
tion. Besides saving i great amount of 
time, it produces dough of superior fine- 
ness and quality. The framo of the raa- 
i chine consists of two uptight posts, pro- 
; vided with suitable supporting feet and 
having cross beams. Mounted in tho 
posts, near the top, is a horiz intal rotary 
shaft, provided with u driving pulley, 
connected by a belt with any suitable 
motor. Tho rotary shaft is provided at 
each end with cranks connected by pit- 
meu to the outer ends of a reciprocating 
beam oi head. The ends of the beam 
are mounted iu suitable way-> on the up- 
rights and arranged to slide up aud 
down therein ns said beam receives 
motion from the rotary shaft through the 
cranks aud pitmen. Secured to the 
beam and depending therefrom are arras 
provided at lower ends with kneading 
pestles. These arms pass through aper- 
tuies iu the lower cross beam and are 
guided and steadied thereby in their 
reciprocal movements. Mounted on the 
lower part of the frame and directly 
beneath tho pestles, is a dough trough. 
The trough is provided with two hori- 
zontal screw conveyers, placed near the 
bottom of the trough and ou either side 
of the path of movement of the pestles. 
The conveyer sh ifts have gear wheels at 
the outer end which mesh with each 
other aud the gear wheel also meshtta 
with the dnviug pinion which receives 
its motion irotii a small pulley driven by 
another puliy ou the mam shaft. 

| Mr. Le-< seems to be of a very inventive 
turn of mind for ho has just perfected a 
bread crumbling machine which, it is 
i thought, will prove a most valuable ac- 
quisition in hotels and large boarding 
! houses. It grinds up the bread very 
j line and the soft crumbs are of great 
I utility in assisting the work of the 
cusinp. The sott crumbs can be used in 
] Cooking many tluleotaole dishes aud are 
, far superior to those pounded or ground 
i from crackers. One of them has beeu 
placed recently iu the Ho r el Tnorndike 
and orders for several more have beeu 
received. 


To the Editor of the Guai-iiic: 

Now t» at a memorable election is over, 
Newton may well turn its attention to 
home matters. Among the foremost of 
these is the provision of sufficiently 
numerous, well distributed and suitably 
conditioned playgrounds for both sexes 
aud all ages. By all manner of meaus 
let us ail put the welfare of the whole 
being of our little ohildren, our dear 
boys and girls, our youth and our meu 
aud women before, and far before booms 
in real estate. That is, let many small 
and tidy, but not fancy playgrounds, of 
from a half acre to two acres eaoh, be 
provided for all the Nowtous before do- 
ing auythiug, or at least anything to 
hinder them, in the shape of any great 
showy central park, largely useless, ex- 
cept for the few who can drive to it, or 
who cau visit it only occasionally. 

There should be not less than five to 
seveu such small playgrounds in New- 
ton proper (Wards One aud Seven) as, 
for ex iraple, oue ou Tremont street, euHt 
of Waverley avenue, one ou the marsh 
(tilled in) between the railroad embank- 
ment aud Huuuewell Ilill, one some- 
where in the triangle bounded by Centre 
street, Mt. Ida, aud tbe railroad, and 
oue or two north of the rail-road; aud 
similarly for all the Newtons. 

! Then, as supplementary to this, there 
should be a suitable atteuduut or keeper 
at each ground to preveut abuses, and 
give general directions ani preserve a 
proper toue of houor and spirit; while, 
further, to make the whole complete, 
there must be. hy general conseut, aud a 
good work of emancipation iu favor of 
higher ends, a greater regard for the 
freedom of movement which is indis- 
penaible to healthy, happy childhood, 
than for a close shaven, stiff settles* oi 
our house-lots. These need not lie 
frowsy, but they should not be too nice 
to step ou, or regarded as more sacred 
than the young feet tbut naturally long 
for the short uts, aud the cool, sott 
green of tho grass. 

A little cheerful co-operation through- 
out a noighboi hood, aud conceit of 
aatiou with the playground keepers, 
would prevent the wearing of paths by 
repeatedly following iho same lines, also 
any damage or essential trespassing, or 
excessive mossing of any one lot, iu- 
j stead of all alike. These ideas were 
forcibly aud permanently brought to my 
mind by some months of memorable ex- 
pel iuuje with a bright, happy, wide- 
awake aud marvellously active little 
country boy, who, when the s itislying, 
natural sports of fall and winter were 
over, nutting, coasting, skating aud 
j snow-hut build tug. was like a caged bird, 
] piuiug lor the broad i elds, where there 


was no hindrance to the freest move- 
ment, far aud wide, iu contrast to a 
chafing degree of limitation to tbe 
streets ami bard sidewalks, aud little 
door yards, as he, in untural country 
phrase, thought of them aud called 
them. 

All this, too, is no persoual hobby. I 
wish everybody read, in addition to other 
reading, or instead of some of it, some 
of tbe class of papers which contain a 
summary of tho most important news 
and the best thought of the world, aud 
of which "Public Opinion” is a good ex- 
ample. Iu the number for Nov. 8lh is 
au admirable extract on "The education- 
al value of Play.” It says: ”A little 
over two years ago a groat movemeut iu 
favor of play as au essentia) element iu 
the development of character begun iu 
Germany. A large committee was ap- 
pointed to visit Knglaud to watch Kut- 
iish children, youihs aud meu playing. 
The committee repoited, and tloir 
recommeudutions were circulated. Al- 
ready over four hundred cities aud towns ( 
have opened public playgrounds" some 
of them ut private expense, or hy will, 
"The ‘play leader’ is on dutvou Wednes- 
day aud Saturday afternoons, aud on 
other days from four tw six o’clock. 
Play is better than gymnastics or any 
formal exercises because it is m<>ie 
natural, because it is ti u» s^If-activi y, 
aud because it develops wtiat is neces- 
sary for health and temper, a Live for 
play, aud a play tendency iu character,” 
that is, a tendency to say that it is batter 
to laugh than to either cty or scold. 
That play is better than insipid gymnas- 
tics, which cnly have a little sombhiuce 
of real life pound. d into them by a 
piano, every boy knows, who has built a 
dove.-buu-c or i toy ship, or gathered all 
the apples or ebonies off a tree. 

The bane of too much American play 
is that it is too much organized, is too 
much a wearing business than a true 
recreation, ami too mucu only to beat 
somebody else aud uot for single sport 

Then let US make good, well balanced 
provisions to euaolc each to joyfully say: 


'*In books, and w>rk ani h'initbful play, 

Lei my tlrst year* he past. 

Tbuc I may give for every day 
A good account at last.’”

Located at the junction of Tremont, 
Chandlor and Ferdinand stieeta conven- 
ient for the Columbus avenue station of 
the Boston A* Albany and the Park 
Squaro statiou of the Providence rail- 
road, Its imposing exterior is seen to 
excellent advantage, aud it elevates the 
character of the eutire neighborhood. 
The choice of this site is to be credited 
to the sagacity of Mr. Henry W. Savage, 
to whose enterprise and unremitting 
energy the theatre owes its being. That 
the theatre Las sprung into the amuse, 
ment marvel that it is in the short time 
that lias intervened bespeaks the great 
eat credit for Mr. Savage and other real 
estate men whom he interested in the 
project. 

Niue largo doorways admit to the audi- 
torium from the grand foyer and mez- 
zanine lobbies. The auditorium is broad 
for its depth and the sight lines from the 
corners of the stage describe a very wide 
relative angle, thus assuring a lull view 
of the stage from every seat in the 
house. 

In the selection and placiug of the 
seats comfort has been the desideratum 
above all else. Tho ouen chairs, with 
their massive, beautifully polished cedar 
frames and Pullman plush backs and 
seats, are 22 inches in width, with the 
backs at suah an angle and such form as 
to lend themselves to the most comfort- 
able position that the body cau assume 
while in a sitting posture. The distance 
between the rows is greater than in any 
other playhouse in the city. Patrons of 
the first balcony will weloome the Castle 
Square novelty of not suffering the 
second balcony to projoct over it. 

The grand illuminating feature of the 
Castle Square is the gigautic electrolier 
which spans the mammoth dome above 
the auditorium. This triumph of artist- 
ic conception, exquisite workmanship 
and advanced electrical science, cousists 
of 350 10-candle power electric lights, so 
arranged as to convey the idea of dia- 
monds sparkling in a mammoth brooch, 
exquisitely wrought in gold filagree 
work. It was created by the weliknowu 
Boston house of R. Hollings & Co., 
electric and gas fixture manufacturers. 
Mr. Ilollings, the senior member of the 
firm, is a prominent resideut of this city. 

Another Newton gentleman is interest- 
ed in the make-up of the furnishings uf 
the new theatre. Mr. A. Sidney Bryant, 
head decorator for the Bostou house of 
R. II. White & Co. He designed and 
superintended the hangiug ot all the 
portieres aud draperies, also the drop-act 
curtain. The latter is in Titian pl.ish 
and weighs 450 lbs. It took 10$ yards of 
material. Some idea of the Hue charac- 
ter of the furnishings may be derived 
from tho information that the Graphic 
is enabled to furuisb its readers of oue 
item of expense. The cost of the •em- 
broidery of portieres in the foyer, hung 
at the piincipal entrances to the audito- 
rium, was $200, to say nothing of the 
items for goods, trimmings, making, etc. 
Mr. Bryant's work attracted a great deal 
of attention and the very flattering re- 
marks relative to the beautiful and har- 
monious coloring effects and artistic 
draping would, undoubtedly, have caused 
him a great deal of trepidation; for 
‘*Sid” is a very modest mau. He de 
serves bis word of praise, however, aud 
there seems to have been a disposition 
on the p irt of every one connected with 
the work of constructing aud fitting up 
the theatre worthy of recognition. The 
best efforts were givou and, naturally, 
the best results obtained. 

The mauager of the Castle Square, 
Mr. Edward E Rose, has organized an 
excellent executive staff which includes: 
W. M. Smith, ussUtaut raanagei; Syduey 
Chidley, scenic aitist ; Maxwell Alexan- 
der. assistant scenic artist; Charles 
I/O rage, musical director; William P. 
Edison, stage minager aud carpenter;

clergymen, Charles F. Eddy, the retiring 
president of the society; R. W. Shap- 
leigh, the now president; Rev. I. J. 
Lansing of tho Park Street church, Bos- 
ton and James II. Eaton, president of tho 
Lawrence Savings Bank. 

Music was rendered by the regulnr 
choir of Eliot chuich, assisted by a malo 
quartet. The exercises were of a very 
interesting character, soveral of the New. 
ton clergymen participating, including 
Rev. Dillon Bronson, Rev. George W. 
Shiun and Rev. George E. Merrill. 

Mr. Charles E. Eddy presented the 
president’s report. He said the work of 
the association during the year past had 
been very successful, aud its entire debt 
had been cleared. The total member- 
ship of the association now was 134. 

In conclusion he introduced the new 
president, Mr. Shaplcigh, who in turn 
introduced the chief speaker of the even- 
ing, Rev. Dr. Lansing. 

The subject ot Dr. Lansing’s address 
was, “Is the Young Man Safe?” He 
said among other things: 

“What are the young men in Boston 
tonight? Out of 13,000,(KX) youne men in 
the United States, but 1,000,000 are 
church members, and iu Boston thero are 
10,000 who never go to church. 

“The number of youug men who at- 
tend church is very small. They are iu 
the theatres, in the barrooms and in 
brothels. A vory largo proportion of 
those in the prisons aro young men. 

“Young men are needed for every- 
thing. It was the young man of New 
York who accomplished the recent over- 
throw of conuption, for which we all 
thank God. 

“But all vicious things need young 
men, too. The theatre, the saloon and 
the bouse of iDfamy— these could not 
exist without young men. They need 
their support and patronage. 

“While all these nests of vice are bid- 
ding for young men the church should 
outbid all and gee them. It is the most 
powerful organization in the community. 
If it should rise and strike, the saloou, 
the theatre and the brothel must fall. 

“Make your buildings more attractive 
and offer social inducements to counter- 
act the attractions of the saloon and 
moral inducement and intellectual pleas- 
ures to overcome the attractions of th 
theatres. 

“As long as the church considers it its 
duty to act and look like a tombstone, 
the Y. M. C. A. must attend to the social 
needs of the young man and exert an en- 
larging influence. 

“One of the agencies which helps to 
drag men down is the theatre. The 
church can and must extend its hospi 
tality and offer greater inducements than 
the theaters. The Y. M. C. A. is the 
outpost of the church.” 

Mr. James H. Eiton of Lawrence said 
that in the United States there were 200 
Y. M. C. A. organizations with a mem- 
bership of 300 000 and conducting over 
500 gymnasiums. He desciibed the 
methods ot work in Lawrence and called 
for cordial support of the organization in 
this city.

UK V. CHARLES FERGUSON OF COHASKIT 
FKKACttRS IN QUACK CHURCH. 

Rev. Charles Ferguson of Cohnssett 
pieached last Sunday night, the second 
of four sermons on vital American topics 
which he is to deliver in Grace church. 
The subject of his second sermon was 
It is well to begin life in a humble 
ray.” The heart’s desire of every man, 
said tho preacher, is for a larger, freer 
life. All mannets of crime and all kinds 
of deeds of heroism and saintliness have 
beon committed in the name of liberty. 
But liberty is not to be won through op- 
position to law and order, but by living 
n accordance with them. The world 
talks of plutocracy aud of the rule of 
mouey, hut monev could not rule if 
there were not men ready to offer them- 
selves for sale. The great crime of the 
ago is the willingness of men to sell 
their services aud their abilities for gain. 
Mon who should serve God in nil they do 
staud ready to do auy msi ’s bidding for 
money. Men are too easily tempted by 
glitteriug promises and too ready to for- 
get that one who would do great things 
must begin in a humble way. Christ 
was tempted by Satan with unlimited 
power it he would but how down and 
admit Satan’s supremacy and power, but 
Christ refused and chose Nazareth. 
There have been great emperors, who 
have had rule over great emoires and 
power over the destinies of men, but 
their nanes aro remembered only as 
marks in the march of time. Christ re- 
fused dominion over the world aud chose 
to work iu a humble way, but what he 
did for man still lives. His power is 
ever growing and his name is worshipped 
throughout the world. Men ambitious 
to win fame and to do great things 
should begin by doing common things 
well and by learning to servo instead of 
struggling to be served. Tho most en- 
couraging sign of tho times is found in 
the true inward spirit of what the world 
calls realism. It is the awakening of 
mankind to the appreciation of the fact 
that a hero may work with his hands, 
and that all heroines do not live in fine 
palaces and wear gorgeous raiment. It 
is an awakening to tho true worth of 
humility aud of humble things.

The average mortality has been here- 
tofore about 40 per cent.; with the new 
treatment it is almost nothiug. It will 
thus bo seen that it is oue of the most 
wonderful discoveries in medicine of the 
age.

In view of tho wonderful results of the 
new treatment abroad aud the feaifal 
fatality of the disease, it is to be hoped 
that auti-toxine will be soon accessible 
to physicians aud that the same success 
may he reached iu this couutry. 

Theie have been as yet as fur as we 
know, no cases of diphtheriu treated 
with auti-toxine in Newton and but a 
few ut the City Hospital in Bostou.

KAILWAY HEARING — WEST NEWTON 
SCHOOLHOUAB ORDER— APPOINTMENTS 
BY THE MAYOR— ROUTINE MATTERS. 

An important meeting of the board of 
aldermen was held Monday evening, 
Mayor Fenno in the chair. Various 
matters of importance came up, includ- 
ing a hearing on the petition of the New- 
ton «!fc Watertown Street Railway Com- 
pany for locations for extending its tracks 
through Watertown and Washington 
streets and of the Newton A Boston 
Street Railway Company for permit to 
cross the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
U. R, at grade at Walnut street; the order 
providing for the purchaseof alotof land 
located on Elm, Webster streets and Oak 
avenue; the appropriation budget of 1805, 
numerous orders, petitions, land a large 
amount of routine business. 

The first business was that of appoint- 
ments by the mayor. He read the 
resignation of Mr. Nathan Mosman as 
•city almoner aud overseer of the poor, 
following it with the appointment of 
Mr. S. S. Whitney to fill the vacancy, the 
board having voted to accept Mr. Mos- 
man’s resignation. Mr. Whitney was 
■confirmed. The following appointments 
made by the mayor were also confirmed: 
George P. Hatch, weigher of merchan- 
dise and wood; H. W. Nichol, foreman 
Engine Two company, vice F. H. Hum- 
phrey, promoted assistant chief of the 
fire department; George F. Saunders, as- 
sistant foreman Engine Two company. 

•Concurrent papers were next con- 
sidered. It was voted to temporarily lay 
the order on the table appropriating 
$846,010 for department expenditures of 
1805. 

The adjourned hearing on the petition 
of the Newton & Watertown Street Rail- 
way Co. for oertain locations through 
Washington and Watertown streets and 
of another company to cross the 
Boston & Albany Railroad at grade over 
Walnut street was opened. Mr. Parker, 
president of the street railway company, 
said that Mr. Hoar, counsel for the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad, was not present 
and that it would seem best, therefore, 
to agaiu postpone the hearing. So far 
as the railroad is concern* d, said be, it 
is ready to go on with it. Supt. Holmes 
of the Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Company said that there was a matter 
which the company desired to make a 
statement in connection with the peti- 
tion of the street railway company. Mr. 
J. B. Goodrich, said he, was to appear in 
the interests of the gas comoany, but 
apparently had been delayed. On motion 
of Alderman Bothfeld. the hearing was 
postponed until Dec. 17. 

A petition from S. E. Howard, et al, 
for a cross walk on Hunter street was 
refeired to the committee on highways. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented these 
resolutions of the Garden City Improve- 
ment Society: “Whereas, the grade 
crossing act of 1800 does not provide for 
sufficient protection for the welfare of 
our city aud its inhabitants, 

Resolved, That it is in the interests of 
the City Couucil to petition the uext 
Legislature for the enactment of such 
amendments to the grade crossing laws, 
that when applied to Newton, it will give 
its mayor aod aldermen power to pro- 
tect the interests of the city and the 
welfare of the public. 

Resolved, Tbat further action by the 
'City Council in the appointment of a 
commission under the existing grade 
crossing law would jeopardize the inter- 
ests of the city and its inhabitants, and 
that action should be suspended until 
the inequalities of these laws, as applied 
to the city, are removed. 

Alderman Hamilton presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions and the same were re- 
ceived aud filed : 

Resolved, That <t is the seutiment of 
the Hunnewell Hill Improvement Socie- 
ty that Washington street should be 
widened upon its southerly side, begin- 
ning at P.nk otreet iu Ward Seven to the 
Albany lailroad crossing iu Ward Three, 
and that land from the northerly side 
should be taken only where it is abso- 
lutely necessary in obtaining a width not 
less than 100 feet. * 

Resolved, That in widening that part 
of Washington street lying iu Ward Oue, 
the city should take all of the land east 
of Channing tunnel to Cole's block and 
such part of Cole's block as may be 
necessary to make the street at that 
point not less than 100 feet iu width. 

Resolved, That we desire to urge the 
location of all electric or other passenger 
trackB to the south of the Washington 
street southerly sidewalk, thus leaving 
the roadway clear for driving; also that 
the driveway shall be shielded from the 
railway by trees or Hhrubbery. thereby 
giving a main thoroughfare creditable to 
our city. 

A petition for a fire alarm signal box 
at the corner of Centre street aud Clin- 
ton place was referred to the committee 
on fire department. 

An order w »h adopted, subject to exist- 
ing ordinances and regulations, granting 
locations to the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company for polos and 
wires on Willard street and on Washing- 
ton aud Chestnut streets. 

At tlm point. Alderman Thompson an- 
nounced that Mr. Hoar, couusul for the 
Boston A Albany Railroad Company, 
was present. IJe moved, therefore, that 
the hearing ou the petition of the New- 
tou A Boston Street Railway Company 
for certain locations be re opened. The 
board eo voted. Mr. Horace B. Parker, 
president of the stieet railway co up >ny, 
stated that he had consulted with some 
of the members of the board of aldermen 
and had decided t.o allow the opposition 
to be represented first, the petitioner to 
present its cave at a later dale. 

Mr. Hoar appeared repiest-utiiig the 
Boston A Albany railroad. He com- 
menced by saying that it was rather an 
uuusual position to present a case iu op- 
position before that of the petitioner. 
This, said he, is the third or fourth time 
an attempt has beeu made to get a loca- 
tion across our tracks iu this city. 1 am 
happy to state, lie ooutiuued, that the 
good sense of the city oouucil has pre- 
vailed aud such location up to the pres- 
ent lime has not beeu granted. I shall 
call your atteutiou at the start to a little 
geography. '1'he street railway company 
states that it is to commence in Newton 
ville square aud extend its tracks north- 
erly across the tracks. Now, 1 am a 
little in doubt as to what is comprised iu 
Newtouville square. I find that it abuts 
ou Washington street and lies between 
that thoroughfare aud the tracks of the 
Boston A Albany railroad. 1 do not see 
how they cau commence iu the square 
aud go northerly across the tracks it the 


square docs not extend beyond the B. A | 

A. tracks on the south side. It is always 
stipulated in granting a charter for a 
steam railroad, where it is proposed to 
run across tho tracks of any other rail- 
road, that It should be definitely sttted 
at what point it is proposed to begin, so 
as to show beyond per adventure that 
the intent is to cross over tracks already 
laid. I was informed by Mr. George W. 
Morse, when he was president of the 
Newton Street Rtilwav Company, that 
through the organization of other street 
rail ways it could bo arranged to get across 
the Boston A Albany railroad at Walnut 
street. The company of whioh Mr. 
Morse was president was organized 
under a special legislative enactment, 
and it was provided that it should not 
have the right to cross the tracks of the 

B. A A. at grade except with the consent 
of the railroad commissioners, Mr. 
Morse informed me that the olty of New- 
ton would grant to the street railway 
company anything that it desired. 1 
stated at one of the hearings that Mr. 
Morse had made that statement to me 
and Mr. Morse did not get his looation. 
As to the question of the city’s granting 
the petitions of the Newton A Watertown 
and other companies, admitting that 
it has the power, it is to be hoped that 
it will not exercise it. I oannot con- 
ceive of any worse condition, involving 
danger to life, than tbat of running an 
electric street railway across four steam 
railroad tracks. I am satisfied that the 
street railway company would prefer 
some other way of connecting its lines 
north and south, through the city. The 
question of grade separation, » owever, 
being at present in suoh an unsettled 
state, it probably seems the only way in 
which it could bring about the connec- 
tion desired. 

Tho Boston A Albany Railroad cor- 
poration owns a large amount of proper- 
ty and has in charge the protection of 
the lives of a very large number of 
people every day. It is its duly to pro- 
tect its patrons in every way possible. 
There would be a great deal of difficulty 
in the way of granting a location over 
one track, it becomes mere hazardous 
where there are two and should be im- 
possible where there are four. The Bos- 
ton A Albany Railroad is ready to join 
bauds with the city of Newton in solv- 
ing this grade crossing questiou. I sin- 
cerely hope that soon some satisfactory 
arrangement will be brought about. 
There are only two places where we are 
having any trouble along the entire line.. 
Those are Newton aod Worcester. In 
the latter place, the difficulty in the way 
of progress is a political odo; I don’t 
know what the trouble in Newton is, 
possibly it is geographical. 

I am at a loss to understand where the 
public necessity exists for the location 
over the tracks. Of course, it is for the 
city council to determine. That body 
must decide what the public interests re- 
quire. If it considers the petition of the 
street railway company in tbat spirit, I 
have no doubt that it will do the right 
thing. 

Alderman Bothfeld— Tou stated, Mr. 
Hoar, that the Boston A Albany Railroad 
was ready to enter into any arrangement* 
for the separation of the grades tbat 
might be mutually agreed upon. Does 
tbat mean that the railroad would be 
willing to entertain any other proposi- 
tion looking toward a settlement of this 
grade problem than one providing for 
the elevation of the tracks? 

Mr. Hoar— The road is not bound to 
any plan. Of course, it is supposed to 
know a little more about railroad busi- 
ness than those who have not had ex- 
perience in such enterprises. The separ- 
ating of the grades in Newton is a matter 
that has been gone over very carefully 
and elevation seemed most feasible, be- 
ing favored, in fact, by two of your city 
governments. This question of granting 
a location over steam railroad tracks at 
grade don’t depend at all upon whether 
the separation is accomplished by de 
pression or elevation. 

Alderman Bothfeld— Newton and Wor- 
cester, you say, are the only places where 
the railroad has experienced any diffi- 
culty in making a mutually satisfactory 
arrangement for separation? Has an ar- 
rangement been made with Natick? 

Mr. Hoar— Yes. It is to be accom- 
plished there by depression. There is 
no trouble about depression in a plaoe 
where it can be dono. 

After replying to some further ques- 
tions, Mr. Hoar pointed out some of the 
dangers to be feared from grantiug such 
a location as that asked for. He re- 
ferred to the crossing accident in Wal- 
tham, where an electric car smashed 
through the gates guarding the steam 
railroad ou to the tracks in front of a 
freight train. There was a collision and 
two persons were injured. The accident, 
it was thought, was due to the pranks of 
the electric current. The car had been 
stopped and the motorman says that he 
did not put on the power. How the car 
started no one yet has been able to ex- 
plain. You can’t provide against these 
freaks of electricity. There have been 
accidents at both the Moody street anti 
Beaver Brook crossings of the Fitchburg 
Railroad in Waltham because of colli- 
sions with electric cars crossing over the 
steam railway tracks. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar’s re- 
marks, Mr. John B. Goodrich, counsel 
for the Newton A Watertown Gas Light 
Company, was heard. He said that he 
appeared to request the board to provide 
in the granting of auy additional loca- 
tions to the street railway company that 
there must be no interference with exist- 
ing wires and poles. The gas light com- 
pany. said he, has experienced consider- 
able trouble on account of the contact of 
their wires with the trolly wires. It cau 
be avoided, but up to date, the whole 
burden of expense bus beeu horue by the 
iras company, the street railway people 
refusing to contribute oue ceut. 

There is another mattei which I desire 
to call to tho attention of the city coun- 
cil. It relates to electrolysis, the term 
applied to an underground current of 
electiicity that comes iu contact with 
water aud gas pipes and causes them to 
corrode. The uas pipes have been to 
some extent eaten aud corroded in this 
way and some of the water pipes of the 
city huve also been atTected. (Mr. Good- 
rich Here exhibited some specimens or 
city water pipe that had been eaten aud 
corroded iu the manuer described.) Con- 
tinuing, he said, I merely wish to leave 
this matter in this way. asking the city 
to make some investigation. I have no 
doubt that the street railway company 
would be willing to co-operate with the 
city iu some plan for a remedy of this 
trouble. Perhaps 1 ought to say that the 
pipe shown beie was taken from River 
street aud oomnrises sections connecting 
the house with the water tnaiu. This 
difficulty in Cambridge, I understand, 
was overcome by putting up double over- 
head trolly wire*. 

President Parker of the street railway 
company requested permission to make 
a statement. His request being granted, 
he said that Mr. GoodHoh WM mistaken 
about the putting up of double trolly 
wires to remedy the difficulty of which 
he had spoken. The device used, he 
added, is a heavier copper bond to cou- 
ueot the rail. The trouble in Cambridge 
is due to the wet soil. Iu Newton,

Alderman Thompson— The public pro-

On motion of Alderman Bothfeld the 
hearing was further postponed until 
December 17. 

Following the hearing orders were 
adopted authorizing the laying out of 
Browning road from Oxford road to 
Parker street; authorizing the laying out 
of Suffolk road and Kingsbury street; 
Oxford road from Paul street to Brown- 
ing road; appropriating $2550 from any 
unexpendoa balances to be added to the 
appropriations for these departments, 
poor out of almshouse, $1500; state aid, 
$300; parks and squares. $700. 

Aldermen Roffe presented the follow- 
ing resolutions, adopted by the Ward 
Two Republican caucus, and the same 
were received and filed: Resolved, That 
the expression of the citizens of Ward 
Two in oaucus assembled is that the 
aldermen and council use their influence 
to have Washington street widened on 
the south side and at the earliest possible 
moment. Also resolved— That it is the 
expression of the citizens of Ward Two 
in oaucus assembled that the tracks of 
the Boston A Albauy R. R. be depressed 
through the city of Newton. 

A petition for a street lamp on Bridge 
street was referred to the committee on 
fuel and street lights, one for a conorete 
cross walk on Fairmount avenue was re- 
ferred to the highway committee. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented a peti- 
tion of C. F. Crehore and about 60 other 
residents of Newton Lower Falls request- 
ing the city council to grant the location 
over the tracks of tho Boston A Albanv 
railroad asked for by the Newton A 
Watertown Street Railroad Company. 
The same was received. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$41,200 for department expenses of 
December. 

Tho order appropriating $846,010 for 
department expenditures of 1805 was 
then, on motion of Alderman Bothfeld 
taken from the table. The aldermen 
went into committee of the whole and 
cons dered the items seriatim, Alderman 
Bothfeld in the chair. The only items 
marked were those of public propeity 
and salary of milk inspector. On the 
former, Alderman Bothfeld said tbat the 
finance committee recommended an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 increased by the 
common conncil to $20,000. I think, 
said he, that the amount should stand at 
$15,000. The public property committee 
will not have so many calls for repairs 
next year, be continued, some of the old 
buildings having bden replaced by new 
ones. Engine Three house has been re- 
modelled; the Adams and Claflin school- 
houses put in good condition and a n* w 
scboolbouse put up at Newton High- 
lands. That ought to mean a consider 
able saving in expenses for repairs. I 
am fully aware that $20,000 is nbl too 
much to expend for improvements in the 
public property department, but it was 
found necessary to trim everywhere in 
order to secure a reasonable tax rate and 
no increases should be made unless ab-

don't Ree how we can Ret along with lesH 
than $20,000 The estimate of the in- 
spector of building* for what was Actual- 
ly necessary was $22,000. We were un- 
able thiR year to keep within our appro- 
priation and if we had $50,000 for next 
year.it would not be too much to expend 
on buildings in the city. In fact, it 
would be in the interests of economy to 
do so. 

Alderman Bothfeld— Certainly $15,000 
will be sufficient to run your department 
for six months. If it is shown then that 
more will be required, an additional 
amount can be appropriated. 

Alderman Thompson— I don't like this 
idea Of repairing by piece mepl. It is 
not the right way to do it and not in the 
interests of economy. 

Alderman Hunt— I think that $15,000 
would be sufficient to run the depart- 
ment for six months. It is an indisput- 
able faot, however, that many of the 
buildings are in bad shape. The heating 
apparatus, too, is constantly giving out, 
calling for frequent expenditures. If, 
however, the next city government is as 
kindly disposed in the matter of increas- 
ing department appropriations where the 
necessity is obvious, I should be willing 
to accept Alderman Bothfeld’s view of 
the matter. After some further discus- 
sion, Alderman Hunt moved to make the 
item for public property $15,000 and the 
board so voted. 

On the item for salary of milk inspec- 
tor, Alderman Bothfeld stated that the 
incumbent of that offi se, Dr. Arthur 
Hudson, was unwilling to longer coutinue 
in the place if the remuneration was not 
increased. He informs me, said he, that 
a great deal of labor is involved and 
that this year ho expended $200 for in- 
struments to facilitate his work of 
analysis. He wants $000, at least. I 
think, perhaps, be would consent to con- 
tinue at a salary of $500 and I move to 
increase the item to that amount. He is 
a valuable man and it is for the interests 
of the city to retaiu him. The board 
voted to make the item for salary of milk 
inspector $500 

Alderman Plummer at this point 
brought up the items for assessors and 
clerical assistance in the assessors’ de- 
partment. He read a letter from Mr. C. 
A. Miner stating that if the amounts 
asked for were cut, the amount would 
be insufficient to meet actual expenses 
incurred. Mr. Miner thought it was a 
bad policy to attempt to economize by 
decreasing salary items necessary to 
carry along the work of the department. 
It was voted to increase the item for 
assistant assessors from $1600 to $1000 
and the item for clerical assistance from 
$3000 to $3200. 

At 8.55 o’clock the committee of the 
whole dissolved. The report of the 
same was presented by Alderman Both- 
feld, followed by the adoption of an 
order appropriating $841,810 for depart- 
ment expenses of 1895. The board cut 
down the totnl voted by the common 
council just $4200. It increased three 
items and cut down one. The cut was 
$5000 from the appropriation for the 
public property denartmeut and the in- 
creases figured up $S00. 

An order was passed in concurrence 
adopting the finance committee’s esti- 
mate of receipts for 1895— $222 300; also 
an order providing for an appropriation 
of $18,700, under the special item for 
wideuing, said sum to be raised by a 
ten-year uote. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
location of two oil lamos in Cherry 
place; two gas lamps ou Edinboro; one 
oil lamp on Los Angeles street, 

A petition for a street lamp ooposite 
number 222 Park street from 0. VV. Lor- 
ing, et. al., was referred to the commit- 
tee on street lighting. 

On motion of Alderman Thompson, 
order 16798 was taken from the table. It 
is the famous school bouse land order 
whioh provides for the purchase of a lot 
bounded by Elm and Webster streets 
and Oak avenue. It has been amended 
since the refusal of the common council 
to nou-concur so as to provide that the 
land over and above that required for 
the uses of the school may be sold. 

Alderman Bothfeld said that he should 
not be able to vote for the order. The 
proviso concerning the sale of land, said 
he, mean nothing. It simplr puts the 
matter in more palatable shape to the 
common counoil. The common council 
has considered it a number of times and 
refused to ooncur, and it seems to me 
that it would be useloss to send it back 
again practioally in the same form. The 
city solicitor is considering whether it is 
legal to purchase tbe land with intent to 
sell a portion thereof and provide for the 
payment by the issue of a note. He at 
one time, 1 understand, thought it was 
legal, but today be does not say so. Now 
for these two reasous I should be in 
favor of agaiu laying the order on the 
table. 

Alderman Thompson— If it was illegal 
to sell a portion of this laud. I cannot 
understand why rhe oity solicitor did 
not give us that information some time 
ago. 

Alderman Hoffe— I understand that 
tbe oity solicitor’s poiut is that there is a 
difference in selling land aud buying 
land to sell again. 

Alderman Plummer— 1 raised that 
point before. I don’t thiuk that we can 
raise money by uote for a lot of laud, a 
portion of which we intend to sell. An- 
other thing, it seems clear to me that we 
cannot erect a school bouse ou the site 
proposed witbout antagonizing a large 
number of people. L thiuk it would be 
better for the public property committee 
to select another lot, oue that would be 
more satisfactory to people on both sides 
of the truck. That it seems to me 
would solve tbe difficulty. 

Alderman Hunt pleasantly suggested 
that it might be a good plitu to make the 
alderman from Ward 4 a committee of 
one to seleot tbe lot. After some further 
discussion, on motion of Alderman Both- 
feld, the order was referred to the city 
solicitor requesting him to give his 
opiuiou as to its legality in form drawn. 

Alderman Ruiuery presented a petition 
of the call-men of the tire department 
asking for an increase of $100 per auuura. 
The petitiou was received ami referred 
to tbe lire committee of the uext city 
government. 

At 9.15 o’clock the board adjourned.

NEWTON A. A. ELEVEN WINS FROM LYNN 
—NICHOLS ITS STAR HALF RACK HURT 
-HOI’PY DEFEATS NEWTON HIGH— 
HOME AOOREG A riON FAILED TO SCORE 
— G088IP CONCERNING VARIOUS SPORTS. 


The Lynn foot ball eleven visited 
Newton Saturday and were defeated by 
tbe home playors 20 to 0. 

Lynn had the kiok off, and Foster sent 
the ball to the Athletics’ 20-yard line, 
where Nichols caught it and, aided by 
good interference, brought it back to the 
centre of tbe field. SearB was sent 
through right tackle and guard for a 
gain of three yards, and .Johnson took 
four more through the same place. 
After Nichols had advanced six yards 
through left guard and tackle, Johnson 
struck the other side of the line and 
carried the ball 12 yards nearer goal be- 
fore he was downed. A fumble then 
lost the Athletics eight yards and the 
ball. The visitors failed to advauce the 
ball ou three downs, and Foster dropped 
back to kick. The ball went low, how- 
ever, and nothing was gained by the 
play. The ball was then given to Nich- 
ols, who broke through tbe centre and 
placed it on Lynn’s 15-yard line. An- 
other attack was made on tbe centre by 
Johnson over the line for a touchdown. 
Sears kicked the goal. 

Foster kioked to the Athletic 25-yard 
line. In a series of sbort rushes Johnson 
got 'through the centre and placed tbe 
ball on Lyun’^16 yard line. Nichols 
next took tbe ball through left guard 
and tackle for tbe second touchdown 
for the borne team. Sears failed on 
goal. 

Nichols caught the ball on tbe kick-off 
on the Athletics’ 5-yard line and ad- 
vanced it 20 yards. Johnson tried tbe 
centre for a gain of five yards, and Nioh- 
ols took 20 more arouod tbe left end. 
Johnson dashed through the oentre aud 
carried the ball to tbe visitors’ 15 yard 
line before he was stopped. After Nicb 
old bad placed tbe ball within the 5-yard 
line it went to the Lyuns on downs. 
Upp then made a pretty run around the 
left end for a gain of 30 yards. On the 
next rush tbe Lynns lost tbe ball, and 
Nichols carried it to tbe opponents’ 20- 
yard line. At that point Nichols was 
hurt, and his place was taken by Barton, 
Fitz taking Barton’s place in the line. 
Johuson was pushed over the line for 
another touchdown. Sears again failed 
in the attempt at goal. Time was called 
shortly after this with the hall ia the 
oentre of the field. 

On the kick-off in the second half Fos- 
ter oaugbt and ran 20 yards before ho 
was downed. Four attaoks on the cen- 
tre yielded notbing to the visitors, and 
the ball went to the Athletics od downs. 
Scars took eight yards through the cen- 
tre, and then Johnson kicked. The visi- 
tors at this point improved wouderfully 
in their playing, and without once losing 
the ball carried it to the Athletics’ 25- 
yard line. The Athletics got the ball on 
a fumble, however, aud long runs by 
Barton and Sears carried it to tbe Lynn 
25-yard line** where Barton carried it 
across for the fourth touchdown. Sears 
kicked the goal. It was then quite dark 
and the game was called.

Women upou the Board of School 
Committee. 

Twenty-six years Hince at a Republican 
towu oaucus of Newtou, I had the pleas- 
ure *of introducing a resolution that it 
was the polioy of the Republicans of 
Newtou to elect women upou the school 
board. After an interesting disousslou 
pro and con. in which the late lion. David 
H. Mason, Rev. Francis Tiffauy aud the 
late Geo. E. Allen took part on the affirm- 
ative, the resolution was adopted. 

Two years after, also nt a Republican 
town oaucus held at the Towu House, 
West Newtou, a nominating committee 
was appointed, of whioh the subscriber 
was chairman, which presented the 
names of four ladies, all of whom were 
elected without opposition. 

At present, Newton with double the 
population of 1870, has hut two women 
ou the school hoard, yet so far ns the 
writer is informed, their services have 
been exceptionally acceptable to and 
valued by the commuuity, the teachers 
ami the pupils. 

Unlike many men, women rarely, if 
ever, seek such u position but rather 
shrink from it. That feeliug is to he 
commended iu meu aud iu women. No 
words uro required iu udvooaoy of uu iu 
crease of women ou our Newtou hoard 
by tire intelligent voters of our oity. 
There should be oue able woman iu eaoh 
of our wards upou the committee.

IT NOMINATES BOTH FELD FOR MAYOR- 

PUTS UP TWO NEW CANDIDATES FOR 

SCHOOL HOARD — OPPOSITION CANDI- 
DATES TO CITIZENS’ NOMINEES FOR 

ALDERMEN IN WARDS TWO AND FIVE. 

ITS TICKET MAD < UP PRACTICALLY AS 

ANTICIPATED. 

The Republican Mayorality and Alder- 
manic Convention at City Hall, Tuesday 
evening was a decidedly harmonious 
gathering, the only friotion developed 
being over the choice of candidates for 
the school committee from Ward Two. 

Tbe delegates from Newtonville pro- 
posed to place in nomination two uew 
men, and a lively discussion ensued over 
it, the idea of retiring Mrs. Mary R. 
Martin not being agreeable to some. All 
tbe candidates for the board of aldermen 
endorsed by the Ward Caucuses were 
nominated by acclamation. 

The convention was called to order at 
8 o’clock by Mr. E. B. Wilson of the 
Ward and City Committee. The organi- 
zation was completed by the choice of 
William E. Sheldon as chairman and 
l.euben Forknall of Ward Oue, secretary. 

A committee on credentials was ap- 
pointed by the chair consisting of Geo. 
Bourne, J. Edward Hollis and E. H. 
Mason. They reported that all the 
wards were fully represented. 35 dele- 
gates being present. 

The organization completed, Hon. 
Goiham D. Gilman rose aud said, "I take 
groat pleasure in presenting to the con- 
vention as a candidate for the mayoral- 
ty, the name of a gentleman who has 
already received one nomination. The 
people of Newton have made our work 
easy, for with one unanimous voice they 
have called for the nomination of Aider- 
man Bothfeld. Mr. Bothfeld has beeu a 
faithful, conscientious public servant in 
both grades of the city government and 
now we are ready to reward faithful ser- 
vice by calling him to step higher. I 
nominate Mr. Henry E. Bothfeld of Ward 
Seven.” On motion of Mr. Knight of 
Ward Two, the nomination was carried 
by acclamation. 

Mr. G. D. Gilraau and H. W. B. Dowse 
were appointed a committee of two to 
wait on Mr. Bothfeld aud request his 
presence. 

On mounting tbe platform Alderman 
Bothfold was introduced by tbe chair- 
man as the next mayor, and a shining 
example of the working of civil service 
reform. 

Alderman Bothfeld said iD part: ”1 
fully appreciate the honor you nave con- 
ferred upon me, which I esteem the 
greater, inasmuch as it came unsolicited. 
It will be the endeavor of the uext city 
government, if I may speak for it, to 
give tbe city a business administration. 
No regard will be paid to sections, but 
the endeavor will he to so serve the 
whole people that tbe greatest good will 
result.” 

Tbe chairmen uext called for alder- 
manic nominations. The following 
names were presented by tbe chairman 
of the ward delegations, and were nomi- 
nated by acclamation: Ward One, J. A, 
Hamilton; Ward Two, Louis E.G. Green; 
Ward Three, Geo. P. Bullard; Ward 
Four, Albert Plummer; Ward Five. 
Thomas E. White; Ward Six, Henry D. 
Degen; Ward Seven, Henry Tolraau. 

Willard G. Brackett and Lewis E. 
Coffin were nonii nated for the school com- 
mittee from Ward One by acclamation. 

Ward Two presented the names of 
James L Richards and Charles F. Avery. 
Mr. Gilman of Ward Two thought the 
mature woman, Mrs. Mary R. Martin, 
who had represented the ward and the 
parents of the city, should be given a re- 
uomiuation. There should, he said, be 
another woman on the hoard with Mrs. 
Davis from Ward Three. 

On motion of S. A. D. Sheppard the 
Ward Two noroiuatious were laid cn the 
table. 

Mr. Knight of Ward Two said that Mr. 
Avery was a prominent business man of 
Boston, and had children in the Newton 
schools. He was in all respects a suit- 
able roan for the position. The school 
board at this time with the immense 
amount of money it was to spend should 
bo made up of business men. He had 
nothing against Mrs. Martin, who was a 
very much overworked woman. There 
was a feeliug in Newtouville that the 
children were overworked, and that a 
change in methods was necessary. 

Mr. H. W. Parker said that the feeliug 
in Ward Two was that busiuess men 
were wanted on the school board. The 
change was wanted immediately. He 
thought the wishes of the ward should 
be respected by the convention. 

Mr. Gilman thought twelve business 
meu enough in the board. The mothers 
should be represented also. 

Mr. H. F. Ross said that for 20 years 
Republican caucuses had respected thu 
wishes of the ward delegations. The 
ward had beeu dissatisfied with its rep- 
resentation for three years, and a change 
was desired. Mr. Richards aud Mr. 
Avery were the choice of the ward. Mr. 
A. F. Luke thought the wishes of the 
Ward Two delegation should be respect- 
ed. Mr. Samuel Ward made some re- 
marks in explanation of the business 
polioy of the school board. 

The nominations were then taken from 
the table, and were sustained by the con- 
vention by a vote of 29 to 4. 

Mr. George Adams was nominated from 
Ward Four to fill the unexpired term of 
Colon S. Ober, and at 8.50 the couvoutiou 
adjourned.

From Ward Five the contestants aro 
Dr. Thompson, the present alderman, 
who has been ronominated by tho Citi- 
zens, and Mr. Thomas E. White, who is 
a successful business man of Boston. 
As one lives in Upper Falls and the other 
at the Highlands, thoro will probably be 
a hot contest in the ward, but I)r. 
Thompson has many friends throughout 
the city, while Mr. White is uot so well 
known, not haviug been in office be- 
fore. 

In Wards One, Three, Four, Six aud 
Seven, both parties havo united on the 
same candidates, and with only one can- 
didate for Mayor, all the fuo will be 
concentrated on the two alderroanio con- 
tests, the school committee contests 
from Wards Two and Four, and tho 
scattering local fights over members of 
the Common Council. 


FOR SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Newton has the unusual distinction, 
this year, of having only one candidate 
for the chiof office in the oity, for the 
reason that his fitness for the place was 
so apparent that ho was selocted by all 
parties. It is also a great honor for 
Alderman Bothfeld, and he has fairly 
earned it by his able and impartial 
course as a member of the city council. 

It reflects credit on both pai ties in this 
city, also. The Republicans were the 
first to bold their caucuses, although 
their convention was not held till this 
week, but the caucuses gave notice of 
their intention to give a unanimous 
nomination to Mr. Bothfeld. Politics 
were disregarded, as they should be iu a 
city election, aud fitness and the best in- 
terests of the city were the only ques- 
tions considered. If the Republicans of 
Newton follow tho same policy io regard 
to future city elections, they will no 
lodger bave cause to mourn a defeat at 
the polls, as they have done so ofteu in 
the past. 

The Citizens Convention, although 
hastily called, and open to every one 
who desired to attend, followed the same 
patriotic course, and gave evidence of 
the able leadership that has so ofteu 
characterized that organization, by vot- 
ing to nominate Mr. Bothfeld. A mass 
convention is uot always ao easy one to 
handle, but in the one last Saturday 
night it was evident that Mr. Bothfeld’s 
friends were in an overwhelming 
majority. 

The reasons for the selection of this 
par^cular candidate are evident enough 
to those who have studied city affairs. 
There are questions to be decided which 
bave been hanging over the city for 
years, and which ought to be pushed 
through without further delay. People 
believe that Mr. Bothfeld is the man to 
do it, and therefore fie has been chosen. 
The two most important questions ate 
the wideniug of Washington Btreet aud 
the doing away with grade crossings. 
The long delay has been of serious in- 
ury to the city, improvements of all 
kinds, which were contemplated, have 
been delayed, a number of people have 
been killed on the grade crossings, and 
one of the most valuable officials a city 
ever had lost his life on account of the 
delay in widening the street. 

The properly on the south side of 
Washington street has been in a very un- 
certain state, no one knew whether to 
make any improvements or not, n<> leasts 
could be given, and the uncertainty has 
been very aggiavating. The Newton ville 
Associates, after waiting for months 
without seeing any indication of action 
being taken, dually weut ahead and put 
up their block on the corner of Waluuj 
street, and in other ways the proposed 
widening has beeu made much more ex- 
pensive by the delay. The grade cross- 
ing question is so intimately connected 
with the widening of Washington street 
that it could hardly be considered 
separately, aud it is no wonder that the 
people have grown tired of the delays, 
uud bave unanimously made up their 
minds to choose a mayor who will act, as 
they waut both of these questions settled. 


Mr. J. T. Langford declines the honor 
of the nomination for member of the 
school committee from Ward One, aud 
the Republicans havo nominated Mr. 

Lewis E. Coffin, who has served on the 
board before, while President of the 
Common Council, so that the delegation 
from Ward One will be Messrs. W. G. 

Brackett and Lewis E. Coflin. 

From Ward Two there are four candi- 
dates. as that ward has such a lively 
public spirit that it always desires to 
make city elections interesting. Tho 
old members, Mrs. Mary R. Martiu and Mr. 

Wallace E. Boyden were renominated by 
the Citizens, aud tho Republican Con- 
vention, after a warm contest, nominated 
C. F. Avery and J. L. Richards, so that 
every one can exercise his own judgment 
in making his ballot. The plea used in 
the convention for making tho change, 
was that more business men were needed 
on the school board, men who would 
look more closely after expenses, and it 
was also said that at present there is too 
much cramming of the school children 
with unnecessary things. If any change 
could interfere with the constantly grow- 
iug school expenditures people would 
gladly vote for it. The uew nominees are 
aciive business men, who bave shown 
that they can manage their own business j Flood., 
successfully, and Ward Two seems to de- Jenn 
sire a change. 

From Ward Four to succeed Mr. Ober, 
the Citizens have nominated Mr. Henry 
P. Talbot, and the Republicans, Rev. 

Geo. M. Adams, neither of whom are 
very well known in the city.

A Railroad Improvement. 

[Boston Herald.] 

The Boston A Albany Railroad Co. 
has mado a decided Improvement in its 
system by its reoent change of time-table 
in increasing the speed of a number of 
its suburban trains, especially those on 
the circuit line. A ehango of this kind 
hns been cailod for for a long time past, 
as it was manifest, considering the dis- 
tance, that tho speed given was hardly 
of a character that entitled the service to 
be iuoluded undor the namo of rapid 
transit. By the present running schedule 
tho timo from Boston to Newton Centro 
has been reducod, for express traius, to 
10 minutes, which constitutes a saving of 
nbout four minutes from the former 
time-table, aud the timo ou the trains 
stopping at the local , stations lias been 
reiuced in corresponding proportions. 
Tho Boston «fc Albany is hampered in its 
service from the fact that what is 
equivalent to a six-track road two miles 
out of town is reduced to a two-track 
road for a mile out from its main sta- 
tion, where the demand upon its track- 
age is greatest. If it oan succeed iu 
overcoming this difficulty — that is, hav- 
ing tho most track room where the de- 
mand is greatest— oan decrease its fares 
and increase the number of its trains — 
which would be in harmony with its 
recent improvement — it can greatly 
benefit its patrons, and in our opinion 
secure in the way of profits, through a 
great increase in patronage, quite as 
much as, and perhaps more than, it is 
making at the present time; that is, the 
immense aggregate of gain whioh comes 
from oarryiug out the theory of a large 
business and small profits is the one 
which in the future will govern the 
operations of the most successful trans- 
portation corporations.

It has also been 
the means of preventing the spread of 
disease. Quite likely each oue who 
reads this has been saved the danger of 
contagion because the Hospital cared 
for those who were a menace to tlie 
health of others. It is a small return, 
then, to put in a check for a hundred 
dollars or a bank bill of good size next 
Sunday. Tho committee ask for $10,000. 

That amount would enable the tiustees 
to end the year entirely free from debt.

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CITIZENS’ MASS CONVENTION. 


"'THE PARTY AO AIN IN THE FIELD WITH 
A TICKET— HOTHFKLD NAMED FOR 
MAYOR — A I. DERM ANIC AND OTHER 
NOMINEES— NOS PARTISAN MOVE- 

MENT, P* 18 SAID. FAILED TO FULFIL 
ITS MISSION— THE PROCEEDINOS IN DE- 
TAIL. 

After a temporal y retirement from 
municipal politios, the Citizens’ move- 
ment has taken a new lease of life and 
once more makes ir-s Appeal to that class 
of citizens in our community who be- 
lieve in non-partisanship in selecting 
candidates for the various responsible 
positions connected with the mangement 
and routine of city affairs. Its loadeis 
assert that the Non-Partisan movement, 
so called, which sprung into existence 
for the avowed purpose of sweeping 
away party lines and the disagreeable 
features of campaign work involved in 
contests of a decidedly lively character, 
has failed utterly to fulfil its mission. 
More than that, it is asset ted that the 
people have no confidence in it, believ- 
ing that those chiefly interested had no 
Teal intention of carrying out anything 
in the interests of the people as a whole. 
It did not, it is stated, keep its promises, 
but instead betrayed tbe trust of that 
element in tbe old Citizens’ party that 
was drawn into the new movement by 
its specious promises and cleverly con- 
cocted, although purely visionary, plans 
of improvement. 

It was decided only a few days ago to 
call a Citizens’ convention, it having 
been demonstrated clearly enough that 
the Non-Partisan movement 1ms passed 
away, from insufficient nourishment or 
for some other cause. It was announced 
for last Saturday evening and tbe attend- 
ance proved conclusively that the party 
of so many popular successes was still 
in touch with the masses. The City 
Hall was well filled and much of the old 
spirit of enthusiasm was manifested. 

Mr. Edwin O. Childs called the con- 
vention to order shortly after 8 o’clock. 
He commenced by saying that it was a 
matter of congratulation that so many of 
the citizens of Newton had gathered in 
response to the call. We must rejoice, 
he added, that there is so much lile and 
spirit left in the Citizens’ movement. A 
year ago, it will be remembered, numer- 
ous Republicans decided to call Non- 
Partisan caucuses, the idea being to 
carry out the purpose of the old Citizens’ 
movement in selecting the best men for 
the municipal offices without regard to 
their party affiliations. Many identified 
with the Citizens’ movement joined 
bands with their Republican brethren in 
an effort presumably desigued to accom 
plish the very thing that the Citizeim’ 

E arly bad steadfastly maintained as 
eiug in accord wi<b public seDtiment 
and a just method of popular goverment. 
There were those, however, who took no 
stock in the promises of tbe Republicans, 
believing that the past history of city 
politics bad demonstrated their inability 
to shake off party lines and unite with 
citizens of other shades of political be 
lief in a common movement in tbe best 
interests of tbe whole people. It appears 
that their judgment was well formed. 
The NoD-Pnrtisan movement has turned 
out to be the creature of designing 
politician?, chiefly interested, apparently, 
in causing the destruction of the Citi 
zens’ party. It is not surptisiug, there- 
fore, that after making its nominations a 
year ago aud th n immediately stripping 
off its mask, that it died a natural death. 
But with that death, let me remind you, 
there were rejoicings, for it was believed 
that the Citizens’ party hai been bottled 
up for all timo. 

It was right there the mistake was 
made. The Citizens’ party is not dead. 
It has come to the front again this year 
and will put a ticket iuto the field ahead 
of that of the Republicans, sxnetbing 
that it never did before iu its history. 
We must rally around that ticket, stand 
iug shoulder to shoulder in this fight, as 
in those that have preceded it. There 
can be no doubt that the result will be 
the same. I will now proceed, said Mr. 
Child?, to read the call of this conven- 
tion. It provides for tbe nomination of a 
candidate for mayor, candidates for tbe 
board of aldermen and the common 
couocil from each ward and candidates 
for the school board from Wards One and 
Two for the regular term and from Ward 
Four for an unexpired term, due to the 
resignation of Mr. Colon S. Ober. 

The first business of this couveutioo is 
that of 'he choice of a permanent chair- 
man. You will please proceed to nomi- 
nate. 

Maj. W. F. Lawreuce claimed the at- 
tention of tbe chair immediately follow 
ing the above remark, pltciug the name 
of Mr. William J. Follett before the 
convention. Mr. Follett was chosen 
chairman by unanimous consent and pro 
c-eded down the aisle to the desk amid a 
storm of applause that showed con- 
clusively that everybody was satisfied 
that the right man had beeu chosen to 
preside over the deliberations of the 
meeting. In assuming the chair, Mr. 
Fcllett remarked that he was one who 
had b eu welcomed back to the raoks of 
the Citizeus’ party. A year ago with 
others interested in the old Citizens' 
party, Haid he, I went iuto the movement 
supposed to be iu the interests of Nuu- 
Partisan politic* in municipal affairs. It 
seemed to me. he continued, that quest- 
tious atfnctiug local government had uo 
connection with matters of state or 
uatiouul import, over which groups of 
voters iu i he Commonwealth aud couutry 
are divided ou lines of party policy. Iu 
a word, I am a believer in absolute Nou- 
Partisanship iu muuicipal affairs. All 
that we require in Newtou is the prac- 
tical conduct of affairs ou sound business 
principles. It is a matter of no conse 
queiice what the mao in a municipal 
office may think of the policy of the two 
great or the lesser parties, if iu the ad- 
ministration of city affairs he evidences 
prudence, justice aud a determination to 
protect the interests of the tax payer 
aud that of the city. 

It was for such reasons as these I haye 
outlined that 1 have been a supporter of 
tbe Citizeus’ movement. In a city like 
Newton, free from jobbery, the only 
necessary qualification of a man for any 
office iu the gift of the people should be 
that of good oitizeuship. lie should 
simply be a man worthy of trust and con- 
fidence. If lie answers that desideratum, 
what matters it about his politics? 

We are here tonight, geutlumeii, not for 
the purpose of selecting a ticket iu op- 
position to any ticket, but to place iu 
nomination the best set of meu we can 
find for these various city ofli -os. Wo 
want meu ul Muud business judgment 
aud integrity, competent to give us a 
good return for the large sums we pay iu 


taxes into the city treasury. Newton is 
going through an important formative 
process, and much of the future welfare 
of tho Garden City depends upon tho 
wise administration of its nfTairs. Wo 
have no axes ro grind. Lot us select for 
theso offices the men best Adapted to fill 
them. The Citizens’ movement this yenr 
begins a reuowal of its past succosaes. 

1 don’t believe that in this city again any 
other party will rise up in opposition to 
strict party caucuses except the ooo that 
you are hero tonight to perpetuate. 
(Applause.) 

And now in oonolusion, said Mr. Fol- 
lett, let mo express the hope that the 
business of this convention will be trans- 
acted in a business-like manner and as 
speedily aa possibly. The choice of a 
secretary is now in otder. 

Mr. A. C. Mudge war nominanted for 
secretary, bin declined to serve, Messrs. 
Asa Jewitt, T. B. Fitzpatrick and G. L. 
Chandler having also declined, Mr. F. H. 
Howes was named for the position and 
elected to the same. 

Tho organization having been com- 
pleted, M j. Lawrence moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee from each 
ward, to be nominated from the floor, to 
retire and bring in a list of nomiueea for 
the variwus municipal offices under the 
oall. 

Mr. T. B. Fitzpatrick moved an amend- 
ment, providing that the nominations 
for tbe wards be made by tho residents 
of the ward. The amendment was ac- 
cepted by Maj. Lawrence and in that 
shape passed by the convention. An- 
other amendment proposed by Mr. E. W. 
Uedpath increasing the nominating com- 
mittee from three to five failed of adop- 
tion. Mr. Fitzpatrick was reenguized by 
the chair at this poiut. He stated that, 
in bis judgment, it seemod desirable to 
afford the convention ‘ome opportunity 
of discussing and expressing preferences 
for mayor, and moved that thirty minutes 
bo allowed for that purpose. Tbe chair 
ruled that the motion was out of order, 
inasmuch as the convention had voted 
authorizing a committee to bring in a 
list of nominees. 

Mr. E. O. Childs, in reference to Mr. 
Fitzpatrick’s proposition, said that the 
committee had no power to bring in a 
list of candidates for the various offices. 
It could only report a list of nominees, 
subject to the ratification or rejection of 
the convention. He thought, however, 
that the committee should have power to 
nominate candidates for the common 
connoil, as that was a matter in which 
the ward was alone interested. He 
moved that the committee of each ward 
be given power to nominate its candi- 
dates for the common council. Mr. Gor- 
ham moved as an amendment that each 
ward be given power also to nominate 
its candidate for the board of aldermen, 
as that was a matter, too, in which tbe 
ward was chiefly interested. Mr. Childs 
did not agree with Mr. Gorham in the 
matter of aldermen, on the ground that 
the choice of candidates for the upper 
branch of the city couocil was a matter 
for the convention to decide. In regard 
to the common council candidates, he 
said, the convention could not legally 
place them in nomination. 

Mr. Bruce R. Waio thought that the 
voteis present from the ward interested 
bad a legal right and should be allowed 
the privilege of ratifying or rejecting the 
nominees of the committee for the com- 
mon council. Mr. P. A. McVicar sup- 
ported Mr. Ware in that oDinion. It 
was voted finally that all nomiaatious by 
the committee must be made subject to 
the ratification or rejection of the con- 
vention. 

w Tbe choice of a nominating committee 
was next proceeded with and tho selec- 
tions made in conformity to the wishes 
of the voters of the various wards. The 
committee retired and brought in its re- 
port about tweuty minutes later It was 
presented by its obairmau, Mr. J. R. 
Smith, as follows :

On the vote, Dr. Thompson provoil 
practically to bo the unanimous choice 
of tho convention, only four gentlemen 
getting up to bo counted for Mr. White. 
I)r. Thompson’s nomination was theu 
made unanimous. 

There was no opposition to tho rest of 
the ticket and tho committed)’* nominees 
throughout were made tho candidates of 
tho convention for tho various offices 
under the call. 

The chairman of the convention, Mr. 
Follett, was authorized to appoint a 
ward and city committee, notices of 
selection for that body to be sent out 
later. Tho provision was mado that th- 

ard delegation should have power to 
fill vaoAnoies in its number. 

Mr. J. W. Hahn offered the following 
resolution: Resolved, That our candi- 
dates, if elected, shall do all in their 
power to favor legislation for the de- 
pression of tho Boston «fe Albany rail- 
road tracks through the Newtons, and 
that it is the sense of this convention 
that depression should be effected at 
whatever cost or sacrifice to the city. 

Tbe resolution failed of adoption, it 
being regarded ss too sweeping. It was 
regarded as inexpedient to bind candi- 
dates on that question. There is a pros- 
pect of a change, too in the grado oross- 
ug law, evidently framed iu the inter- 
ests of the railroads without much re- 
gard for the people and giviug them no 
considera'ion whatever in the question 
of damages. Under the circumstances, 
with possible alterations of the law and 
consequent new provisions, it was 
thought best to await developments. 

The convention at 10 05 o'clock ad- 
journed.

The nomination of the committee for 
mayor was ratified. 

The committee’s nominations for 
aldeimen met first with opposition when 
Ward Two was readied. Mr. O. F.

The convention refused 
its assent by a vote of 38 to 32. These 
figures, by the way, give uo idea of the 
number of voters present, as a large 
number did not take part in tbe ballot- 
ing. 

The next move antagonistic to the 
nominating committee was in evidence 
when the name of Alderman Thompson 
was reached. A motion was made, sub- 
stituting therefor that of Thomas E, 
White. 

Mr. Edwin O. Childs expressed the 
hope that the convention would vote it 
down. Alderman Thompson, said be, is 
a man of experience and has been a 
valued and faithful servant of the people. 

Maj. Lawreuce said that he had beeu 
informed by the city clerk that Dr. 
Thompson had stated that he would not 
accept a re-nomination. 

Mr. Childs— Dr. Thompson informed 
ine that if the nomination came to him 
through the proper channel, the citizens’ 
couveutiou, he woul 1 accept it. Rumors 
have been started before by officials high 
in authority to steer people off the track. 
If this convention nominates Dr. Thomp- 
son, lie will run and he will be elected. 
[Applause, j 

Mr. Timothy O’Leary— I hope that Dr, 
Thompson will be nominated. He has 
performed his duty faithfully and iu the 
intmests of the tax payers. 

Mr. J. B. Smith— Although recogniz- 
ing Dr. Thompson’s services, I trust that 
Mr. White will receive the uomiuatiou 
of this couveutiou. lie is a resident of 
the Ilighluuds, aud it seems to me that 
it is a section of the oity entitled to rep- 
resentation. 

Mr. Gustavus Ulmer— Dr. Thompson 
i« chairman of the public property com 
mittee.

Mr. Johnson's Conservatories. 

Bridgewater, Mass., Nov. 20, 1894. 
To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

A visit to the Bridgewater conserva- 
tories on Main street proved so interest- 
ing to the writer that he begs leave to 
offer a short description of the buildings 
and more especially a description of tbe 
fiowers, which are so successfully culti- 
vated by Mr. J. J. Johnson, a former 
resident of Thorutou street, Newton. 

Some three years ago, after a careful 
consideration of locations for green- 
houses, Mr. Johnson arrived at the con- 
clusion that this place would furnish him 
an excellent site, with good soil, and the 
other necessary conveniences. The 
choice indeed proved a good one, for it 
presents advantages along nearly every 
desired line. 

Although twenty-seven miles from the 
Hub, yet it is possible to ship fiowers to 
that market by train, in less time than is 
required to transport them over the road 
from Newton to Boston. In addition to 
that market, Mr. Johnson finds a good 
market at Brockton, sjme eight miles 
distant on the direct line to Boston, to 
gether with n local trade which includes 
the furnishing of the State Normal 
School with fiowers and potted plants 
for decoration. 

At the above mentioned time, the pro- 
prietor erected five greenhouses, each 
105 feet in length, with two wings, a 
cold storage chamber, aud an office and 
boiler room. These were built in a first 
class manner in every respect, with excel- 
lent means for heating, ventilatiug and 
fumigating. 

The houses are arranged, alrernatoly, 
high and low, so that it is possible to 
secure the greatest amount of sunlight 
throughout the day. They are also so 
joined as to leave a spacious gutter be- 
tween each house to carry off the rain 
and melted snow, aud to afford a means 
of access for the repair of the houses. 
This extensive area of glass has sinoe 
been increased by two more houses of 
tbe same length as tbe others, oue hav- 
ing been built on either side of the first 
five. 

The proprietor intended on the erec- 
tion of the buildings to devote them 
to the growing of roses, with the excep- 
tion of a limited number of pinks, for 
tbe wholesale trade, but it was found 
ouite necessary to introduce a few other 
(lowers, such as violets, heliotrope, Ger- 
man stocks, mignonette, etc., for the 
local trade. 

The flowers raised here have uover 
fallen far short of the best, and in the 
height of the rose season last year the 
American Florist credited them as being 
tbe best sent into the Boston maiket. 

Tbe plants at the time of writing pre- 
sent a spectacle which one could scarce- 
ly conceive of being surpassed. One 
might well use his whole vocabulary of 
extravagaut adjectives in attempting to 
describe the sight, aud even then tbe 
reader would come as far short of Hbing 
able to imagine their beauty, as he 
would if he tried to imagiue the dis- 
tance that our evening star, the planet 
Mars, is from our terrestrial sphere at 
the present moment. 

Some 10, (KM) roses, including BrideB, 
Catherine Mermets, Bridesmaids, Papa 
Gontiers and Meteors are at present in a 
most thriving condition, with a heavy 
foliage, and are putting forth their 
second crop of the season, which will 
have attained its best iu time for the 
holiday trade. 

Nearly two houses of carnations scud 
forth a fragrance, wbiob when mingled 
with that of the heliotrope, is eutirely in- 
expressible. Among the several varie- 
ties of pinks may be noticed that new 
variety, the Daybreak, which is of a 
beautiful shade of deep pink, the Grace 
Holder, the Mrs. Fisher aucl the E. II. 
Hill. 

But what might well be left uutil 
the last for the sake of climax is the de- 
scription of the chrysanthemums. About 
4000 of these plants stock ono of the 
uew hoiiies, and the sight furnished by 
them is something magnificent. 

On (list entering the house, one is al- 
most dazed at the sight, for nothing 
short of a chrysanthemum show, which 
would contain the cream of many grow- 
ers, could begin to compare with it. 
Naturally the rich colors of the huge 
blooms would attract the attention, as 
they blended in most delightful harmony, 
but one could not fail to recoguizo that 
the effect produced depended largely on 
the beauty of the dense green foliage 
which furnished such a handsome back- 
ground. Here may be seen the Minnie 
Wattamaker, the Ivory, the Mrs. Jerome 
Jones, tho W. II. Lincoln, the J. (J. 
Vaughan, the Pelican, the Hicks Arnold, 
the II. L. Sauderbrauch, a uew variety of 
this year’s production, aud the Goldeu 
Wedding, which has beeu considered to 
be nearer perfection under the cultiva- 
tion of Mr. Johnson than uuy of that 
variety ever grown before.

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WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. | 

HEARING BEFORE BOTH URAVCltKft OK 
TUB CITY COUNCIL— UNANIMOUS 8KNTI- 
MKNT IN FAVOR OF A THOKOUG HF A UK 
AT LEAST ON F. III NDIIKD KKKT WIDE— 
WEST NEWTON RCUOOLIIOUSK I. AND 
ORDKH ILLEGALLY DRAWN— ROUtlNK 
MATTKR8. 


There can be no doubt concerning 
public sentiment in the matter of widen- 
ing Washington street. The residents of 
the city are positively in favor of the im- 
provement. This was demonstrated con- 
clusively enough at the hearing before 
both branches of tho city council Mon- 
pay eveniug. An audience that com- 
pletely filled tho City Hall declared un- 
mistakably in favor of a thoroughfare, at 
least 100 feet in width. It seemed to bo 
the unamious opinion of those present, 
too, that the improvement should begin 
at Park street and be carried through to 
the Boston & Albany railroad crossing 
in West Newton, taking all the land on 
the south side between the present street 
line and the B. A- A. tracks. 

The board of mayor and aldermen as- 
sembled at 7.20 o’clock. 

Mrs. Mary J. Houghton notified the 
board of a claim for damages of $3000 
against the city, and Katie J. Farrar 
claimed damages for injuries received on 
Cook street. Both petitions were re- 
ferred to the committee on claims. 

Jeremiah Lacy, J. McGrath, W. B. 
Sullivan and William Wadsworth were 
appointed speoial police officers. 

A communication was received from 
the city solicitor, giving it as his opin- 
ion that the order for the proposed land 
urchase for the West Newton school- 
ouse lot was illegally drawn. He said 
that the money raised by loan could not 
be devoted for the purchase of land for 
anything except public uses. 

At 7.30 o’clock tho common council 
was notified that the time of the hearing 
had arrived. Both boards soon after ad- 

i ourned to tho upper hall where Mayor 
r enno declared the hearing opened at 
7.45 o’clock. 

To facilitate an intelligent understand- 
ing of the highway committee’s proposi- 
tion for the Washington street widening 
a large plan was shown indicating the 
land to be taken on the north and south 
sides. 

Mr. E. W. Gay was the first speaker. 
He presented resolutions of the Garden 
City Improvement Sooiety recommend- 
ing that in the widcuiug such plans be 
adopted as would biing about the great- 
est benefit to the city, liberal in their 
scope rather than restrictive, the cost to 
be secondary to the attainment of that 
most to be desiied — the securing of a 
safe and convenient public thoroughfare 
providing for preseut need and future re- 
quirements. Mr. Gay said that the mat- 
ter had been fully discussed. The senti- 
ment was strongly iu favor of taking the 
laud on the south side. It also favored 
the taking of more land between the 
present street line and the 15. & A. rail- 
road tracks. What would be the ex- 
pense, said he. addressing the mayor, of 
taking all the land on the south side 
west of Walnut street? 

Mayor Fenno— The estimated coat of 
taking the land as uow proposed by the 
highway committee is $275, U00. To take 
all the laud on the south side, the cost 
would be increased $125,000. 

Mr. Giy — I think it would be a wiser 
policy for the city to take ail the laud 
and get a wide street, especially as the 
additiou iu cost is not a very large item. 

Mr. Walter U. Laweon presented the 
following resolutions of the Hunuewell 
Hill Improvement Association: 

Resolved, Thar, it is the sentiment of 
the Muunewell Hill Improvement Society 
that Washington street should be 
widened upon ifc-t southerly side, begin- 
ning at Park street iu Ward S^von to the 
Albany railroad crossing in Ward Three, 
and that laud from rhe northerly side 
should be taken only where it is abso- 
lutely necessary iu obtaining a width not 
less than 100 feet. 

Resolved, That in widening that part 
of Washington street lving iu Ward One, 
the city should take all of the land east 
of Chauuiog tunnel to Cole’s block and 
such part of Cole’s block as may be 
necessary to make the street at that 
point not less thau 100 feet in width. 

Resolved, That we desire to urge the 
locatiou of all electric or other passeu- 
gtsr tracks to the south of the Washing- 
ton street soutberl} sidewalk, thus leav- 
ing the roadway clear for dnviug; also 
that the driveway shall be shielded from 
the railway by trees or shrubbery, there- 
by giving a main thoroughfare credit- 
able to our city. 

The above resolutions, said Mr. Law- 
son, were passed at a largely attended 
tuuetiug of the society. Chairman Botb- 
feld of the highway committee was 
present, he added, and explained the 
plan of that body. The committee’s 
plau is all right as far as it goes, but it 
cl m’t go far enough. It is a mistake to 
begiu iu the middle ot a highway to wtdeu. 
The improvement should commence at 
Park street and the thoroughfare should 
bo laid out through Wards One and 
Seven at least 100 feet wide. These 
two wards have increased iu valuation a 
gieal deal and have had less beu tit from 
improvements thau other sections of the 
city. We don’t ask lor a new boulevard, 
but we do feel that the city is called up- 
on to expend sufficient to put the main 
square iu Newton iu better shape. Com- 
pared with Newton Centre, with its at- 
tractive and well urrauged bail lings, oue 
needs no more convincing arguments of 
possibilities of improvement. The New- 
ton Mj nre now reflects no credit on the 
city or i'k inhabi auts. The main street 
runs plump up against a ten foot drug 
sli >p uni me character and situation of 
the bn i id tugs iu the vicinity are far from 
ib si i ib e. The feeling is, too, that the 
shops and industries at the foot of IIuu- 
ne sell Hill should be taken away; also 
Central House, engine house and ad- 
jacent buildings so as to give a good en- 
trance to the square and enable a 
straightening of the uow crooked street. 

All the laud should be taken between 
Cole’s block and (Jhuuuing tunnel and all 
of Cole's block that is utcessary tor the 
straightening and proper widening of 
the street. It lias been said that the coal 
yard above Bellevue street ottered some 
obst roles. They should uot, iu my judg- 
meut, interfere with carryiug out the 
plau of a wide, safe ami attractive 
thoroughfare. No half way measures 
should be takeu. The improvement 
should be made as thorough as possible. 
The freight yards, if there is trouble 
there, could ho obtaiued through special 
legislation if thut was found necessary. 
The citizens of Wards oue and Seveu 
favor a street 100 feet wide and believe 
also that the improvement should be 
treated iu a broad and libetai manner. 
[Applause.] 

Mi. Jnbu T. Langford— 1 heartily en- 


dorse the remarks made by Mr. Lawson. 

I think that the widening should be 
thorough aud that it should begin at 
Park street. I believe in taking every 
foot of land west of Cole’s block to 
Greenwood avenue. The universal 
sentiment of Newton on this question to- 
day is, what, you do. do it right. You 
will make no mistake in taking every 
foot of land, whether it belongs to the 
railroad, business block or the coal 
yards. I voico the sentiments of the 
Garden City Improvement Society and, 
of every citizen of Newton when I say 
that in tho treatment of this subject 
tho city should be brond and liberal. 
The buildings surrounding tho square in 
Newton now are anything but a credit to 
the city. Tho condition will pot be im- 
proved until the east section below the 
bank is improved as it should be. I 
notice that the soction between Adams 
stroet and Harvard street is marked out 
as reserved on the map. All tho land, I 
think, along the line of the street should 
he under the control of the city. Legis- 
lation may be necessary to secure it, but 
the question of procuring that legisla- 
tion ought not to retard the progress of 
tho work. Tito boulevard commission 
appointed two years ago reco emended 
on tho grounds of reasonable oonven- 
ionco and safety that Washington street 
be laid out to a uuiform width of 75 feet. 
We don’t want reasonable convenience 
and safety ; wo want absolute convenience 
aud safety. | Applause.] We shall have 
a street 100 feet wide at least. 

Mr. Langford next referred at some 
length to tbe improvements of tho 
Charles River valley and traced the con- 
nection of the brondeued main highway 
with the general scheme of the Metropol- 
itan park commissioners. The Charles 
River improvement, he said, was linked 
with tbe Washington street improve- 
ment, and shoald form a part of the pro- 
posed parkway system. In conclusion, 
Mr. Langford said that he was in favor 
of taking all the laud between Adams 
and Harvard streets. I would not, he 
added, do the railroad an injustice, but 1 
would not permit it to do tbe city au in- 
justice. | Applause.) 

1-lr. T. B. Fitzpatrick— It is my desire 
to join my voice in approbation of a 
plan that will make Washington street 
100 feet wide. I find that most of the tax- 
payers of the city are agreed that it is 
the thing to do. We are to provide not 
only for a roadway for carriages, but 
must make provision also for electric 
travel, Tho time will come when two 
tracks will be a necessity. Imagine the 
condition if we have a street only 75 or 
SO feet wide? Washington street, it 
should be remembered, is tbe highway 
which connects the Newtons with South 
Framingham, Natick, Cordaville and all 
the tributary towns. It is the great 
highway to Boston from all these places. 
What a serious error of economy it 
would bo then to make Washington 
street through the Newtons only 85 feet 
wide? We all know what an immense 
beuefit Brookline derived from its boule- 
vard. The 500 feet of land on each side 
of Beacou street, we are told, increased 
in value over $4,000,000, bringing in 
about $40, 000 per annum into tbe town 
treasury. If such a result obtained in 
Brookliue, why hesitate to undertake an 
improvement in this city that must sure- 
ly bring its return in increased values 
and. consequently, an addition to the tax 
revenues. Too much stress cannot bo put 
upon tbe necessity of having a street 
that will provide for present ueeds and 
future ri quirements. You cannot pro- 
vide for a carriage way, two electric 
tracks and sidewalks with a roadway 
only 80 feet wide. Lotus provide then 
for preseut aud future contingencies. If 
tbe city council pursues that policy it 
will receive and deserve tbe thanks of 
the people of Newt<>n. 

Mr. Francis A. Dawson— I desire to 
add a few words in confirmation of what 
has been said. Where it is necessary to 
provide for two electric car tracks, it is 
necessary to have a wide thoroughfare. 
The conclusion of the board of survey iu 
Boston was that two tracks should never 
be allowed on a street less than 100 feet 
in width. Proper safeguards for con- 
venience and safety are deemed im- 
possible in a narrower street. The ira- 
orovements for tbe next 20 or 25 years iu 
this city ought to be in the direction of 
beautifying it. Washington street iu the 
march of events has greatly deterioated 
aud tbe opportunity is atTorded now of 
of restoring it to a condition that it 
should have never departed from. The 
exoeuseis not extravagant. As has been 
said, there will oe a return in increased 
taxable property to com pens »te for tbe 
outlay. The 100 foot widening should oe 
extended just as far as the U. ifc A. 
railroad comes in contact with the high- 
way Right here, let me say that the 
citizens of the north side don’t intend to 
permit tbe Boston & Albany railroad to 
elevate its tracks through the Newtons. 
(Great applause ] I trust that my life 
will be spared long enough to fight the 
elevatiou project. If the tracks are de- 
pressed. as they must be, some of the 
land secured on tbe south side will he 
available for tbe uses of tbe road in 
making its slopes. That would mean a 
decreased cost for tho widening. No oue 
opposes tbe widening so far as 1 have 
been able to learn. 

Ex Alderman Chadwick — My instruc- 
tions were to present the resolutions 
adopted by the Ward Two Republican 
caucus favoring the widening on the 
south side. Tl\,ere were several things 
that were not spokeu of iD tbe resolu- 
tions. One was that tbe street should 
be widened in a liberal manner. Refer- 
ence was made to the accident which 
caused the death of the late chief aud of 
the necessity of providing against such 
a mishap iu the future. No recom- 
mendation was made as to tbe width, 
but it seems clear that the street should 
be at least 100 feet wide. It would be 
wise, I think, to take all tbe buildings 
on tbe south side of Nowtouville square 
between tbe preseut street line and the 
B. it A. tracks. There was a large at- 
tendance at the caucus, over 200 voters 
being present. Tire expression iu favor 
of the widening was unauimous. 

Mr. Henry King— I have advocated al- 
ways a wide street, certainly uot less 
than 100 feet. I would huve the city 
take all the laud between the Washing- 
ton street crossing in Newtou aud the 
Washington street crossing in West 
Newtou. That portion not required for 
the widening could be parked, making 
the vicinity very attractive. Tweuty 
years, ago our people were very modest. 
They only wanted the width of the 
sttuet increased 20 feet. Thu abuttors 
were willing to dive the land, but the 
city fathers, intluenced by economy, 
voted against it bemuse it would cost 
$15,000 to put thut tree laud into the 
highway. We can see uow what a short 
sighted policy that was. It has been 
suggested in the proposed widening that 
the street railwuy should be separated 
by a walk from the rest of the street, 
giviug it a runway independent of that 
used for carriages. It is, 1 think, au ex- 
cellent idea. 1 trust that the city will 
treat the improvement in a liberal way. 
Something has beeu said about the debt 
limit. It Iras been uearly reached, 1 un- 
derstand. it sssius to me that the 
legislature would extend the debt limit 


and that it would not refuno to grant 
that favor in the light of the magnificent 
Improvement proposed. 

Mr. II. F. Bent— Tho highway commit- 
tee deserves thanks for providing such 
an intelligent map, showing the scheme 
of widening. It is to be complimented, 
too, upon its increased liberality in pro- 
viding more laud for the improvement. 
1 cannot understand, however, why tho 
enmmitteo is on the defensive in this 
matter. The pooplo want a wido street. 
Are we so poor that wo cannot atT >rd to 
do this thing? I have yet to hoar one 
voice raised in opposition to the widen- 
ing. Go to Park street with it, I say; 
yes, and to tho Washington street cross- 
ing in West Newton. Tho people of this 
city will thauk you for it. [Applause.] 

Sir. Runyon of Boston appeared tor 
Eddy street abuttors. Ho said that the 
parties whom he ropresonted were op- 
posed to the widening. If it must come, 
he continued, ss a matter of public 
necessity, they want it to come as speed- 
ily as possible and they want a wide, safe 
and convenient thoroughfare. As long 
as this agitation continues, it will be im- 
possible to sell property located on 
Washington street. In an improvement 
of this kind there are three points to bo 
considered. One is that of beauty. It 
would be impossible to get a thorough- 
fare comparing favorably with those of 
neighboring oities laid out from 75 to 85 
feet wide and with some of the uqsigbtiy 
things existing now left after tbe com- 
pletion of the improvement. If you 
make Washington street the main 
thoroughfare of your city you practically 
construct a highway connootiug the 
Metropolitan park system. 

It it is a question of public necessity 
and convenience, another point to be 
considered, you should certainlv provide 
for a wide street. If tbe street is 100 
feet wide, there will bo no diffi mlty iu 
the way when it becomes necessary to 
locate the second street railway track. 

Tbe third point in the consideration of 
this questiou relates to expense. I don’t 
think the wealthy city of Newton is 
called upon to besitate on thut account. 
If tho highway committee lays out a 
narrow street, it will be laughed nt five 
years from now. Its members would 
feel ashamed of themselves. If you lay 
out a wide thoroughfare, you need not 
fear who your next successors in office 
will be. | Applause.] The question of 
election need not trouble you for a 
moment. I think I voice the sentiment 
of every abuttor noir Eddy street, where 
the widening must be on the north side 
when I say take enough land to make 
tbe road 100 feet wido and wipe us all 
out. Speaking as a lawyer, let me tell 
you, that you will be obliged to pay us 
just as much for 75 feet as you vjrould for 
100. | Applause.] 1 desire in conclusion 
to urge speod in this matter. Do it at 
once, I can tell you of an uotual sale of 
properly that was killed because some- 
body told tbe intending purchaser that 
tbe street was going to be widened. The 
man refused to buy and has gone to 
Chelsea or some other place. What the 
Eddy street abuttors want you to do is 
to widen the street, at once or forever 
hold your peace. [Applause.] 

Ex-Alderman S. A. D. Sheppard— If 
the city council is on the defensive, it is 
because simply of a desire to ascertain 
just what the people want in this matter 
of improvement. They want to -know 
how the taxpayers feel about it — the 
people who are called upon to pay the 
bills. There can be no doubt, however, 
but that they will support tbe city coun- 
cil iD laying out a wide thoroughfare 
sufficient for present and future require- 
ments. They will support you in a 
liberal expenditure. I was one of the 
committee appointed by the Garden City 
Improvement Society to appear hero and 
advocate a thoroughfare, at least. 100 
feet wide. The association consists of 
some of the represent active taxpayers of 
tbe city and their views in this ma ter 
seemed to be shared by every one who 
has given this subject consider ition. 

Mr. W. E. Sheldon asked if the Boston 
it Albany railroad still entertained the 
idea of moviug its tracks north ward fr >m 
Greenwood 6treetr to the Washington 
street crossing in West Newton. His 
object in making tbe inquiry, be said, 
was to see if some arrangement could 
not be made with the railroad to ex- 
change land needed to accomplish that 
for land east of the Washington street 
crossing needed for the widening. 

Chairman Botbfeld in reply stated that 
the B. it A. management had abandoned 
the scheme. 

Mr. Sheldon — I favor the widening of 
100 feet from Park street through to 
West Newton. By taking all the land on 
the south side, I can see opportunities 
for parkway improvements that would 
greatly beautify the whole surrouudings. 

I am inclined to think, too, that the B. 
& A. management might be persuaded 
to move its tracks at the point 1 men- 
tioned if an amicable exchange of laud 
could be arranged. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich— It is evident that 
great progress has been made in the way 
of generous treatment of this proposed 
highway widening. At a previous hear- 
ing, I had occasion to urge the inudvisa- 
bility of taking land on the north side to 
the detrimenc of the Catholic church 
property. Tbe reasons which 1 gave 
then hold now. The committee pro- 
poses now to take only a narrow strip of 
land, but it lessens the objections only 
in degree. You cau’t help feeling tender 
about an enoroacbmeut upou that church 
property, unless there is an absolute 
necessity exists for it. The ouly obsta- 
cle in the way is the coal yard, aud un- 
less 1 am greatly mistaken, the unani- 
mous sentiment is that the ooai yard 
must go. (Applause.] If the coal and 
freight yard are required aud the Boston 
ifc Albany in magement see that you 
mean business, I don’t think there will 
be any trouble about it. I have reasou 
to bolieve that the ti. A- A. directois will 
consider the matter fairly when the time 
comes for makiug a decision. As yet, 
they have not considered it. It would' 
certainly be veiy surly for them tostaud 
in the way of such a necessary improve- 
ment. The point of beauty has been 
brought up here in this discussion. 
What a monument of beauty that coal 
yard would be! [Applause. | Can it be 
tiiat tbe increased expense or taking all 
the laud is ouly $125,000? Think you 
that the tax payers would hesitate when 
by making only that additional expendi- 
ture, we get rid of all the objectionable 
places along the line of the highway? 
On the broad grounds of economy, at-

tractivenenH and necessity, I cau nee no 
reanon for hesitation in this matter. I 
do not agrco with a previous speaker 
that the speed is the great desideratum. 
Suppose you had speeded it the other 
night and adopted the (list plan of 
widening proposed? Deliberate then 
and take all the time necessary to arrive 
at a wise decision. With the sentiment 
of the citizens so dearly understood, I 
do not apprehend any unreasonable de- 
lay in the settlement of this matter. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. >V. U. Lawson said that, he ex 
pectod Mr. J. K Hollis at the hearing as 
a member of the committee appointed 
by the Hunnowell Hill Improvement 
Society. I am disappointed, said he, be- 
cause of his 1 liability on account of a 
sevoro cold, to be present. He wrote to 
me Btating that lie could not be here and 
expressed the hope that the widening 
would bo carried out from Park street 
and the t horoughfare made 100 feet wide. 
Judge Kennedy, another member of the 
committee, is exDected later and will 
probably express similnr views. 

Mr. H. A. Fuller of the committee of 
the Hunnewell Hill Improvement Society 
was the next speaker. He favored the 
widening 100 feet. fr»tn Park street. He 
thought that the buildings from the 
square on the south side to a point just 
below the Washington street crossing 
should bo removed. All the land, said 
be, should be taken east of Channing 
tunnel and the improvement continued 
to Park street. 

Mr. J. T. Langford stated at this point 
that ho had been requested by Mr. W. 

J. Follett and F. A. Day to favor in their 
behalf the 100 toot widening. It was 
their idea, he said, that, the improvement 
should go forward iu the most liberal 
manner, free from parsimonious con- 
siderations, with the purpose in view of 
securing a thoroughfare that would pro- 
vide for all present and future require- 
ments. 

John Flood— I aru in favor of taking 
all the land east of Channing tunnel as 
well as west of it. I should like to re- 
main where 1 am, but if the improve- 
ment is to be made, it seems to me that 
a clean sweep should be made. 

Mr. James P. Tolman said that he de- 
sired to protest against any introduction 
of an argument that the street should be 
widened 10ft feet and all laud taken on 
the south side because it would secure 
the re-election of those members of the 
city council who voted for it. Do what 
you think is right, said he, without re- 
gard to the question of who your suo 
cessor in otlice will be. I think that the 
street should be 100 feet wide and trust 
that the membeis of the city government 
may see their way clear to carry out the 
idea which seems to be universally 
favored. | Applause.] 

Mayor Fenuo read a letter from Luther 
Farwell protesting against taking laud 
owned by him or members of his family 
for the wideuiug. The heariug was 
closed at 0.28 o’clock. 

Upon reassembling in the aldermanic 
chamber, regular business was proceed- 
ed with. The common council took up 
the appropriation bill and concurred 
with the upper biancb in all the items 
except that lor highway side walks and 
street crossings which was reduced from 
$18,000 to $15,000. The aldermen voted 
to make the item staud at $15,000 and 
passed in concurrence the order provid- 
ing for an appropriation of $838,810 for 
department expenditures of 1805. 

The ill st business in the board of 
mayor and aldermen upon reassembling 
was the consideration of a report sub- 
mitted by Alderman Bothfeld for the 
water board, calling attention to the 
corroding of pipes through electrolysis. 

It stated that much trouble and damage 
had been reported as a result of the es- 
caping electric current from the street 
railway tracks into the ground. Receut 
investigations by the superintendent of 
the water board showed t.Lat the pipes 
in Newton had been nffected. The 
amount of damage resulting could only bc 
determined by expert examination. The 
report suggested that the city couucil 
give the matter consideration, and deter- 
mine if possible what method could be 
adopted to prevent further injury to the 
pipes in the future. The communication 
was received and placed on file. 

An order was passed later providing 
for an appropriation of $500 for an ex- 

S ert examination of the water pipes to 
etermine the extent of damage and to 
see what meaus, if any, could be adopted 
to preveut further trouble. 

Orders were also adopted appropiiat- 
ing from any unexpeuded balances $507 
to be added to the appropriation for as- 
sessors’ department; authorizing the is 
suing of notice to abutters of the intent 
to lny out School street from Gardner 
street noitberly and appointing hearings 
thereou fur Wednesday, Dec. 12, before 
the board of aldermen, aud Mouday, 
Dec. 21, before the common counoil at 
7.30 o’clock; authorizing the laying out 
of sidewalks on Berkley aud Lincolu 
streets; the laying out of sewers iu Ber- 
wick road, Hancock aud Hunnewell 
avenues, Hunnewell terrace, Paul, Pearl 
and Alpine streets; appropriating $150 to 
be added to the appropriation tor in- 
spector of buildings tor the exchange of 
hoises; grauting free use of City Hall 
for an entertainment in aid of the Willis- 
ton Home, Dec. 24; authorizing the 
public property committee to dispose of 
the old building known as the Hyde 
schoolhouse, the proceeds to apply to the 
sinking fund for the new building; ap- 
propriating $3000 from any unexpended 
balances to be added to the highway 
s' rent crossing aud sidewalk approj ria- 
tion, 

Petitions of the Newtou & Watertown 
Gas Light Co., for locations for poles 
aud wires for electric lighting or power, 
(or both) on Otis street from Walnut 
easterly, Clinton avenue, Chestnut and 
Otis streets were referred ami hearings 
ordered thereou for Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 4, at 7.30 o’clock, before the board 
of mayor aud aldermen. 

Johu L. Lawrence was grunted 
license for a two week’s exhibition of 
the Kickupoo Indian Medicine Company 
iu Cole’s Hall, under the supervision of 
the city marshal aud the collection of 
$3 per week was authorized. 

A petition of Mrs. John Cody for dam- 
ages on acoouut of a fall on Uummond 
street wus referred to the committee ou 
olaims.

NEWTON VILLE’S NEW SCHOOL. 

DESCRIPTION OF STRUCTURE BOON TO BE 
ERECTED A' r COST OF $00,000. 

The new grammar school building at 
Newtouville, soon to be constructed to 
replace the Adams schoolbouBP, which 
was wrecked by fire in May last, will be 
one of the best of its kind. 

The plans are by Hartwell & Richard- 
son of Boston, and are for an eight-room 
building with hall. The cost is estimated 
at $50,000. The building will be located 
on Watertown street. It will face tho 
north. It will be of brick with trim- 
mings of brownstone. Tbe upper story 
will be finished iu texture work, and tbe 
roof covered with gray slate. 

‘ The building will have two entrances, 
one on Watertown street and tbe other 
on the Ediuboro street side. The doors 
will open into large square vestibules, 
from which short flights of steps will 
lead into tho main hallway. Tbe long 
corridor will occupy the entire north side 
of the building. At eitner end wide, 
open staircases will give access to tbe 
second floor and the basement. 

Tbe stairways leading to the second 
stories are well lighted, and are located 
on the north side of the building. To 
secure light, warmth and sunshine to the 
pupils has been tbe aim of the architects 
and accordingly all the school rooms 
will be on the south side. By the unique 
arrangement of the building six of tbe 
10 rooms are on corners. 

On the first and second floors are four 
class rooms, each 28 by 32 feet. On the 
second floor, directly over the main en- 
trances, are two small rooms, one for tho 
principal’s use and the other for the 
teachers. On the third floor are two 
class rooms of the same size of those in 
the lower stories, and a large hall 04 bv 
34 feet. Tbe seating capacity of tbe ball 
is 400, but this may ho increased to 500 
by throwing open tbe folding doors, 
whicli connect it with one of the school 
rooms. Near the center of the hall is a 
large stage. 

Connected with each of the class rooms 
are two large dressing rooms. These 
are separated from the hallways ouly by 
wire screeus, thus insuring thorough 
ventilation and the proper drying of 
damp clothing. Tbe interior will be 
finished throughout iu cherry and oak, 
and the walls of tbe class rooms and 
main hall will be tinted in dark harmon- 
izing shades. The arrangements for the 
ventilation of the building are almost 
perfect, and have been carefully con- 
sidered. Two main ventilating shafts 
will run through tho hallways in the 
center of the building at either end. 

The schoolhouse is designed to accom- 
modate about 500 pupils, and will allow 
for a liberal growth of the school, as the 
present attendance is only about 300. 
The work of construction will be com- 
menced as soou as the necessary orders 
have boeu passed by tbe city government 
and it is expected that the building will 
ho ready for occupancy iu the fall of

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THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The contest over sohool board mem- 
bers will be confined chiefly to the op- 
posing candidates from Ward Two. aud 
is owing to the difference of opinion that 
prevails, between those who think that 
the enormous and growing expenses of 
our schools demand the presence of 
more business meu on the school board, 
and those who hold it is impossible to 
check the growing expenses and believe 
that school board members should be 
teachers or others theoi etically interested 
in education. 

Iu Ward Four there is a\su a contest 
but one of tho candidates is a clergyman 
and the other a teacher in the Institute 
of Technology, so that the issue is not 
clearly drawn there. Iu Ward Two, 
however, the issue has purposely been 
made very plaiu. The candidates are 
Mrs. Mary R. Martin, a former teacher, 
and Mr. Boyden, who is a teacher in 
Boston, on the one hand, and on the 
other Mr. J. L. Richards and Mr. C. F. 
Avery, who are two of the most enter- 
prising and ablest busiuess meu in the 
ward. They were chosen at tho Repub- 
lican convention after a vigorous con- 
test, in which the sentiment of the ward 
in their favor was made very plain, and 
the convention yielded to public senti- 
meut in putting up the two business 
men. 

At present the board is made up of 
four lawyers, five men in general busi- 
ness, two insurance agents, one teacher 
and two ladies, and somehow the im- 
pression has gone abroad that the busi- 
ness element on the board needs to be 
augmented. Tbe city gives the board 
directly about $150,000 a year to expend, 
besides tbe indirect expenses of new 
school buildings and other things, which 
would bring the amount up to nearly a 
quarter of a million. We have a super- 
intendent to attend to the theoretical 
part of the business, to advise increases 
of expenses on all sides, and take charge 
of the board generally, but superinten- 
dents are not supposed to be business 
men aud are not hired for that purpose. 
The lawyers, the ladies and tbe teacher 
make up at present half of tbe board, 
aud many people think that tbe results 
to the tax-payers would be more satis- 
factory if the business meu were in tbe 
majority. The retirement of Mr. Ober 
will leave the business men in the 
minority, as neither of the candidates 
nominated to succeed him is a busiuess 
man. 

The coutest involves the question of 
what a school board is for, whether it is 
merely to serve us au advisory board and 
carry out tbe suggestion of the superin- 
tendent and teachers, and be a sort of sym- 
pathizer in general to the worker in the 
schools, or whether it is chosen to dirtet 
the business part of our school system, 
consider the wisdom of proposed ex- 
penses. and see that everything is man- 
aged economically and piudeutly aud 
that the city gets the full w’orth of tbe 
large amount of money it provides lor 
the school. Tbe votes cast for the can- 
didates fiom Ward Two will show what 
side the people take on this question. 

WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 

The hearing on tbe widening of Wash- 
ington street showed how much interest 
has beeu awakened in the subject by tho 
local Improvement Societies, which have 
been stirring up their members with 
p mtal cards for tbe past few weeks, and 
it looks as though public opinion had 
beeu roused to such a poiut that some- 
thing would have to be done iu the ueur 
fumre. 

There is a good deal of sentiment in 
favor of making tho street 1(M) feet wide 
instead of 85, aud of taking all the Uud 
between Washington street and the rail- 
road tracks, from Newton to West New- 
ton. It would be very fine to have a 
wide street, but it must be borne iu mind 
that very little addition to the valuation 
of the city can be hoped for from this 
improvement. It will be a one-sided 
street, with the railroad for one bound- 
ary. aud if the estates on the north side 
appreciate in vulue sufficiently to com- 
pensate for the proporty taken on the 
S mth side, it is about all that cau be ex- 
pected, according to competent judges. 

The improvement will be a very ex- 
pensive one, even if the narrow width is 
taken; wide streets cost a gieat deal to 
keep iu order, and Washington street 
will never be a very desirable street for 
residences, uud ouly valuable for busi- 
uess purposes iu the cduters of the three 
villages ou the line of the wideuiug. 

Them is x popular craze uowuouys for 
boulevaids, ami the fad may easily be 


carried to extravagant llmils. They 
prove profitable investments, when 
carried through an undeveloped country 
such as that out through by the now 
Newton boulevard, but as far as Wash- 
ington street is concerned, the main thing 
is to got it wldo enough to make It safe 
for the great amount of traffic that passes 
over it. More tliaa this won id be folly, 
as wide stroets aro very exoensive to 
k *ep in repair, and in timo people would 
object to wading through an extra thirty 
or forty feet of mud to reach the electric 
oars, which aro to be placed on tho south 
side of the street. Whether an 85 foot 
stroet would not answer all presont and 
future needs is something for the city 
government to consider. And if so it 
would bo foolish to spend $125,000 for 
purely sentimental reasons, when no re- 
turn in additions to the taxable property 
of the city would follow. 

The character of the street is already 
determined, and no groat change will 
follow widening. The proximity of the 
riilroad tracks will prevent its ever be- 
ing a beautiful street, or one popular for 
ploasure travel, and it will always remain 
as now a business street, used by people 
as the shortest way to get to tho point 
they wish to go, so that the wideniug is 
purely a business matter and should be 
considered solely in that light. 


TIIE CITY ELECTION. 


With no contest for mayor there prom- 
isos to he less excitement than usual 
about next Tuesday’s election, but the 
contest over two aldermen, the school 
committee, and the candidates for the 
common council, promises to arouse a 
good deal of interest, and will save the 
election from being an entirely common- 
place affair. 

Particular interest is felt over the 
Ward Two contest, and the friends of 
Mr. Hatch feel confident of his success. 

A letter in his favor on our first page 
gives the feeling of some prominent meu 
fiom all parts of the city in his favor, 
and those who know him will endorse 
heartily all that is there Baid of his quali- 
fications for the position. Mr. Hatch is 
so well posted on all financial matters 
that he would make a very stroug mem- 
ber of the board, which will need just 
that kind of ability next year. He is 
well supplied with good busiuess sense, 
also, and can be depeuded on to decide 
all matters that may coma up on their 
merits. A good deal of important busi- 
ness will come up next year, and the city 
will need tbe very best men that can be 
secured to look after its interests, aud 
for this reason Mr. Hatch should be 
chosen. 

In Ward Five, there is also a warm 
contest between Mr. Thomas White and 
Dr. Thompson, the present incumbent. 
Mr. White is said to be a first-class busi- 
ness man and is bignly endorsed. 

There is a very warm contest over 
members of the sohool board from Ward 
Two, with the chauoes in favor of what 
is called the busiuess men’s ticket. 

For Councilraeu there is a contest iu 
most of the waids in which local in- 
fluences will for the moBt part decide, 
and the men who are tbe best aud m**st 
favorably known will be elected. Uu- 
usually good nominations have beeu 
made this year by both paities aud the 
next Common Council promises to be 
one of the best we have had for several 
years. 

THE KILLIAN CLAIM. 

Oil Nov. 8th the Boston Herald pub- 
lished what purported to be a report of 
proceedings before the committee on 
sewers of Newton, with reference to tbe 
Killhn claim. That publication was an 
injustice to the committee, the counsel for 
the claimants, the city, and the mayor of 
the city at the time when the contract was 
made, aud was grossly inaccurate. 

The city has had no more efficient ad- 
ministration than that given it by tbe ex- 
ceptionally able gentleman who was then 
mayor and the members of the city council 
during his administration. The facts of 
the case are, the contractor entered into u 
contract which was drawu with great cue 
and skill by the city solicitor, and hud 
every opportunity given him to find out 
and to know what was the work retired 
to be done -nothing on the part of the city 
and its officials was concealed. It so 
happened, however, that serious and un- 
foreseen difficulties were involved iu the 
work, and in consequence of these the cost 
of construction was largely in exce-s of 
what the contractor anticipated. Iu con- 
struing the contract with reference to the 
unforeseen difficulties very intricate aud 
difficult questions of law aud fact have 
arhen, uud a strict enforcement of the 
city’s rights would tend to work u hardship, 
especially upon the laborers. 

The cltv and its officials have always 
been disposed to deal justly with the 
: laborers aud their claims but ha9 liereto- 
! fore been prevented from so doing by rea- 
son ol the insolvency of the contractor and 
the complex iinture of tbe facta and legal 
questions. 

Now, however, the matter has been care- 
| fully gone into, the facts and legal rights 
of the parties fairly ancertaiued and It is 
believed the mutter will be speedily and 
properly adjusted. A final disposition of 
this case by payiug the amount due for 
lubor, winch the contractor did not puy, 
but which the laborers hud eurned at the 
time the contractor abandoned Ills wink, 
j and of which the city lias had the benefit, 

! would meet the* hearty approval of our 
citizens, ami would e-Tubllsti heyoud ques- 
tion that Newton, like the other cities aud 
towns of the Commonwealth, will see to it 
that the honest laborers, who conduct her 
public work, shall receive Just recompense 
I for their to ll. 

The Republican Ward and City Com- 
mittee loses three valuable members Ibis 
year, iu the retirement of the cbairuiau. 
secretary au 1 treasmer, Metam. Robert 
ii. (jjrdiuer, W. O Ku tpp md J .in s 
T. Allen, aud it will be <J 111 ult to fill 
their places. At the last meu'ing a vote 
of lhauks was tendered co each ot them 


separately for their honorable servioe. 
Mr. Allen has served as treasurer for 
eight years, and has always paid the bills 
as promptly ns the money could be col- 
lected in, and the creditors of the com- 
mittee will hold him in grntoful memory. 
The posirion of treasurer is not an easy 
ono to fill, as he is placed betweon two 
fires, contributors who hate to contribute, 
and creditors who want their money, but 
Mr. Alien has served with satisfaction to 
both. 


Wei. lkslky lias won a great, victory 
over the Boston A Albany, and the rail- 
road commissioners have decided that 
all the Wellesley stations must he in- 
cluded in tho suburban system, with tbe 
samo advantages as to book tickets, and 
the fares graduated on the same rate ns 
other towns in tho suburban system. 
Tho Boston A Albany fought hard 
against it but were beateu, much to the 
gratification of Wollesloy people. 

We have received a letter from Mr. 
W. F. Slocum advocating the re-election 
of Mrs. Martin and Mr. Boyden, and 
stating that thero is a strong, general 
approval of tho members from Ward 
Two, instead of any dissatisfaction. The 
article was received too late for publica- 
tion.

chool Roan, iu Session. 

A meeting of the school board was 
held Wednesday. 

After the reading of the roll oall, the 
regular order of business was proceeded 
with. Fred U. Keyes and Willard Marcy 
were appointed assistant teachers in the 
evening drawing school at Newton and 
their compensation fixed at the rate of 
$3 per evening. 

The committee on rules and regula- 
tions report follows here: 

Tho committee ou rules and regula- 
tions, to whom was referred the com- 
munication of the Hunnewell Hill Im- 
provement Assoc itiou regarding the use 
of the no-school signal, reported as fol 
lows: 

The suspension of the schools in case 
of stormy weather is by S -ct. 1) of Chap. 
2 of the regulations, intrusted to (be 
superintendent and he has explained bis 
views on the subjeot at hi, me length in 
his report for the j ear 181)2. He suggests 
to all parents that iu tbe early moruiug 
hours each is in a positiou to decide 
whether his children ought to attend 
sohool ; he knows the distance to be 
walked, the character of the road, the 
physical constitution of the children, the 
completeness with wbioh they are pro- 
tected from the weather. Evidently, one 
decision may be wise iu one family or iu 
the case ot one child that iu the case of 
iiuntber would be ibe height of uuwis- 
dom. While he deems it best to con- 
tinue me occasional use of tbe sigual. it 
seems to him clear that the management 
of the sigual sbould not supercede the 
judgment of fathers aud mothers. 

This committee believes with the 
superintendent that the management, of 
the storm signal is one of the most per- 
plexing of his minor duties ; our schools 
cost about $000 per day and lie may 
well hesitate, bxoept in extreme cases, 
at stopping the machinery of the school 
system at much expense to the tax payer 
and loss of valuable time, uoue too long 
at most to the pupils. 

We have given the phraseology of the 
rule careful consideration and while no 
ebauge which seems likely to be an im- 
provement suggests itself co us, tne com- 
mittee suggests that a somewhat more 
frequeut use of the sigual may be ad- 
visable.

THE PERPETRATOR OF THE OUTRAGE. 


INTRODUCED IN SOCIETY. 


COMING OUT PARTY OF MISS A DELE 
FENNO AT NEWTON CLUBHOUSE.

The family of Georffe Rournoof Wood- 
bine street, Auburndale, were startled 
Monday morning by Andiug what ap- 
peared to be a bomb attached to a window 
of the house. 

Mr. Bourne did not like the appear- 
ance of the machine, so he took it up 
teudeily, aud put, it into the hands of 
Patrolman W. G. Bosworth. By him it 
was taken in an equally gingerly manner 
to police headquarters iu West Newton, 
and turned over to Capt. Davis. With- 
out much hesitation the captain attacked 
tbo supposed bomb, aud drew out tho 
plugs with a pair of piDcers. 

The officials were considerably sur- 
prised to have the withdrawing of the 
plug followed by a stream of black 
grains, which proved to he gunpowder. 
A small bottle covered with red paper 
followed the black powder, and contained 
some greasy looking substance thought 
to be dynamite. It wns pronounced to 
be dynamite by the city marshal and the 
engineers in the office of the city engin- 
eer also declared it to be that dangerous 
explosive. 

The machine consists of a piece of 3 4 
inch gas pipe 0 1-2 inches long. 

At the lower end a wooden plug was 
driven tightly into tho pipe and wedged 
in with two irou nails. At the other end 
was another woodeu Dlug with a largo 
holo bored through it, through which 
jrrotruded the neck of a small bottle, 
which in turn was plugged with a wood- 
en stopper. 

Through this plug ran two copper 
wires about 14 inches m length. The ar- 
rangement was completed by several 
nails driven betweeu the plug and the 
iron. 

The bomb was submitted Monday 
afternoon to the expert on explosives 
emplayed by the city engineer's depart- 
ment He confirmed the judgment of 
the police that the contents of the inner 
tube was dynamite or mtro-glycerine, 
and further stated that the powder in 
the iron pipe was the giant powder used 
m blasting. The charge in the bomb 
was sufficient, he said, to blow the City 
Hall out of existence. As soon as this 
information was received the captain 
ordered the bomb to be destroyed. 

The police bavp absolutely no clew to 
the perpetrators of the outrage. 

Mr. George H. Bourne is one of the 
best known citizens of Auburndale. 
Nearly two years ago his house was 
broken into twice within a few days. 
The breaks were supposed to have been 
the work of boys, who were organized 
into a gang and committed a large num- 
ber of aits of lawlessness at that time. 

Suspicion pointed strongly to one boy 
at that time, and strangely enough in 
their investigations at that time the 
police ascertained that members of the 
gang, and pari icularly the one under 
suspicion, had been experimenting with 
powerful explosives. 

Last night the one topic of conversa- 
tion was the bomb. General indignation 
was expressed at the outrage, and a de- 
mand will probably be marie on the mayor 
for additional police protection for this 
section of the city. 

It is the geucral opinion that it was 
not intended that the bomb should be 
exploded, but that it was only placed in 
position in order to frighten the Bourne 
family. The bomb was, however, ready 
for use, and required but to be connect' 
ed with an electric buttery to explode.

CHRISTMAS NOVELTIES. 


VERY PRETTY GIFT4 THAT COST ONI.T A 
LITTLE MONEY. 


Preparations for Christmas nre being 
briskly carried out already. One of the 
most attractive novelties, is a babv’s egg 
cup and coney, which is ns pleasing to 
many .grown up people ns to tho little 
ones of the family. Upon the side of 
the cup is painted a most comical tiny 
face, with a laughing expression that is 
quite infectious to tho beholder. Over 
the rim of the cup is set a Punchinello 
cap, knitted in sctrlet wool, drawn up 
into a point with a tassel. This acts aH 
a oosoy for the egg. and greatly adds to 
the whimsicality ol the design. 


A fan bag is a useful present, for 
theatregoers, and in now brought out in 
a somewhat novel nhapo. It is, of 
course, long and narrow, the lower edges 
being gathered into a point and finished 
with a tassel. At tho top the two divi- 
sions are left unsewn for the depth of 
somo four or five inches. These two 
flaps are made up with a pretty colored 
satin lining, and loops of cord are added 
at the uppor corners. These servo the 
double purpose of a handle and of clos- 
ing the bag. 


Those who make Christmas presents 
at home will be glad to know that the 
expanding collars, such as have for some 
time past been used upon reticules made 
of antelope skin, are now to be had 
separately. They cost little, are ex 
tremely ornamental, and need only sew- 
ing into place.

BARRETT GETS THIRTY YEARS. 


CLOSING WORDS BY HIS COUNSEL, JOHN 
B. GOODRICH. 


The burglar Barrett, who shot a man 
in the neighboring town of Weston, and 
whoso trial at East Cambridge was 
brought to a close last Fridav, was found 
guil y of murder in the second degree. 
His counsel, Mr. John B. Goodrich, iu 
his closing address to the jury tried to 
impress upon the twelve worthy meu the 
uncertainty aud unreliability of circum- 
stantial evidence when a man’s life was 
in the balance, and the duty of giving 
him every reasonable doubt. 

He contended that the evidence could 
not justify a verdict for more than mauj 
slaughter. Farrar bad pursued Barrett 
at his peril, and the defendant was 
justified in doing what he had. 

The closing in upon Barrett and other 
points of evidence were all referred to as 
showing how the defendant had been 
brought to bay by a party of men, strang- 
ers to him; how he felt himself in danger 
of his life or bodily harm. 

Mr. Goodrich claimed that the prisoner 
had the right to shoot, after using every 
means to get away, even to trying to in- 
timidate his pursuers. Barrett’s ques- 
tions, counsel thought, proved that iu 
his mind he was being attested for set- 
ting the fire in the woods, and he did not 
want to be arrested with butglars’ tools 
in his possession. 

On the jury’s finding of murder iu the 
second degree. Judge Aldrich imposed a 
sentence of thirty years. The court took 
occasion to compliment Counsel Wier 
for the government and Couusel Good- 
rich and Selfridge for tho defence. Said 
he: “It has been a source of great pleas- 
ure to the court to see the mauner iu 
whioh the case has been tried by couusel 
on both sides. It has been tried with 
great courtesy, great ability and with 
great I delity, aud it has been tried in a 
manner which has given to the court the 
least possible trouble in tho conduct of 
the trial. 

“I think the defendant, the publio nnd 
all who have witnessed the mauner iu 
which the case has been tried must feel 
great satisfaction in kuowiug that in this 
country trials can be conducted with so 
much ease, so much dignity, so much 
ability and so much oourtesy.”

Hospital Sunday came not with the 
gladuess of sutishiue aud fair skies.

The wants of the institution are 
constantly increasing, and the increase 
next year is expected to be larger than 
ever. It is expeeted that the expenses 
of the institution will also be greatly iu- 
ot eased in 1805 ou accouut of the addi- 
tion of severul departments.
